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TRANSLATOR’S PREFACE. 


Tue Arch-Confraternity for the relief of the souls 
in Purgatory, being favored in a most extraordinary 
manner both by the Holy See and the Heads of seve- 
ral Religious Orders, a quarter of a century had not 
elapsed after its establishment, when four hundred 
-confraternities were already incorporated with the 
mother association at Rome, the number of its mem- 
bers exceeding one million. Thus it became an ab- 
solute necessity for the Very Rev. Father Brixious 
Queloz, C.S.S. R., Chief Director of the Arch-Con- 
fraternity, to compile, for the use of its members the 
manual of devotion: ‘ La Pietà del Christiano verso 
è Morti.” This manual has been translated into sev- 
eral languages, and as the Arch-Confraternity has 
already béen established in-six dioceses of this coun- 
try, and continues to spread rapidly, the many and 
pressing demands of its members have made the trans- 
lation of this manual an absolute necessity. 

The translation is substantially the same as the 
original, with the exception of some additional pray- 
ers, devotions, and instructions, mostly taken from 
the writings of St. Alphonsus, and more especially 
adapted to this country. 

In the selection of prayers, the translator was 
guided both by the advice of St. Alphonsus, viz: 
that our prayers should be petitions rather than 
affections, especially for the grace of divine love 
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and final perseverance, and by the later and more. 
stringent rules of the Church concerning prayer- 
books, and as this manual has already become the 
_ favorite manual of thousands of pious Catholics 
throughout Europe, the translator confidently pre- 
sents it, not only to the members of the Purgato- 
rian Arch-Confraternity, but also to the public in 
general» As a prayer-book it combines force and 
solidity, and is well calculated by the pious instruc- 
tions on Purgatory which it contains, and the extra- 
ordinary spiritual advantages and privileges which 
it holds out to induce the clergy as well as the laity 
to promote to the best of their power the spreading 
of this pious Association. 

Finally, this manual will not fail, as general expe- 
rience has proved, to stir up in the hearts of the faith- 
ful both great charity toward the suffering souls in © 
Purgatory and true love of Jesus Christ, inspiring 
them, by the reflections on the Purgatorial torments 
with a holy fear of the severe chastisements of Al- 
mighty God, with a true hatred of sin, both mortal 
and venial sin, and’ an effectual desire to perform 
works of sincere penance and charity whilst they 
have time and grace to°do so.

How many id are there?

Baptism is a sacrament which cleanses from original 
sin, and from actual sin if we afe guilty of it, makes 
us Christians, children of God, and heirs of heaven. 

2. What is Confirmation ? 

Confirmation is a sacrament by which we receive 
the Holy Ghost, to make us strong and perfect Chris- 
ors and soldiers of Jesus Christ. 

. What is the Holy Eucharist ? 

"The Holy Eucharist is the body and blood, dai 
and divinity of Jesus Christ, under the appearances of 
bread and wine. 

4. What is Penance? 

Penance is a sacrament which cision the sins we 
commit after. Baptism. 

5. What is Extreme Unction? 

Extreme Unction is a sacrament which gives grace 
to die well. 

6. What is Holy Orders? 

Holy Orders is a sacrament by which bishops, 
priests, and the other ministers are ordained, and 
receive grace and power for their sacred duties. 
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7. What is Matrimony ? 
Matrimony is a sacrament which gives ae to 
married persons to live well in their state, and bring 
| up their children in the fear of God. 


III. THE PRAYERS.

Any person, whether man, woman or child, may 
and should baptize an infant in case of danger of death, 
thus: Take common water, pour it upon the head of 
the child, and while you are pouring it, say the follow- 
ing words: ‘I baptize thee in the name of the Father, 
and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen.” 

These words must be said and the water poured on 
by one and the same person, and care must be taken to 
pronounce the words distinctly and at the same time 
that the water is poured on. 


Morning Prayers. 
As soon as you awake, make the sign + of the cross, saying: 


Glory be to the Father Who hath created me. 

Glory be to the Son Who hath redeemed me.

5. I resolve to conform myself to Thy holy 
will, and particularly in those things which are 
contrary to my inclinations, saying always: May 
the most just, most high, most adorable will of 
God be in all things done, and praised, and for 
ever magnified. 

6. I resolve to fly from all sin this day, and 
especially such a one (here mention the fault into 
which you fall the oftenest,) and I beg of Thee 
to give me perseverance for the love of Jesus 
Christ.

And do Thou, Eternal Father, help me for the 
love of Jesus and Mary!

Been watchful over 
my children, and others depending upon me, and 
careful for their salvation? Have I omitted my 
prayers, my penance, or some other duty ? 

Finally, examine whether you have kept the resolution you 
made in the morning. If not, consider well what was the cause 
of your fall, and seek out the means to preserve you from fall- 


‘ ing in future. For be assured, that your whole Christian per- 
fection depends upon this diligent examination of conscience. 
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Having finished this examination, make the following acts of Faith, 
Hope, Charity and Contrition :

present sacrifice of the Mass, together with all 
those which are celebrated throughout the world, 
by the hands of Thy priests, to be presented to 
Thy eternal Father, in union with, and in the 
virtue of, that oblation in which Thou Thyself, 
dying on the cross, didst offer Thy sacred body 
and blood for the salvation of the world. 

Grant that the oblation of the same Thy body 
and blood, which here is renewed in mystery, and 
is made under the form of bread and wine, may 
effectually obtain its proper fruit; that thereby 
the living may receive grace, and the faithful de- 
parted, everlasting rest. 

Accept, also, O Lord, this same sacrifice, 
which contains in itself the fruit of Thy passion 
and death, as an act of thanksgiving for the in- 
numerable benefits Thou hast conferred upon us, 
. and a propitiation and satisfaction for the count- 
less sins we have committed, the good we have 
omitted to do, and the punishments we have de- 
served. Who livest, &e. 


AT THE PREFACE. 


Lift up, O Lord, do Thou Thyself lift up my 
heart to Thee. Take from it all unholy thoughts, 
all earthly affections. Lift it wholly up to hea- 
‘ven, where Thou art worthily adored, and to the 
altar, where Thou art about to manifest Thyself 
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to me. My life is but one continual succession 
of Thy mercies; let it be one continual succession 
of thanksgivings: and as Thou art now about to 
renew the greatest of all sacrifices, is it not meet 
that I should burst forth in expressions of heart- 
felt gratitude? Suffer me then, to join my feeble 
voice with the voices of all the heavenly spirits, 
and in union with them to say, in a transport of 
joy and admiration: 

Holy, holy, holy, Lord God of Sabaoth. Hea- 
ven and earth are full of Thy glory. Hosanna in 
the highest. 

Blessed is He that cometh in the name of the 
Lord. Hosanna in the highest. 


AT THE CANON. 


O eternal and most merciful Father, behold, 
we come to offer Thee our homage this day: we 
desire to adore, praise, and glorify Thee, and to 
give Thee thanks for Thy great glory, joining our 
hearts and voices with all Thy blessed in heaven, 
and with Thy whole Church upon earth. But ac- 
knowledging our great unworthiness and innum- 
erable sins, for which we are heartily sorry and 
humbly beg Thy pardon, we dare not venture to 
approach Thee otherwise than in company of Thy 
Son, our advocate and mediator, Jesus Christ, 
Whom Thou hast given us to be both our High 
Priest and Sacrifice. With Him, therefore, and 
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through Him, we venture to offer Thee this sacri- 
fice; to His most sacred intentions we desire to 
unite ours; and with this offering which He makes 
of Himself, we desire to make an offering of our 
whole being to Thee. With Him, and through 
Him, we beseech Thee to exalt Thy holy Catholic 
Church throughout the whole world; to main- 
tain her in peace, unity, holiness, and truth; to 
have mercy on Thy servant N., our chief bishop, 
N., our prelate, and on all that truly fear Thee ; 
on our pastor, (parents, children,) friends, and 
benefactors, &c.; on all those whom we have in 
any way scandalised, injured or offended, or for 
whom we are in any other way bound to pray; 
on all that are in their agony, or under violent 
temptations, or other necessities, corporal or spi- 
ritual; on all our enemies; and, in a word, on 
all poor sinners ;. that we may all be converted 
to Thee, and find mercy, through Jesus Christ 
Thy Son; through Whom we hope one day to be 
admitted into the company of all Thy saints and 
elect, Whose memory we here celebrate, Whose 
prayers we desire, and with Whom we communi- 
cate in these holy mysteries. 


When the Priest spreads his hands over the oblation : 
(Here the bell is rung.) 


Give ear, we beseech Thee, to the prayers of 
Thy servant, who is here appointed to. make this 
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oblation in our behalf; and grant it may be ef- 
fectual for the obtaining of all those blessings 
which he asks for us. 

Behold, O Lord, we all here present to Thee, 
in this bread and wine, the symbols of our per- 
fect union. Grant, O Lord, that they may be 
made for us the true body and blood of Thy dear 
Son; that, being consecrated to Thee by this holy 
victim, we may live in Thy service, and depart 
this life in Thy grace. 


AT THE CONSECRATION. 


Bow down your body and soul in solemn 
adoration; make an act of faith in the real 
presence of your Saviour’s body and blood, 
soul and divinity, under the sacramental veils. 
Offer your whole self to Him, and through 
Him to His Father: beg that your heart and 
soul may be happily changed into Him. 


AT THE ELEVATION OF THE HOST. 
(Here the bell is rung thrice.) 


Hail, true body, born of the Virgin Mary, 
which didst truly suffer and wast immolated on 
the cross for man, whose side was pierced, and 
flowed with water and with blood; may we have 
a foretaste of Thee in the last agony of death. O 
kind, O loving one, Jesus, Son ‘of Mary, have 
mercy on me! Amen. 
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AT THE ELEVATION OF THE CHALICE. 
(Here also the bell is rung thrice.) 


Saviour of the world, save us; for by Thy cross 
and by Thy blood Thou hast redeemed us; help 
us, we beseech Thee, O our God. Amen. 

Have mercy on me, dear Jesus, and grant that 
Thy blood may not be shed in vain for me, I most 
humbly beseech Thee. Amen. 


AFTER CONSECRATION. 


Look down upon me, good and gentle Jesus, 
while before Thy face I humbly kneel, and with 
burning soul pray and beseech Thee to fix deep 
in my heart lively sentiments of faith, hope and 
charity, true contrition for my sins, and firm pur- 
pose of amendment; the while I contemplate 
with great love and tender pity Thy five wounds, 
pondering over them within me, whilst I call to 
mind the words which David, Thy prophet, said 
of Thee, my Jesus: “ Foderunt manus meas et 
pedes meos; dinumeraverunt omnia ossa mea.” 
“They pierced my hands and my feet; they num- 
bered all my bones,” (Ps. xxi. 17, 18.) 

O Jesus, give holy pastors to Thy Church. 

Pope Pius VII, by a decree of the S. Congr. of Indulgences, 
dated April 10, 1821, granted— 

The Plenary Indulgence to all who shall devoutly say the 
prayer, p. 477, before a crucifix, with contrite hearts, praying 
for the wants of Holy Church, after having confessed and 


communicated, and, by a recent decision, praying according 
to the intention of the Sovereign Pontiff. 
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AT THE MEMENTO FOR THE DEAD. 


I offer Thee again, O Lord, this holy sacrifice 
of the body and blood of Thy only Son, in behalf 
of the faithful departed, and in particular for the 
souls of (here name whom you chiefly propose to 
pray for) my parents, (if dead,) relatives, bene- 
factors, neighbors, &c. Likewise of such as I 
have any ways injured, or been the occasion of 
their sins; of such as have injured me, and been 
my enemies; of such as die in war, or have none 
to pray for them. To these, O Lord, and to all 
that rest in Christ, grant, we beseech Thee, a 
place of refreshment, light, and peace, through 
the same Christ our Lord. Amen. 


AT THE NOBIS QUOQUE PECCATORIBUS. 


Vouchsafe to grant the same to us, poor and 
miserable sinners: judge us not according to our 
demerits ; but through the infinite multitude of 
Thy mercies, in which we hope, liberally extend 
to us Thy grace and pardon. 

We ask it of Thee in the name of Thy Sal 
Son, Who liveth and reigneth eternally with 
Thee, and in that form of prayer which He 
Himself hath taught us. 
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AT THE PATER NOSTER. 


O our Father, Who reignest in heaven, come 
and reign in my soul, come and sanctify it by Thy 
presence; come and subject it to Thy holy will, 
and render it obedient to the inspirations of Thy 
grace. .Extinguish in my heart every feeling 
of hatred and revenge; forgive me as I forgive. 
Grant to me such wisdom and such strength that 
I may triumph over all temptations. Deliver me 
from all those evils which oppress me, and under 
which I groan, being burdened. I come to Thee, 
as a child to his father, to be fed; as a subject 
to his prince, to be protected; as one afflicted to 
his only succor, to be consoled and comforted. 


AT THE LIBERA NOS. 


Deliver us, we beseech Thee, O Lord, from all 
evils, past, present, and to come; and by the in- 
tercession of Blessed Mary, ever Virgin, and of 
all the saints, mercifully grant peace in our days, 
that by the assistance of Thy holy grace we may 
be always free from sin and secure from all dis- 
turbance. | 

AT THE PAX DOMINI. 


Thy body was broken, and Thy blood shed for 
us: grant that the commemoration of this holy 
mystery may obtain for us peace; and that those 
who receive it may find everlasting rest. 
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O Lamb of God, pure and spotless victim, Who 
only canst satisfy the justice of an offended God, 
vouchsafe to make me partaker of the merits of 
Thy sacrifice. What lessons of humility, meek- 
ness, charity, and patience dost Thou not give 
me! Impress these virtues upon my heart, that 
it may be to Thee a pleasant habitation, wherein 
Thou mayest repose as in an abode of peace. 


AFTER THE AGNUS DEI. 


In saying to Thy apostles, peace I leave with 
you, my peace I give unto you; Thou hast pro- 
mised, O Lord, to all Thy Church, that peace 
which the world cannot give—peace with Thee, 
and peace with ourselves.

Thyself to me for daily food, and for the supply 
of all my necessities ; since without Thee, Who 
art. the true food of my soul, I cannot live, I 
humbly beseech Thee to refresh me spiritually, 
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and make me partaker of that grace which they 
experience who devoutly receive Thee. O good 
Jesus, despise me not, but vouchsafe to visit Thy 
servant, and by Thy grace to work and perfect 

all the effects and virtues of Thy holy sacrament 
in me, to Thy honor, O my God, and the eternal 
salvation of my soul. Amen. 

Soul of Christ, sanctify me; Body of Chiti 
save me; Blood of Christ, inebriate me; Water 
out of the side of Christ, wash me; n of 
Christ, strenghten me. O good Jesus, hear me, 
hide me within Thy wounds; suffer me not to be 
separated from Thee; defend me from the malig- 
nant enemy; at the hour of my death call me, 
and bid me come unto Thee, that with Thy saints 
I may praise Thee for all eternity. Amen. 


AT THE DOMINE, NON SUM DIGNUS. 


God only can be worthy of receiving God; 
how, then, can a soul so sinful as mine merit so 
great a happiness! But Thou, O Lord, regard- 
est not Thy greatness, but Thy mercy. Thou 
willest that I come to Thee, as one sick to the 
physician who can heal him, as one poor to the 
rich lord who can assist him. O God of love, 
behold at Thy feet the poorest, the most infirm 
of Thy creatures. Unite me to Thyself, and I 
shall become rich and whole in Thy sight. — 
Work, I beseech Thee, this miracle, worthy of 
Thy omnipotence and charity. 
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WHILE THE PRIEST COMMUNICATES. 


O sacred banquet, in which Christ is received, 
the memory of His passion is renewed, the mind 
is filled with grace, and a pledge of future glory 
is given to us! 

Grant, O Lord Jesus, that we may so rever- 
ence the sacred mysteries of Thy body and blood, 
that we may ever find in curselves the fruits of 
Thy redemption.

ACT OF SPIRITUAL COMMUNION FOR THOSE WHO DO 
NOT INTEND TO COMMUNICATE. 


O my most loving Saviour, since I cannot have 
the happiness of receiving Thee this day, suffer 
me to gather up the precious crumbs that fall 
from Thy table, and to unite myself to Thy divine 
heart by faith, hope, and charity.

For a Saint's Day.

I return Thee humble thanks, O Lord, that 
Thou hast permitted me, the most unworthy of 
Thy creatures, to bear a part in this great sacri- 
fice. Pardon, O Lord, all my distractions; and 
may Thy merits enable me to enter the august 
temple of that heavenly country, where the great 
sacrifice of Thy love is fulfilled, and where the 
soul lives eternally in God, and God in the soul. 


Devotions at Vespers. 


Although there is no express commandment which makes 
it amortal sin to be absent from Vespers, yet every good Cath- 
olic will make it his duty to attend when he can, and see that 
his family are present also. We are commanded to sanctify 
the Lord’s day, and the other Holy-days of obligation; but ifa 
Catholic negiects the public service of the Church on Sunday 
afternoons, without any reasonable excuse, how can it be ex- 
pected that he will apply himself to sanctify it in other ways? 

Be present, therefore, always in the Church at Vespers, and 
employ the moments you spend there in praying devoutly. 

While the priest and choir are singing the Office, you can 
follow them by using the following translation; or, if you pre- 
fer, you may make use of some other prayers, according to 
your devotion.

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BENEDICTION OF THE BLESSED SACRAMENT. 


Ordinarily at the close of the Sunday Vespers, and some- 
times on other occasions, is given the Benediction with the 
Blessed Sacrament. This is done in the following manner: 

The Priest, or sometimes a Deacon assisting the Priest, goes 
up to the altar, and opening the tabernacle, takes out the Most 
Blessed Sacrament which is kept there, and leaves it thus on 
or above the altar, exposed in full view to the adoration of the 
faithful. The Priest then descends from the altar, and, while 
‘ he incenses the Sacred Host, the Choir sing the following 
hymn, the people remaining all the while on their knees, in 
prayer and adoration.

I love Thee, I will love 
Thee always, and seek to please Thee in every 
thought, in every word, and every action of my 
life. >» In the name of the Father, and of the 
Son, and of the Holy Ghost. Amen. 


Devotions for Confession. 
How To GET READY AND GO TO CONFESSION. 


I. ASK GOD TO HELP YOU. 


O my God, help me to make a good Confes- 
sion, to know my sins, and to be truly sorry for 
them, because they have offended Thee. Keep 
me from sin for the time to come. Help me that 
I may sincerely and humbly confess all my sins, 
and that I may keep back nothing in my heart. 
Hail Mary, ete. My dear Angel Guardian, to 
your care I am given, watch over me and help 
me. Come, O Holy Spirit, ete. 


You may say also a decade of the Rosary. 


II. EXAMINE YOUR CONSCIENCE. 


Read over the following examination of con- 
science, and when you come to any sin that you 
have done, especially if it is a great one, try to 
find .vut how many times you did it, at least how 
many times each day, or week, or month. Some- 
times in one action there are more sins than one. 
If a child strikes its parent, there are two sins, 
one against the fourth Commandment, and an- 
other against the fifth. If by one detraction 

‘you injure the characters of many persons, then 
there are many sins. 
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EXAMINATION OF CONSCIENCE. 
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First Commandment. — Ignorance of the 
great truths, prayers, etc.,—neglecting to say 
your morning or night prayers—going to ser- 
mons or prayers in Protestant churches—giving 
scandal by it, or joining with them in worship— 


reading Protestant books — wilfully doubting, 


denying, or disbelieving the Catholic Faith, or 
speaking against it—despairing of God’s help, 
or expecting it without doing what He com- 
mands you—-murmuring against God or His 
‘ Providence — not helping the poor — leading 
others into sin — asking fortune-tellers or those 
‘ who use charms, signs, toss cups, cut cards— 
reading books about such things — behaving ill 
in Church, or to any holy thing or person — ne- 
glecting your penance— receiving the blessed 
sacrament after breaking your fast — receiving 
any sacrament with bad dispositions. How 
often each sin? 

Second Commandment. — Speaking ill of 
God, or the Saints, or what is sacred — curs- 
ing, especially if from your heart, or with God’s 
name—-an oath, in a lie, or to do what is sinful 
. —a custom of swearing, breaking a lawful oath? 

Third Commandment. — Working on Sun- 
days or holidays without necessity—losing mass 
on Sundays or holidays by your own neglect, or 
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playing or talking during mass—stopping away 
from Sunday school, catechism, questions, etc.? 

Fourth Commandment.—Not loving or help- 
ing your parents—striking them, or disrespect to 
them, especially in their presence—cursing them 
or calling them bad names, especially in their 
hearing—disobedience to them, if in any great 
thing, for example, by going into dangerous com- 
| pany—stopping from school, or being idle there. 

Fifth Commandment.—Evil wishes on your- 
self or another, especially if from your heart— 
quarreling, hatred, keeping spite, revenge, fight- 
ing, doing harm to the life or health of yourself 
or another—drunkenness ? 

Sixth and Ninth Commandments. — Im- 
modest thoughts, (if wilful,) immodest desires, 
words, looks, actions, alone or with others, with 
married persons or relations, or with any thing 
— going into bad company, to bad dancing 
houses, etc.,—keeping dangerous company with 
persons of the other sex—reading or keeping 
bad books? | 

Seventh and Tenth Commandments.—Steal- 
ing, what did you steal, and how often—helping 
others to steal, receiving stolen things, cheating, 
injuring others in their goods or any way—not 
restoring to another what is his, or not paying 
your debts when able — breaking a promise of 
marriage, or any agreement without just reason? 
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Eighth Commandment.— Lies, did they do 
great harm ?—speaking ill of others—rash judg- 
ments, unjust suspicions—using bad language to 
others, reading their letters, ete.,—causing quar- 
rels by tale-bearing ? 

Commandments of the Church.—Breaking 
the abstinence or fast —neglecting the Sacra- 
ments, or your Easter duties — being in secret 
or forbidden societies? Pride, covetousness, 
lust, anger, gluttony, envy, sloth—wilfully con- 
cealing a sin in confession through shame ?— 
How many times each sin. 

For Married Persons.— Invalid marriages 
with relations, etc.,— marrying in any way 
against the regulations of the Church—cruelty 
or bad behaviour to one another—giving their 
affections to another—leaving one another with- 
. out just cause —wasteful spending of money— 
wife not taking eare of the household—a wrong 
or improper use of marriage—wife not obeying 
her husband in the lawful duties of marriage— 
any thing which might scandalize children. — 
How often? 

For Parents.—Care before and after birth— 
allowing children to be brought up in a false re- 
ligion — cruelty to, or cursing them — putting. 
brothers and sisters in the same bed—not send- 
ing them to a good school, but to Protestant or 
other schools forbidden by the Priest—neglect 
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about their baptism, or their prayers—not send- 
ing them when seven years old to confession, 
mass or catechism—letting them say bad words, 
read bad books, go into bad company, play 
about the streets with any one or keep danger- 
ous company with persons of the other sex—not 
letting them follow their vocation to be nuns, 
ete, — without just reason hindering their mar- 
riage, or forcing them to marry. How often? 
| For Masters and Mistresses —Ill treatment 
of servants —over-working them — not giving 
them food enough —not paying their wages— 
breaking the agreement—allowing them to com- 
mit sin, or go into bad company, or asking. them 
to do what is sinful—letting them neglect their 
religious duties, mass, or the sacraments. How 
often ? 
III. CONTRITION. 


You must detest your sins and be sorry for 
them, because you offended God by them. Also 
you must make up your mind not to sin any 
more, and to keep away from the places or peo- 
ple who led you into sin before, as the burnt 
child keeps away from the fire. This is contri- 
tion. Say, thén, the following Acts of Contri- 
tion, and tell God how sorry you are for having 
offended Him. 

Say these Acts of Contrition.—O my God! 
T am heartily sorry for having offended Thee ; 
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and I detest my sins most sincerely, because they 
| displease Thee, my God, Who art so deserving 
of all my love, for Thy infinite goodness and 
most amiable perfections; and I firmly purpose 
by Thy holy grace never more to offend Thee, 
and carefully to avoid all the occasions of sin.— 
Lhe Irish Catechism. (See O’ Reillys Cate- 
chism, page 32.) 

O my God! for the sake of Thy sovereign 
goodness and infinite perfections, which I love 
above all things, I am exceedingly sorry from 
the bottom of my heart, and am grieved for hav- 
ing offended by my sins this Thy infinite good- 
ness; and I firmly resolve by the assistance of 
Thy grace never more to offend Thee for the 
time to come and carefully to avoid the occa- 
sions of sin.— Douay Catechism. 

O my God, I am very sorry that I have sinned 
against Thee, because Thou art so good, and I 
will not sin again.— Blessed Leonard of Port 
Maurice. 

O Jesus, my Creator, my Redeemer! I re- 
member how Thou wert nailed to the hard cross 
—how Thy poor head was torn by the sharp 
thorns—how the holy blood came from Thy 
blessed body. And why didst Thou suffer all 
these cruel pains? O Jesus, Thy blessed heart 
speaks to me, and tells me that Thou didst die a 
bitter death on the cross for the love of me, Thy

poor child, to wash away my sins with Thy blood, 
and to save me from hell. Yes, it was my sins 
which nailed Thee to the cross, and made Thee 
die. O wicked sins, I hate and detest you. My 
good Jesus, I love Thee, and I am sorry with all 
my heart for sinning against Thee, because Thou 
art so good, and I promise Thee with a sincere 
heart that I will never sin again; let me die 
rather than sin again. Jesus, have pity on my 
poor soul—Thou didst not turn away Thy face 
from those who struck it and spit upon it; wilt 
Thou turn away from a soul that wants to love 
Thee? O Jesus, think how much it. cost Thee 
to save my soul—how Thou didst buy it with 
Thy own blood, and die for it, and now, when 
Thou needest not die any more to save me—when 
Thou hast only to say the word—I forgive yon— 
wilt Thou refuse to forgive Thy poor repenting 
child? Wilt Thou refuse to save a soul which 
Thou didst die to save? No, my Jesus, Thy 
heart is too kind and too good to refuse me par- 
don. I hope, I am sure, Thou wilt pardon me. 

Dear Mary, Mother of Jesus, speak to Jesus, 
and ask Him to have pity on me, and forgive 
me. 


IV. CONFESSION. 


1. When-you have said the Acts of Contri- 
tion, wait patiently till you can get to Confes- 
hx 
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sion; if you have to wait some time, you can say 
your beads or any prayer. It is good, just be- 
fore you go to Confession, to make the Act of 
Contrition again. 2. When you begin your 
Confession, say, ‘‘Pray, Father, give me your 
blessing, for I have sinned,” and half the “I 
confess ;” then tell the Priest all your sins, es- 
pecially the great sins, and how many times you 
did them as well as you can—at least, how many 
times each day, or week, or month. When you 
have confessed your sins, say: “‘ For these and 
all other sins which I cannot remember I am 
heartily sorry, purpose amendment, and humbly 
beg pardon of God, and penance and absolution 
of you, my Father,”—then the other half of the 
“I confess,” then listen while the Priest tells you 
what is good for your soul; receive the penance 
which he gives you, and do not forget it. — 
3. Then, if the Priest sees that you are fit, he 
will give you the pardon of your sins, which is 
called Absolution. While the Priest is giving 
you absolution, it is well to say again the Act 
of Contrition. “0 my God, I am very sorry 
that I have sinned against Thee, because Thou 
art so good, and I will not sin again,” or any 
Act of Contrition, Remember that in the 
moment when the Priest says over you the 
great words of pardon and absolution, your 
sins are forgiven, the pains of hell are taken 
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away, your soul is made bright and beautifal 
- like an angel of God, and the kingdom of hea- 
ven is yours. 4. If you wilfully conceal a mor- 
tal sin in Confession, it cannot be forgiven till 
you are willing to tell it, and you will have to 
make the Confession over again, at least say, — 
“Father, there is something I do not like to 
tell.” If you doubt whether something you do 
is good or bad, say, “ Father, I have a doubt.” 
For those who have only venial sins to confess, 
it is well to confess over again some great sin of 
their past life. 5. When you have done your 
Confession, go and kneel down again, and thank 
God for His great mercy to you, you may say, 
an act of thanksgiving. ‘“O my God, I thank 
Thee for Thy great mercy to me, a poor sinner, 
and I beg of Thee to strengthen my weakness, 
that I may never sin any more.” Hail Mary, 
ete.; or a decade of the Rosary. 


OR, 


O Jesus, how worthy art Thou of my love, 
and what thanks do I not owe! I hope that 
through the merits of Thy blood, Thou hast 
forgiven me my sins. For this I thank Thee 
with my whole heart, and I burn with the de- 
sire to praise Thy mercy in heaven through all 
eternity. Until now, O my God, I have offended 
Thee often, but for the time to come, I will never 
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offend Thee again. J am anxious.to change my - 
life. Thou dost merit all my love, and therefore 
I will love Thee truly and dearly. I will never 
again be separated from Thee. I have already 
promised Thee rather to die than offend Thee 
again. Once more I make this promise, and 
hope through Thy mercy to keep it. 

.. I promise also to shun the occasions of sin, 
and to take the following means to keep me 
from falling again; (here name the means.) 
But Thou knowest my weakness, O my God. 
Give me Thy grace, that I may remain true 
unto Thee until my death, and teach me, in the 
hour of temptation, to have recourse to Thee. 
Mary, help me! Thou art the Mother of per- 
severance, I place my hopes in Thee. 





— Preparation for Holy Communion. 


There is no means more efficacious in freeing us from our 
sins, and in enabling us to advance in the love of God, than 
the Holy Communion. Why is it, then, that some souls find 
themselves always in the same tepidity, and committing the 
same faults, notwithstanding the many communions they 
make? This happens through the want of a proper disposi- 
tion and preparation. Two things are requisite for this prep- 
aration. The first is to disengage our heart from all affections 
which are an impediment to the divine love. The second is 
to have a great desire to love God. And this, says St. Francis _ 
de Sales, should be our chief intention when we communicate, 
namely, to increase in divine love. Out of love alone, says the 
saint, ought our God to be received, Who out of love alone 
gives Himself to us. 
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Before you receive the most holy Sacrament 
of the body and blood of Jesus Christ, you must 
cleanse your conscience from any mortal sin by 
the sacrament of penance. You must fast from 
the midnight before. When the time for Holy 
Communion is come, go up to the altar respect- 
fully, kneel down there, take the cloth into your 
hands and hold it before your breast, do not 
wipe your mouth with it, let your head be raised 
up, the eyes shut, the mouth open, the tongue 
forward and resting on the under lip. Shut 
your mouth after receiving the blessed sacra- 
ment, and when it is a little moistened on your 
tongue swallow it. If it stops on the roof of 
‘ your mouth, do not remove it with your hand, 
but with your tongue.

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Ah, my God, true and only Lover of my soul, 
what couldst Thou do more to oblige me to love 
Thee? Thou wert not satisfied, my Love, with 
dying for me, but Thou wouldst also institute 
the most holy Sacrament, making Thyself my 
food, and giving Thyself all to me; thus unit- 
ing Thyself most closely to such a miserable and 
ungrateful creature. Thou dost Thyself invite 
me to receive Thee, and dost greatly desire that 
I should receive Thee. O infinite Love! A God 
gives Himself all tome! O my God, O infinite 
Love, worthy of infinite love, I love Thee above 
all things; I love Thee with all my heart; I 
love Thee more than myself, more than my life; 
I love Thee because Thou art worthy of being 
loved; and I love Thee also to please Thee, 
since Thou dost desire my love! Depart from 
my soul, all ye earthly affections; to Thee alone, 
my Jesus, my Treasure, my All, will I give all 
my love. This morning Thon dost give Thyself 
all to me, and I give myself all to Thee. Per- 
mit me to love Thee; for I desire none but 
Thee, and nothing but what is pleasing to Thee. 
I love Thee, O my Saviour, and I unite my poor 
love to the love of all the angels and saints, and 
* of Thy Mother Mary, and the love of Thy Eter- 
nal Father! Oh, that I could see Thee loved by 
all! Oh, that I could make Thee loved by all 
men, and loved as much as Thou dost deserve !

My only and infinite 
Good, my Life, my Love, my All, I would de- 
sire to receive Thee this morning with the same 
love with which those souls who love Thee most 
have received Thee, and with the same fervour 
with which Thy most holy Mother received 
Thee; to her communions I wish to unite this 
one of mine. O Blessed Virgin, and my Mother 
Mary, give me Thy Son; I intend to receive 
Him from Thy hands! Tell Him that I am 
Thy servant, and thus will He press me more 
lovingly to His heart, now that He is coming

PRAYERS AFTER COMMUNION. 


By ST. ALPHONSUS. 


The time after communion is a precious time for gaining 
treasures of grace, because the acts and prayers made whilst 
the soul is thus united to Jesus Christ have more merit, and 
are of more value, than when they are made at any other time. 
St. Teresa says, that our Lord then dwells in the soul en- 
throned as on a mercy-seat, and speaks to it in these words: 
My child, ask of Me what you will; for this end am I come to 
you to do you good. Oh, what great favors do those receive 
who converse with Jesus Christ after communion! The Ven. 
F. Avila never omitted to remain two hours in prayer after 
communion; and St. Aloysius Gonzaga continued his thanks- 
giving for three days. Let the communicant, then, make the 
following acts, and try during the rest of the day to go on mak- 
ing acts of love and prayer, in order to keep himself united to 
Jesus Christ, Whom he has received in the morning. 
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Behold, my Jesus, Thou art come, Thou art 
now within me, and hast made Thyself all mine. 
Be Thou welcome, my Beloved Redeemer. I 
adore Thee, and cast myself at Thy feet; I 
embrace Thee, I press Thee to my heart, and 
thank Thee for that Thou hast deigned to enter 
into my breast. O Mary, O my patron saints, 
O my guardian angel, do you all thank Him for 
me! Since then, O my divine King, Thou art 
come to visit me with so much love, I give Thee 
my will, my liberty, and my whole self. Thou 
hast given Thyself all to me, I will give myself 
all to Thee; I will no longer belong to myself; 
from this day forward I will be Thine, and al- 
together Thine. I desire that my soul, my 
body, my faculties, my senses, should be all 
Thine, that they may be employed in serving 
and pleasing Thee. To Thee I consecrate all 
my thoughts, my desires, my affections, and all 
my life. I have offended Thee enough, my 
Jesus; I desire to spend the remainder of my 
life in loving Thee, Who hast loved me so 
much. 

Accept, O God of my soul, the sacrifice which 
I, a miserable sinner, make to Thee, and who 
desires only to love and please Thee. Work 
Thou in me, and dispose of me, and of all things 
belonging to me, as Thou pleasest. May Thy 
love destroy in me all those affections which are 
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displeasing to Thee, that I may be all Thine, 
and may live only to please Thee ! 


PRAYER TO BE SAID EVERY DAY, TO OBTAIN THE 
GRACES NECESSARY FOR SALVATION. 


Eternal Father, Thy Son has promised that 
Thou wilt grant us all the graces which we ask 
Thee for in His name. In the name, therefore, 
and by the merits of Jesus Christ, I ask the fol- 
lowing graces for myself and for all mankind.— 
And first, I pray Thee to give me a lively faith 
in all that the holy Roman Church teaches me. 
Enlighten me also, that I may know the vanity 
of the goods of this world, and the immensity of 
the infinite good that Thou art; make me also 
see the deformity of the sins I have committed, 
that I may humble myself and detest them as I 
ought; and, on the other hand, show me how 
worthy Thou art by reason of Thy goodness, 
that I should love Thee with all my heart. — 
Make me know also the love Thou hast borne 
me, that from this day forward I may try to be 
grateful for so much goodness. Secondly, give 
me a firm confidence in Thy mercy of receiving 
the pardon of my sins, holy perseverance, and 
finally, the glory of paradise, through the merits 
of Jesus Christ and the intercession of Mary.— 
Thirdly, give me a great love towards Thee, 
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which shall detach me from the love of this 
world and of myself, so that I may love none 
other but Thee, and that I may neither do nor 
desire any thing else but what is for Thy glory. 
Fourthly, I beg of Thee a perfect resignation 
to Thy will, in accepting with tranquillity sor- 
rows, infirmities, contempt, persecutions, aridity 
of spirit, loss of property, of esteem, of relations, 
- and every other cross which shall come to me 
from Thy hands. I offer myself entirely to 
Thee, that Thou mayest do with me and all 
that belongs to me what Thou pleasest; do 
Thou only give me light and strength to do Thy 
will; and especially at the hour of death help 
me to sacrifice my life to Thee with all the affec- 
tion I am capable of, in union with the sacrifice 
which Thy Son Jesus Christ made of His life on 
the Cross on Calvary. Fifthly, I beg of Thee a 
great sorrow for my sins, which may make me 
grieve over them as long as I live, and weep for 
the insults I have offered Thee, the Sovereign 
Good, Who art worthy of infinite love, and Who 
hast loved me so much. Sixthly, I pray Thee to 
give me the spirit of true humility and meekness 
that I may accept with peace, and even with joy 
all the contempt, ingratitude and ill-treatment 
that I may receive. At the same time I also 
pray Thee to give me perfect charity, which 
shall make me wish well to those who have 
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done evil to me, and to do what good I can, at 
least by praying, for those who have in any way 
injured me. Seventhly, I beg of Thee to give 
me a love for the virtue of holy mortification, by 
which I may chastise my rebellious senses, and 
cross my self-love; at the same time, I beg Thee 
to give me holy purity of body, and the grace to 
resist all bad temptations, by ever having re- 
course to Thee and Thy most holy Mother. — 
Give me grace faithfully to obey my spiritual 
father and all my superiors in all things. Give 
me an upright intention, that in all I desire and 
do I may seek only Thy glory, and to please 
Thee alone. Give me a great confidence in the 
Passion of Jesus Christ, and in the intercession 
of Mary immaculate. Give me a great love 
towards the most Adorable Sacrament cf the 
Altar, and a tender devotion and love to Thy 
holy Mother. Give me, I pray Thee, above all 
holy perseverance, and the grace always to pray 
for it, especially in time of temptation and at 
the hour of death. 

Lastly, I recommend to Thee the holy souls 
of Purgatory, my relations and benefactors; and 
in an especial manner I recommend to Thee all 
those who hate me or who have in any way 
offended me; I beg of Thee to render them 
good for the evil they have done, or may wish 
to do me. Finally, I recommend to Thee, all 
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infidels, heretics, and all poor sinners; give 
them light and strength to deliver themselves 
from sin. Oh, most loving God, make Thyself 
known and loved by all, but especially by those 
who have been more ungrateful to Thee than 
others, so that by Thy goodness I may come 
one day to sing Thy mercies in paradise; for 
my hope is in the merits of Thy blood, and in 
the patronage of Mary. O Mary, Mother of 
God, pray to Jesus for me! So I hope; so 
may it be!

world, where Thou art least honored, and most 
neglected in this divine Sacrament. My Jesus, 
I love Thee with my whole heart! I am sorry 
for having offended Thy infinite goodness so 
often in time past. I am resolved, by the help 
of Thy grace, to offend Thee no more for the 
future; and at this present moment, all misera- 
ble as I am, I consecrate myself entirely to Thee. 
I give and abandon to Thee my whole will, all 
my affections, my désires, and all I have.

Give me a perfect resignation to Thy will, 
that I may accept in peace, pains, infirmities, 
loss*of friends or property, desolations, persecu- 
tions, and all that comes to me from Thy hand. 
I offer Thee all myself, that Thou mayest dis- 
pose of me according to Thy pleasure. And 
give me grace always to repeat this entire offer- 
ing of myself, especially at the time of my death. 
May I, then, so sacrifice my life to Thee, with 
all my affection, in union with the sacrifice that 
Thou didst make of Thy life for me to the Eter- 
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nal Father. My Jesus, enlighten me, and make 
me know Thy goodness, and the obligation I am 
under to love Thee above all, for the love Thou 
hast borne me in dying for me, and in leaving 
Thyself in the Most Holy Sacrament. 

I pray Thee to give Thy light to all infidels 
who know Thee not, to all heretics who are out 
of the Church, and to all sinners who live de- 
prived of Thy grace.

O Sacrament most holy! O Sacrament divine ! 
All praise and all thanksgiving be every moment 
Thine. 


Pope Pius VI., by a Rescript of the Segretaria of the Memo- 
rials, May 24, 1776, granted: 

I. The Indulgence of one hundred days, once a day, to all 
the faithful who, with contrite hearts, say the Ejaculation in 
honor of the Blessed Sacrament. 

II. The Indulgence of three hundred days, every Thursday 
in the year, and in the octave of Corpus Christi, to those who . 

say it three times. 

III. The Plenary Indulgence, once a month, on any one day, 
to those who, having said it every day for a month, shall, after 
Confession and Communion, pray for the Holy dici &e. 

These Indulgences were confirmed afresh by Pope Pius VII., 
by a decree of the S. Congr. of Indulgences, June 30, 1818; and 
he extended the Indulgence of one hundred days to all who say 
the above Ejaculation at Exposition, Benediction, and the 
Elevation in the Mass. 


Act FOR A SPIRITUAL COMMUNION.

The day of the Cross. 


By St. ALPHONSUS. 


It was a very frequent and most touching 
devotion of Christians, in former times, to make 
a pilgrimage to the Holy Land of Palestine, 
where our Blessed Redeemer lived and died, 
and there to visit every spot of ground which 
had been made sacred by His presence, and 
especially those which were known as the sta- _ 
tions of His passion and death, and to honor 
‘these holy places by prayer and by penance. 
Afterwards, when the Holy Land had fallen into 
the hands of the infidel Saracens, and Christians 
could no longer make this pilgrimage with safety 
this exercise of the Way of the Cross was invented 
as a substitute. Pictures representing the most 
moving and remarkable events of our Lord’s pas- 
sion, from the time of His sentence to His burial, 
are hung about the walls of the church, and by 
visiting these in succession, and praying before 
each one, we are able in some manner to imitate 
the devotion of Catholics of other days, although 
by a pilgrimage far less long and painful. The 
Way of the Cross, in its present form, was insti- 
tuted in the middle of the fourteenth century, by 
the Franciscans. The Sovereign Pontiffs have 
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attached to it many indulgences, which are too 
numerous to mention here. Any one who is in 
a state of grace may gain these indulgences by 
making the round of these fourteen stations, 
meditating before each one upon the mystery 
it represents. No form of prayer is required, 
nor is it necessary that these meditations should 
be long. (S. C. Ind. 22 Sept. 1829; ditto, 
T April, 1831.) As for those to whom it is 
impossible to fulfil these conditions, either be- 
cause they cannot meditate, or are unable to 
visit the stations, they may make the Way of 
the Cross in another manner, by means of a 
crucifix indulgenced for this purpose. These 
gain all the indulgences, by holding the crucifix 
in their hand, and reciting fourteen times, the 
Pater, Ave and Gloria; then five times Pater, 
Ave and Gloria, in honor of the five wounds 
of our Lord; and finally, one Pater, Ave and 


Gloria, for the intention of the Sovereign Pon- 
tiff. 


This devotion is commenced with an act of contrition, which 
may be made as follows, or in any similar manner: 


O my God, my Redeemer, behold me here at 
Thy feet. From the bottom of my heart I am 
sorry for all my sins, because by them I have 
offended Thee, Who art infinitely good. I will 
die rather than offend Thee again. 
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FIRST STATION. 


Jesus is condemned to Death. 


V. We adore Thee, O Christ, and we bless 
Thee. 

E. Because by Thy holy Cross Thou hast 
redeemed the world. 


(This versicle and response are repeated before each Station.) 


Consider how Pilate condemned the innocent 
Jesus to death, and how thy Redeemer submitted 
to this sentence, to free thee from the sentence of 
everlasting death.

Ghaplet of our Lord.* 


This Chaplet instituted by divine inspiration about the year 
1516, by the blessed Michael of Florence, a Camaldolese monk, 
who used to say it every day until his death, Jan. 11, 1522, is 
called the Chaplet of our Lord, because it is said in honor of 
Jesus Christ, and is composed of thirty-three Pater noster, in 
remembrance and veneration of the thirty-three years which 
He lived on the earth; to these are added five Ave Maria, in 
honor of His five most holy wounds, three of which are said, 
one at a time, at the beginning ofeach of the three sets of ten 
Pater noster, and of the two remaining the first is said previous 
to saying the three concluding Pater noster, and the last after 
them. The Chaplet finishes with the Credo in honor of the 
holy Apostles who composed it, and which itself contains an 
epitome of the Birth, Life, Passion and Death of our Divine 
Lord Jesus Christ. Pope Leo X., at the prayer of the above- 
named blessed Michael, granted by a Bull, dated Feb. 18, 1516, 
several Indulgences to any one who should keep about him 
the said Chaplet, or say it. Gregory XIII. did as much by 
means of a Brief, dated Feb. 14, 1573; and Sixtus V. by another 
Brief, dated Feb. 3, 1589. These Indulgences were all con- 
firmed anew by Clement X., in a special brief, De salute Domi- 
nici gregis, dated July 20, 1674, who also added several more 
Indulgences as follows: 

I. Indulgence of two hundred years every time, to any one 
who shall say it, being penitent and having Confessed, or who 
at least shall firmly resolve to confess. 

II. Indulgence of one hundred and fifty years to any one 
who, having Confessed and Communicated, shall carry about 
him one of these Chaplets, and say it every Monday, Wednes- 
day and Friday, and also on all festivals of obligation. 

III. Plenary Indulgence once a year on any one day, to any 
one who, having Confessed and Communicated, shall have 
made a practice of saying it at least four times a week. 

IV. Plenary Indulgence once a month to any one who shall 
have said it every day for a month, and shall then, being peni-

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tent, having Confessed and Communicated, pray to God for 
the Holy Church, &e. 

V. Plenary Indulgence to any one who shall die in battle 
against the Infidels, having been previously accustomed to say 
the said Chaplet three times a week, and having said it on the 
day of his death, and the day previous to it; provided he be 
penitent for his sins, and ask pardon of God for them. 

VI. Plenary Indulgence, and remission of all sins in the arti- 
ele of death, to any one who, being penitent and having Con- 
fessed, shall then invoke, at least with his heart if he cannot 
‘do so with his lips, the most holy Name of Jesus: provided he 
has said the above-named Chaplet once during his illness with 
the intention of gaining this Indulgence: in the event of his 
recovery, he may gain the two hundred years’ Indulgence. 

VII. Indulgence of twenty days to any one who shall carry 
about him one of these Chaplets, and invoke the adorable 
Name of Jesus, after he has made an examination of consci- 
ence with contrition for his sins, and said three Pater noster 
and three Ave Maria for the good estate of the Church. 

VIII. The Indulgence of twenty years to any one who, hav- 
ing examined his conscience and confessed, shall, after his 
confession, pray to God for the advancement of the Catholie 
Faith, the extirpation of heresy, and the exaltation of the holy 
Church, &e.; and 

IX. The Indulgence of ten years to any one who, Lu 
about him the said Chaplet, shall say three Pater noster and 
three Ave Maria, as often as he does any spiritual or temporal 
good work in honor of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, or some saint. 

X. Any one who keeps one of the said Chaplets gni him, 
if he be accustomed to do any good work which is done in any 
religious order, shall participate in all the good works which 
are done in the order in whose good works he has made the 
intention of sharing; if he assist at holy Mass by saying five 
Pater noster and five Ave Maria, he shall supply for every de- 
fect and distraction which has happened to him through inad- 
vertence in the course of the Mass; moreover, if on days of 
obligation he has been legitimately hindered from hearing 
Mass, he shall have the same merit as if he had assisted at it, 
provided he say the five Pater noster and five Ave Maria as 
above. 

XI. Any one out of Rome keeping one of these Chaplets 
about him, shall on the days of the Stations, gain the two 
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hundred years’ Indulgence on visiting any church he chooses; 
if hindered from doing so, he shall gain the same Indulgence 
by saying this Chaplet, the seven Penitential Psalms, with the 
Litanies and Prayers. The same Indulgence in Rome may be 
gained by any one who, beirg legitimately hindered from visi- 
ting the Church of the Station, shall say the Chaplet and the 
Psalms as above. 

Pope Benedict XIII. afterwards, by a decree of the S. Congr. 
of Indulgences, dated April 6, 1727, confirmed all the above In- 
dulgences, and added another: 

XII. Plenary Indulgence to any one who, after having Con- 
fessed and Communicated, should say this Chaplet on Friday. 
This Plenary Indulgence can only be gained on the Fridays.in 
March, and that after the works enjoined above have been fal- 
filled; as was declared by Pope Leo XII., in a decree of the S. 
Congr. of Indulgences, dated Aug. 11, 1824. 

In order to gain the above-named Indulgences, it is neces- 

sary that: 

1. The Chaplet be x by the Reverend Fathers of the 
Camaldolese order, either hermits or monks, or else by those 
who have apostolic authority to bless them; once blessed, they 
cannot be sold, or lent to others for the purpose of communi- 
cating to them the Indulgences; in which case they would 
afterwards be deprived of the Indulgences annexed to them 
according to the said brief of Pope Clement X. 

2. Every one saying the Chaplet must, according. to his 
capacity, meditate on the mysteries of the life of our Lord 
Jesus Christ. It is not, however, necessary either to read or 
recite the following short reflections, as they are only added 
for the greater devotion of any one who might wish to make 
‘use of them.

Preparation for Confirmation, 


What is Confirmation ? 

Confirmation is a sacrament by which we re- 
ceive the Holy Ghost, to make us strong and 
perfect Christians, and soldiers of Jesus Christ. 
—Douay Catechism. 

Confirmation is a sacrament which makes us 
strong and perfect Christians.—Butler’s Cate- 
chism. 

I. Preparation. Get ready for Confirmation 
by prayer and Confession. You must also get 
a card, with your Confirmation name (a saint’s 
name) on it. 

II. Who are Confirmed? Confirmation is 
given only to those who are baptized, and com- 
monly not before they have come to the use of 
reason. 7 

III. Who gives Confirmation? Itis given 
by the Bishop, but sometimes the Pope gives a 
Priest power to confirm. 

IV. What the Bishop does? When all who 
are to be confirmed are ready in the chapel, the 
Bishop turns round to them. (N. B.—All who 
have to be confirmed must be present in the 
chapel at this moment, and not leave it till after 
the Bishop’s blessing at the end.) Then the 
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Bishop extends his hands towards them and 
prays. Then those who have to be confirmed, 
go up; they give up their card to the Priest, 
and kneel down before the Bishop. Then the 
Bishop makes a cross on the forehead with the 
holy chrism, and says these words: I sign Thee 
with the sign of the cross, I confirm Thee with 
the chrism of salvation, in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost. 
Amen. Then the Bishop gives you a gentle blow 
on the cheek, saying: ‘Peace be with you:” this 
means that when paias and sufferings come, you 
must be patient, and the peace of God will be in 
your heart. 

V. Effects of Confirmation. 1. In Confir- 
mation the Holy Ghost comes into your soul, 
and by His grace He makes your holy faith 
strong and perfect, so that you would rather 
die than deny the holy faith. Also, you are 
made strong against your own bad dispositions, 
the temptations of the world, and the devil. 
2. The Holy Ghost also makes in your soul a 
beautiful bright mark called a character, which 
can never be lost. 3. In Confirmation there is 
a godfather for boys, and a godmother for girls, 
who cannot afterwards marry either the child 
for whom they stand, or its parents. 

When you have been confirmed, you get up, 
and the holy chrism is wiped from your forehead. 
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Then you go back to your place and pray. The 
holy chrism is made of oil of the olive tree, mixed 
with balm, and is solemnly consecrated by the 
Bishop on Maundy Thursday. You can receive 
‘Confirmation only once. 

Prayer before and after Confirmation. O 
Holy Ghost, Spirit of God! I believe that Thou 
art the third Person of the most blessed Trinity. 
I believe that in the Sacrament of Confirmation, 
I receive Thee, to make me a strong and perfect 
Christian. Come then, O Holy Spirit, come into 
my poor soul, and be my light in darkness, my 
strength in weakness, my joy in sorrow. Come, 
O Holy Spirit, and fill my heart with the fire of 
Thy love. Amen. 


This prayer may be said before and after Confirmation for 
several days. Say also the Rosary.

A SHORT AND EASY METHOD OF SAYING THE 
BEADS WITH THE MYSTERIES. 


A very good method of reciting the Rosary with the Mys- 
teries, is to express the mystery appropriate to each decade in 
the middle of each Ave, immediately after the name of JEsus. 

The following is an example of this method: Begin as usual 
with the sign of the Cross, and recite the Creed, the Pater, the 
three Aves, and the Gloria, and then go on with the recitation 
of the decades, as follows: 

When you make use of the Five JorruL Mysteries, say the 
Aves of the first decade in this manner: “Hail Mary, full of 
grace, the Lord is with thee; blessed art thou amongst women, 
and blessed is the fruit of thy womb, Jesus, Whom thou didst 
conceive at the message of an angel: Holy Mary, Mother of God, 
pray for us sinners, now, and at the hour of our death. Amen.” 
In the second decade, instead of the words, “ Whom thou didst 
concewe,” &c., say, “ Whom thou didst carry in thy womb on thy 
visit to Elizabeth.® In the third decade, “ Who was born of thee 
at Bethlehem.” In the fourth, “ Whom thou didst present in the 
temple.” In the fifth, “ Whom thou didst find in the temple.” 
Having thus recited the five decades, end with the following: 


PRAYER. 
O God! Whose only begotten Son, by His 
life, death, and resurrection, has purchased for 
us the rewards of eternal life: grant, we beseech 
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Thee, that while we meditate upon these mys- 
teries in the most holy Rosary of the Blessed 
Virgin Mary, we may imitate what they con- 
tain, and obtain what they promise: through 
the same Christ our Lord. Amen. 


When you select for your devotion the SorrowruL Myste- 
RIES, say in the middle of each Ave of the first decade, “ Who 
sweat blood for us in the garden.” In the second decade, “ Who 
was scourged for us.” In the third, “ Who was crowned with thorns 
for us.” In the fourth, “ Who has carried His cross for us.’ In 
the fifth, “ Who was crucified fou us.” 

For the GLorIous MysTERIES, in the first decade, say, “ Who 
arose from the dead.” In the second, “ Who ascended into hea- 
ven.” In the third, ‘ Who sent the Holy Ghost.” In the fourth, 
“ Who took thee up into heaven.” In the fifth, “ Who crowned thee 
Queen of heaven.” 

This method is perhaps the best of all, especially for those . 
who recite their Rosary often, and alone, because it requires 
no book, and helps to keep the mind constantly fixed on the 
mystery to be meditated.

Pope Pius VII. of holy memory, at the prayer of the Chapter 
of the Basilica of St. Mary in Cosmedin here in Rome, by a 
Rescript of the S. Congr. of Indulgences, dated June 21, 1808, 
kept in the Archivium of the said Basilica granted : 

I. The indulgence of three hundred days, once a day, to all 
the faithful who, with contrite hearts, say the following prayers 
to our Blessed Lady, extracted from the spiritual works of the 
sainted Bishop Alphonsus Maria de’ Liguori, each on that day 
of the week to which it has been assigned, together with three 
Ave Maria, with the intention of making her some reparation 
for the many blasphemies which have been, and are daily ut- 
tered against her, not only by unbelievers, but even by bad 
Christians. 

II. The Plenary Indulgence once a month, to all who say 
these prayers, with three Ave Maria, daily for a whole month, 
with the intention above named, on any one day when, after 
having Confessed and Communicated, they shall pray to God 
for the Holy Church, &c. 


PRAYER FOR SUNDAY. 


See, Mother of my God, at thy feet a 
wretched sinner, who has recourse to thee, and 
puts his trust in thee. I am not worthy that 
thon shouldst even cast thine eyes upon me; 
yet well I know that thou, beholding Jesus thy 
Son dying for sinners, dost thyself yearn exceed- 
ingly to save them. O Mother of Mercy, look 
on my miseries and have pity. Men say thou 
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art the refuge of the sinner, the hope of the 
desperate, the aid of the lost: be thou then my 
refuge, hope, and aid. It is thy prayers which 
must save me. For Jesus’ tender love be thou 
my help, reach forth thy hand to the poor fallen 
wretch who cries to thee for succor. I know 
that thy heart delights to aid the sinner when 
thou canst; help me, then, thou who canst. 
My sins have forfeited the grace of God and 
my own soul. Behold me in thy hands; O tell 
me what to do that I may regain my Saviour’s 
grace, and lo!

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thee all myself. Accept me for thy willing 
servant, nor cast me from thee as J merit.

‘ that once I was miserably fallen in sin. But 
for Jesus’ merits, and by thy prayers, I hope 
God pardoned me my sins.

Peter and 
Paul, provided that, after having Confessed and Communi- 
eated, they shall on such feast-day itself, or one of the nine 
days preceding it, or eight days following it, visit a church or 
altar dedicated to those Saints, saying there the following 
prayer, and remembering the Holy Church and its Sovereign 
Pontiff.

Then 
recommend yourself to the most Holy Virgin, 
to St. Joseph, to your Angel Guardian, and 
to your Patron Saint; for this purpose say a 
Hail Mary, and then pass on to the Medita- 
tion. ;

Read the Meditation, and pause whenever you 
find food for reflection. After, this be careful to 
make affections of humility, gratitude, and, above 
all, of sorrow and of love, resigning yourself in 
every thing to the divine will, and make an offer- 
ing of yourself, saying, O Lord, do with me what- 
ever Thou pleasest, and tell me what Thou wilt 
have me to do, for 1 wish to do Thy will in all 
things. 

Be also very careful to ask for particular bless- 
ings and graces, for example begging of God the 
grace of Holy Perseverance, His divine Love, 
and the light and strength to do always the di- 
vine will, and always to pray. 

Before concluding your Meditation make a 
special resolution to avoid some defect into 
which you fall most frequently, and then finish 
with an Our Father and Hail Mary; and re- 
member always to recommend to God the souls 
in purgatory, and poor sinners.

‘0 most sweet Lord Jesus, in union with the 
celestial praises which the ever blessed Trinity 
renders to itself as alone worthy of praise, and 
which it imparts to Thy blessed humanity, Thy 
glorious mother, Thy angels and saints, and then 
returns to the abyss of Thy divinity, from whence 
it had flowed forth, I offer my prayers and good | 
works to Thy praise and glory. I adore Thee, 
praise Thee, bless Thee, and give Thee thanks, 
for the love of Thy incarnation, Thy birth, the 
hunger, thirst, labors, and griefs of Thy three- 
and-thirty years on earth, and for Thy love in 
giving Thyself to us in the Sacrament of the 
Altar; and I beseech Thee to unite my prayers 
and good works to the merit of Thy most holy 
life and conversation, which I offer for the living 
and for the dead, for the souls of and of 
; and I pray Thee to supply for and repair 
all that they have neglected or omitted in praise, 
in thanksgiving, in prayer, in devotion, in good 
works, which by Thy grace, they might have ac- 
complished, and in which they have failed by 
their negligence.” 
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Secondly, having again implored pardon, repeat this prayer: 


“O most sweet Lord Jesus Christ, I adore 
Thee and bless Thee, giving thanks to Thee for 
Thy love in redeeming us by Thy cruel suffer- 
ings, and because Thou, the Creator of the uni- 
verse, wert taken prisoner, bound, betrayed, de- 
famed, cast upon the ground, scourged, crowned 
with thorns, condemned, crucified, slain cruelly, 
and transfixed with a lance, for love of us. I 
offer Thee my petitions in union with the love 
with which Thou didst bear these outrages and 
indignities; beseeching Thee, by the merit of 
Thy most holy passion and death, to pardon the 
sins of those for whom I pray, whether they have 
offended against Thee by thought, word or deed; 
and I implore Thee to offer to God, the Father, 
all Thy pains and griefs of body and soul, and 
the merit of each pain, for those who are still 
indebted to Thy justice.” 


Thirdly, repeat the following prayer, standing up: 


“I adore Thee, praise Thee, and bless Thee, 
O most sweet Lord Jesus Christ, giving Thee 
thanks for the victorious love by which Thou 
didst elevate our nature to the right -hand of 
God, the Father, after raising it up victoriously 
from the tomb; and I beseech Thee to grant the 
souls for whom I pray a participation in Thy 
victory and triumphs.” 
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Fourthly, after imploring the mercy of God, say: 


“Saviour of the world, save us all; Mary, 
holy mother of God, and ever Virgin, pray for 
us. We beseech Thee, by the intercession of all 
Thy holy apostles, martyrs, confessors and holy 
virgins, to keep us from evil, and to lead us to 
the perfection of all good. O most sweet Lord 
Jesus, I adore Thee, praise Thee, and bless 
Thee, for all the favors Thou hast conferred on — 
Thy blessed mother and on Thy elect, in union 
with that gratitude with which Thy saints rejoice 
in Thy blessed incarnation, passion and resurrec- 
tion; beseeching Thee, by the prayers of Thy 
glorious virgin mother and all the saints, to sup- 
ply the needs of these souls.” 


Fifthly, recite the hundred and fifty Psalms of the Psalter devoutly 
and consecutively, saying after each verse: 


“Hail, Jesus Christ, Splendor of the Father, 
Prince of peace, Gate of heaven, Bread of life, 
Son of a virgin, Vessel of the divinity!” At 
the conclusion of each Psalm, repeat the follow- 
ing words, kneeling: ‘Eternal rest give to 
them, O Lord, and let perpetual light shine 
upon them.” Then say a hundred and fifty 
Masses, or have them said, or offer as many 
Communions, or at least fifty or thirty. Give 
alms also a hundred and fifty times, or, if this is. 
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impossible, say the pater noster and the prayer 
“O God, etc.,” (p. 311,) performing the same 
number of acts of charity. In these acts of 
charity may be included the least kindness done 
to another for the love of God—such as a kind 
word, or a kind act,.or even a fervent prayer.

Rule of Life, 


I. IN THE MORNING. 


Before you get up, make the sign of the cross, 
and say, Jesus, Mary and Joseph, I give you 
my heart and my soul. (Each time you say this 
prayer you get an indulgence of one hundred 
days, which you can give to the souls in Purga- 
tory.) Get up directly at a fixed time, and while 
you are dressing yourself do not think of your 
dreams or other foolish things, but remember 
that God is looking at you. 


II. MORNING PRAYERS. 


When you are dressed kneel down and say the Our Father, Hail 
Mary and Creed. Then make a meditation: 


1. Morning Offering. Say to yourself, “what 
shall I have to do from now till evening”—think 
for a moment what ?—and how you will do each 
action well, prayers and school duties, work, 
meals, conversation, &c., then say, My God I 
offer to Thee the thoughts, words, actions and 
sufferings of this day, with those of Jesus Christ. 

2. Hxamination about the sins of the day. 
Say to yourself, “what is the greatest sin I com- 
mit, or what sin do I commit oftenest”—what is 
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it? — think how you will avoid it. Then say, 
My God, keep me to-day from all sin. Amen. 

It is good to say also, “ Dear Mary, Mother 
of Jesus, pray for me. St. Joseph and my holy 
patrons, pray for me. My dear angel guardian, 
I love you, take care of me this day. Sweet 
Jesus, have pity on the poor sinners and save 
them from hell; have mercy on the souls suffer- 
ing in Purgatory.” 

It is better to say short prayers, Our Father 
and Hail Mary, or to say your prayers going 
to or at your work, than to say no prayers at 
all. 

About the meditation, remember, 1. To say 
the prayers slowly, and to stop on them as long 
as you can, like a bee stops in a flower, till it 
has got all the honey out of it. 2. A boy was 
walking along a road where there was a great 
stone. When he came to the stone, he tumbled 
over it and fell down, because he was not look- 
ing before him. Temptations to sin are the 
devil’s stones, and if you do not try to foresee 
them, and get ready for them in your morning 
meditation, very likely when you come to them, 
you will fall into sin. 3. You never forget to 
take your breakfast. Meditation is the break- 
fast of the soul, so make your meditation every 
morning. 
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III. MEAL PRAYERS. 


Before and after your meals bless yourself.— 
You may also say grace. Before meals: “Bless 
us, O Lord, and these Thy gifts, which of Thy 
bounty we are going to receive, through Christ 
our Lord. Amen.” After meals: “We give 
Thee thanks, Almighty God, for all Thy bene- 
fits, Who livest and reignest for ever. Amen. 
May the souls of the faithful departed, through 
the mercy of God, rest in peace. Amen.” At 
your meals it is good not to eat some very little 
bit, at least a crumb, for the love of the infant 
Jesus. 


IV. NIGHT PRAYERS. 


Before you go to bed, kneel down and say 
your night prayers. 1. The Our Father, Hail 
Mary and Apostles’ Creed. 2. Examine your 
conscience. Say: “Did I miss my prayers or 
commit any sin to-day?” Think for a moment 
what sin—then say, ‘0 God, be merciful to me 
a sinner.” 


V. WHEN IN BED 


Bless yourself, and put your arms in the form 
of a cross for the love of Jesus, Who died on 
the cross for the love of you. Then say, Jesus, 
Mary and Joseph, I give you my heart and my 


soul. 
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VI. DAILY VIRTUES. 


1. Be meek and humble of heart like Jesus.— 
2. Give everything you do to Jesus. If you pray 
eat, drink, sleep, dress yourself, talk, sing, walk, 
sit down, go on an errand, light a candle, sweep 
the house, go to school, read, write, mend a pen, 
sew, work—in every action, great or little, at the 
beginning or middle or end of it—say, my Jesus, 
I do this for the love of Thee, or all for Thee, my 
Jesus, or if you like say only “Jesus and Mary,” 
or the Hail Mary. 3. If anything happens to 
you which you do not like, say, my God, may 
Thy holy will be done. 4. Be kind to every- 
- body, and give a bit of bread or anything to the 
poor if you can. 5. Forgive those who offend 
you, and speax kindly to them. 6. Love, re- 
spect and obey your parents, masters and supe- 
riors. Jesus the great God was obedient to 
Mary and Joseph. Obey quickly, cheerfully, 
and in every thing, and because it is the will of 
God. 


VII. GOOD PRACTICES. 


Every day make a meditation (page 219)— 
hear mass—visit the blessed sacrament, (prayer 
pages 90—99,) visit some picture or image of the 
blessed virgin, and say the hail Mary — say the 
angelus, morning, noon and night—say the ros- 
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ary, at least one decade for the love of Mary 
your dear mother. If you have no beads, count 
the Hail Marys on your fingers. . 

It is good for every family to meet together in 
the evenings, and say the rosary, and this with 
the examination of conscience (page 18,) would 
do for night prayers. Be in some pious confra- 
ternity. Read this rule of life every Sunday. 


VIII. TEMPTATION. 


1. If a temptation comes to you, turn away 
from it and say, “ Jesus and Mary, help me,” or 
say the Hail Mary till it goes away. 2. Put a 
bad thought out of your heart as quickly as you 
would shake a burning spark off your hand.— 
5. Keep your eyes, ears and tongue. from what 
is bad. 4. Keep away from bad company, pub- 
lic-houses, whiskey-shops, dram-shops, bad dane- 
ing and singing-houses, gambling-houses, thea- 
tres, bad wakes, bad books, novels and romances. 
Against temptations of impurity, it is good to 
say every day three Hail Marys in honor of the 
purity of the Immaculate Mary. 


IX. SINS COMMITTED. 


1. Mortal Sin.—If you commit a mortal sin, 
make an act of Contrition directly, and go to 
Confession as soon as you can. 2. Venial Sin. 
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—Live in the firm purpose of never committing 
a venial sin. If you fall into venial sin even 
many times, do not be vexed at yourself, or 
discouraged, but always strike your breast, or 
at least be sorry for a moment, and resolve not 
to commit it again. 


X. THE SACRAMENTS. 


Go to Confession and the Holy Communion 
at Easter, and at least once a month. Do not 
wilfully conceal a sin in Confession. 


XI. DAYS OF THE WEEK. 


Give Sunday to the Blessed Trinity: Monday 
to the souls in Purgatory; Tuesday to your 
Angel Guardian; Wednesday to St. Joseph; 
Thursday to the Blessed Sacrament; Friday 
to Jesus crucified; Saturday to your Mother, 
Mary. 


XII. DEATH, 


Live every day as if you were to die that day. 
When death comes, be sure to make an act of 
Contrition—say, O my God, I am very sorry 
that I have sinned against Thee, because Thou 
art so good, and I will not sin again. This act 
of Contrition from your heart will save your soul 
if there is no priest to hear your Confession when 
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dying. If you are near any poor creature who 

is dying, whisper the act of Contrition into his 

ear, and perhaps you will save a soul from hell. 

_ For the love of Jesus and Mary, do the twelve 
things which are in this Rule of Life. 





Explanation of the Commandments, 


From THE WoRKs oF ST. ALPHONSUS, 


FIRST COMMANDMENT. 


I. Faith. You must be very careful to know 
the four great truths, because no one can go to 
heaven without knowing them. 1. One God. 
2. Which are the three Persons in God. 3. Who 
was made man, and died on the Cross for our 
sins. 4. Heaven and hell. You must know also 
the Sacraments, especially Baptism, the Holy 
Eucharist, and Penance: the Our Father, Hail 
Mary and Apostles’ Creed : the commandments 
of God and of the Church. It is a mortal sin 
wilfully to doubt or disbelieve or deny the 
Catholic faith. It is bad to go to prayers or 
sermons in Protestant places of worship, and 
much worse to go where it is strictly forbidden, 

as in many parts of Ireland, or where you give 
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| scandal by it, or your faith is likely to be weak- 
ened, or if you join with them in worship. You 
must not read Protestant books or tracts. Say 
your morning and night prayers. <A distraction 
in prayer against your will, or when you do not 
remember that you are distracted, is not a sin. 
It is not asin to give over saying scapular or 
confraternity prayers, but it is commonly a sign 
of spiritual sloth. 

II. Hope, Despair and Presumption. 

III. Charity. 1. Not helping the poor when 
you can especially if they are in great need : it 
would be a mortal sin for any one to save up all 
his money to get rich, and give nothing to the 
poor. You must also do good to the souls of 
others, especially when they are not able to help 
themselves; for example, if a child was dying 
without baptism, or if a sinner was dying who 
did not know how to make an act of contrition 
and you could help him. 2. Scandal, or what 
is likely to make others sin, such a bad example, 
or teaching them what is bad, or any way lead- 
ing them into sin. 

IV. Religion. 1. Superstition. It is very 
bad to ask fortune-tellers to tell your fortune, or 
dumb persons, or those who use charms or signs, 
or toss cups, and the like. Itis bad to do any 
of these things yourself, especially if you believe 
in them. Do not give attention to dreams, lueky 
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days, and such things. You must not read or 
keep superstitious books. 2. Sacrilege and 
irreverence. To behave ill in church, or to 
priests and religious, or to sacred things, for 
example, crucifixes and religious ceremonies, the 
holy scriptures, the relics of the saints, sacred 
images, beads, &c. It would be still worse to 
use any sacred thing for the purpose of com- 
mitting sin. When you go to confession tell 
your sins sincerely. If you knowingly and wil- 
fully conceal a mortal sin in confession through 
fear or shame, it is a bad confession, your sins 
are not forgiven and you will have to make the 
confession over again. If you forget a great 
sin in confession, it is pardoned along with the 
other sins, but you must confess it the next time 
you go to confession. It is commonly a venial 
sin not to say at all, through your own fault, a 
penance given in confession for venial sins, and 
it is a mortal sin not to say a great penance 
given for a mortal sin. It is a mortal sin wil- 
fully to receive the blessed sacrament not fast- 
ing. Ifyou have received with bad dispositions 
a sacrament which you can receive only once, for 
example, eonfirmation, you must repent and con- 
fess it, and then God will give you the grace you 
would have got in the sacrament. 3. Simony. 
It is a mortal sin to buy or sell anything sacred, 
for example, the relic of a saint, but it is not a 
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sin to sell the case containing the relic for its 
just value, or to sell blessed beads for what they 
are worth without the blessing. 


SECOND COMMANDMENT. 


I. To take the name of God in vain. To 
say, for example, good God, or, O Lord, habi- 
tually and without respect, is a venial sin. 

II. Blasphemy is to speak ill of God or the 
Saints, or what is sacred; to say that God is 
cruel or unjust, or takes no care of us; to wish 
there was no God; to say the sacraments are 
of no use; the holy scriptures contain lies; to 
damn anything sacred. It is a mortal sin to say 
these and the like blasphemies, if you know the 
harm of what vou are saying, ard that it is an 
injury to God. 

III. Curses. It is very bad to use God’s 
name in a curse, for example, that God may 
damn any one, or that the curse of God may be 
on them, etc. Other curses without God’s name 
—that people may die, never stir, or about the 
devil, or hell, or bad luck, ete., if not said from 
the heart, are venial sins; but if they are said 
from the heart, and you really wish some griev- 
ous harm to a person, then it is a mortal sin.— 
N. B.—If you repent of the habit of saying a 
bad word and it slips out of your mouth against 
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your will, it is not a sin; but you must do your 
best to correct yourself by striking your breast 
or blessing yourself when this happens. 

IV. An oath is to call God or something 
sacred to witness that what you say is the truth; 
for example to swear on the Book, or by the 
name of God or the holy name—by heaven — 
on my soul—so help me God. Mat. v. “Let 
your speech be yea, yea, and no, no, and that 
which is over and above these is of evil.” Do 
not then in conversation say faith—troth—on 
my life—on my conscience—true as I stand here 
— true as gospel. Do not in talking say, I 
swear—God’s truth—God knows—I declare to 
God. To say such words is commonly a venial 
sin, but not an oath unless God is called to wit- 
ness the truth. 1. It is a mortal sin to take 
an oath in a lie, and worse in a court of justice, 
or that you will do something which is a sin, 
and such oaths must never be kept. 2. It is 
a venial sin to take an oath not false or bad, 
but without any necessity for taking it. 3. It 

is a sin not to keep a good oath, especially in 
a great thing. 4. It is very bad to have a 
custom of taking oaths when you talk. 5. It 
is no sin to take a good oath on a proper occa- 
sion; for example, in a court of justice. © 

V. Vows. It is a mortal sin to break a vow 
or a promise made to God, in a great thing—

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venial sin to break a vow in a little thing; for 


example, a vow about saying the Hail Mary. 


You should ask the advice of your Confessor 
before you make a vow. 


THIRD COMMANDMENT. 


I. Servile work. 1. It is a sin to work on 
Sundays. 2. It is a mortal sin to work for 
about two hours, or two hours and a half. 
3. It is not a sin to work if there be neces- 
sity for it. 


For example, if a person has not food enough for the day— 
in case of certain works which cannot be interrupted without 
grievous inconvenience, such as the carriage of letters, and 
certain manufactories—if it be necessary for a funeral and the 
like—poor people, who have no other time, are allowed to wash 
and mend their clothes—servants may do household work, 
cooking, ete.—to avoid any great loss, for example, if a far- 
mer’s hay, or corn, or fruit is in danger of being destroyed or 
much injured by the weather—in buying or selling, if there 
is any custom permitted by the Bishop—it is allowed to sell 
things which are necessary on Sunday, as medicines and food 
—poor people who come out of the country, are allowed to buy, 
if they cannot buy on any other day. It is not servile work to 
write, or teach, or draw, or sing, or play music, or travel. Ifa 
perso does on Sunday what is not servile work, it is not a sin 
to be paid for it. 


II. Hearing Mass. 1. Itis a sin wilfully to 
lose any part of a mass of obligation. 2. If 
through your own fault you lose much of the 
mass on Sundays or days of obligation, you com- 
mita mortal sin, unless you know that you can 
hear another mass. 3. It is a mortal sin to 
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play or talk, ete., during a great part of a mass 
of obligation, so that you cannot attend to it. 
4. During mass you may read the prayers in 
your book, or say the beads, or your penance, or 
any other prayer, or meditate, or examine your 
conscience, or attend devoutly to what the Priest 
does. 5. It is not a sin to be absent from mass 
for a just reason. 


Those are excused from hearing Mass who are sick, or so 
weak that it is dangerous for them to go, also those who have 
to take care of the sick, servants who cannot leave the house 
without grievous inconvenience to the master or themselves, 
those who have to cook, or mind a baby, take care of cattle, 
ete.; such persons are excused, if by going they would be in 
danger of losing their places and could not easily find another, 
but they should try to take turns in going to Mass, or rise a 
little earlier; and if they can seldom or never get to Mass and 
the Sacraments, they should seek another place. Children are 
excused if hindered by their parents; or wives by their’ hus- 
bands, soldiers, people in prisons and workhouses, if they can 
not get to Mass, those who are on a journey if it would bea 
grievous inconvenience to stop, those who cannot go to Mass 
without exposing themselves to the danger of some great tem- 
poral or spiritual evil, those who live far from a chapel, espe- 
cially if they are weak or the weather bad, the death of a near 
relation excuses where such is the custom, he who is asleep 
does not hear Mass, but he who is troubled with sleepiness x 
hears Mass if he can give some attention to it, to help at Mass, 
by serving, singing, playing the organ, is no hindrance to 
hearing Mass. 


FOURTH COMMANDMENT, 


I. Children. 1. Love. Children must love 
their parents, and it is very wrong to cause them 
great sorrow, or not to help them when they are 
sick, or old, or poor. 2. Respect. It is a mor- 
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tal sin to strike your parents, or in their presence 
to put out your tongue at them, or mock them, 
or the like, through spite or contempt, or in their 
hearing to curse them or call them very bad 
names, such as fools, beasts, drunkards. It is 
also very bad to threaten or scold them, cast 
up their faults to them—not to speak to them 
through pride. These things are a less sin if 
they do not see or hear you, also to look sullen 
or give disrespectful answers. 38. Obedience. 
It is very bad to disobey your parents in any 
great thing, such as going out at night, or into 
bad company, or to dancing-houses and the like, 
or playing about the streets with any one you 
meet, or leaving your parents. It is wrong to 
stop away from school, or not to learn your les- 
sons. If you know that your brothers or sisters 
go into bad company or do other bad things, 
you should tell your parents. Do not by your 
own fault provoke your parents to curse, and do 
not follow their bad example. It is generally a 
mortal sin to make a runaway marriage You 
must ask the consent of your parents before you 
marry. Children must not go to Protestant or 
soupers’ schools, or schools forbidden by bishops 
or parish priests. 

II. Servants. 1. Respect to master and mis- 
tress. It is foolish for servants to give notice in 
a passion that they will leave. 2. Obedience. 
3. Justice. Not doing the work they agreed to 
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—wasting things—stealing—to eat out of meals 
against the will of the master, things commonly 
given to servants is often a venial sin. It is sin- 
ful to give away their master’s things against his 
will; to let strangers steal, or let their fellow- 
servants steal the things given to their charge. 
If servants do not hinder their fellow-servants 
from stealing or injuring their master’s things, 
when they can easily, they sin, and if these things 
were given to their charge, and they allow them 
to be stolen by their fellow-servants, they must 
make restitution. When servants cannot make 
restitution to their master, they must try to make 
amends by more diligence, and laboring harder 
in his service. Female servants or girls in ser- 
vice must take care lest men living in the same 
house, especially if they are alone, should lead 
them into sin. If they are tempted to great sin, 
they must leave their place. If they are in a 
place where they can seldom or never go to Mass 
and the Sacraments, they should seek another 
place, they must avoid as much as possible being 
in service in whiskey-shops and public-houses, 
dram-shops, and such like places. i

FIFTH COMMANDMENT. 


I. Suicide or killing one’s self is a grievous 
mortal sin, also to risk one’s life without some 
just reason. 

28* 
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II. Murder or unjustly taking away another’s 
life, is a grievous mortal sin.* 

III. It is very wrong to do any great bodily 
injury to ourselves or others, by fighting or any 
other way. The sin of fighting is commonly 
greater in older people than in children. 

IV. It is bad to desire our own death im- 
patiently, but it is lawful to desire our own 
death to go to heaven, or be free from sin, or 
from some temporal evil which may lead to des- 
pair or other sin. ì 

V. Anger, hatred, enemies. If any one has 
injured you, it is a sin, 1. Not to forgive him, or 
keep spite. 2. To wish some harm to him.— 
8. Not to answer him when he speaks to you. 
4. If you were accustomed to speak to him be- 
fore, you should not pass him by, without saying 
a word, or in some way showing him that you 
forgive him, unless you are afraid it will make 
him worse, or have some other just reason, for 
example, to avoid bad company. 5. To take 
revenge. Take notice. If you feel a dislike to 





#It isa mortal sin to do anything for the purpose of destroy- 
ing or grievously injuring a child before or after its birth. 

It is nota sin to defend your own life or another’s life, chas- 
tity or property of great value when unjustly attacked, even 
though it cannot be defended without taking away the life of 
him who attacks it. It is nota sin to desire some temporal 
misfortune to another in order that it may make him cease to 
give scandal or be converted, or not persecute the good, 
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a person and try to put away the dislike and are 
kind to him, it is no sin if you cannot get rid of 
the dislike. 

VI. Drunkenness. It isa mortal sin to get 
drunk so as to lose your senses. You must not 
go to places, houses, fairs or markets, where you 
know, from experience, that you are likely to get 
drunk. A person is answerable for all the sins 
he could foresee he was likely to commit in 
drunkenness. ‘‘ Avoid all occasions of drunken- 
ness. Drunkards shall not obtain the kingdom 
of heaven.”’ Gal. v. 


SIXTH COMMANDMENT. 


I. Sins with others, or by one’s self. To go 
into bad company—liberties—to do what is bad, 
or immodest, with any person or thing—or to 
one’s self, alone. It sometimes happens that 
people do some of these things when they are 
children, and do not think of telling them after- 
wards in confession. | 

II. Thoughts and desires. Not putting away 
bad thoughts and desires, but taking pleasure in » 
them; also curiosity to know bad things. Take 
notice: a bad or impure thought in the mind for. 
some moments before you can be sufficiently on 
your guard against it, is not a mortal sin. A 
bad thought which is not wilful, is no sin; but 
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not to try to put away the bad thought, to take 
pleasure in it, to consent to it—that is a sin. 

III. Senses. To look with pleasure at bad 
things —to say or listen with pleasure to very 
bad words, especially if you take pleasure not 
only in the words, but in the bad thought itself 
—also to encourage others to say such words— 
to sin with any of the senses. 

IV. Bad things. Bad songs, books, pictures 
and the like. These things must be destroyed. 

Take notice, 1. Scandalous things. It is a 
great sin for women or girls to gò wilfully and 
unnecessarily into company where they know that 
liberties will be taken with them, although these 
Jiberties are against their will. Immodesty of 
dress is sinful. It is a great sin to do anything 
to raise bad thoughts in the minds of others.— 
It is a sin for men to make women think they 
are going to marry them when they have no 
such intention. Girls should take care if men 
or boys come to them when alone, especially if 
they say anything which may have a bad mean- 
ing, or ask them to come alone with them and 
offer them something. So let girls when they 
fear anything evil, fly away. Also girls in the 
country, who have to take care of cattle or 
_ beasts, or work in the fields, or in harvesting, 
must be on their guard against men or boys if | 
they work with them, or come to them when | 
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alone. It is very bad for girls to go and drink 
with men or boys. 

2. Dangerous places and things. Bad danc- 
ing-houses, bad wakes, gambling-houses, fights, 
theatres, races, whiskey-shops, gin-shops, dram- 
shops, public-houses, sometimes lodging-houses, 
and the streets at night, shows, if there is any- 
thing bad in them. People must be much on 
their guard at fairs, markets and the like occa- 
sions. The reading of novels and romances is 
often very dangerous. It is better for girls not 
to go to schools taught by men, unless the priest 
approves of these schools; it is proper for boys 
to play with boys, and for girls to play with 
girls; it is very dangerous for men and women 
to keep company, especially if alone; in some 
cases it is very dangerous for girls or women to. 
receive presents or letters from men; on many 
occasions when women or girls have to make 
visits, it.is very proper for some one else to be 
with them; the same may be said of many occa- 
sions when they have to receive visits. On Sun- 
day there is sometimes more sin, because people 
have more time and liberty. The time before 
marriage is very dangerous; women must not 
allow the man they are going to be married to, 
to take the least liberty with them, and it is 
strongly advisable that they should not be in 


company alone with him, but along with their 
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parents, and other well-behaved persons. They 
will learn his character much better by inquir- 
ing, than by being alone with him, for, before 
marriage, people seldom show themselves such 
as they really are. 


SEVENTH COMMANDMENT. 


I. Stealing.1.. Different ways of stealing. 
1. To steal all at once, 2. To take and keep 
things by little and little. 3. To help others to 
steal. 4. To let others steal when you have 
charge of a thing — for example, a servant. — 
5. To receive stolen goods, or things from ser- 
vants, or those who have no right to give them 
away. 6. To keep a thing found without trying 
to find the owner. 7. To destroy or injure wil- 
fully what belongs to another. 8. To make a 
person lose anything by lies, detraction or other 
unjust means—for example, so to make a ser- 
vant lose her place, or a shop-keeper his cus- 
tomer. It is worse if you steal by force, or from 
a church, or anything sacred. 

2. Sin of Stealing. 1. It is a sin to steal 
except in some cases of most grievous distress : 

‘for example, if a person was almost dying of 
hunger and he took only what was necessary to 
save him. 2. It is a venial sin to steal a little. 
3. It is a mortal sin to steal much: for example, 
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to steal from a workman a day’s wages, or to 
steal less from a poorer man, or more from a 
richer man, or from parents. If you steal from 
a rich person you commit a sin, because it is 
always a sin to steal. But if you steal the same 
from a poor man, you commit a greater sin, be- 
cause the poor man suffers more from the loss. 
If you steal often a little it is a sin each time and 
when the little sums come to make altogether a 
large sum, then it becomes a mortal sin. It is 
also a mortal sin to steal a little, if at the same 
time you have the will and intention to steal 
much if you could. 

II. Bargains or contracts. 1. Ignorance of 
your employment, and thus injuring others, as in 
a doctor or druggist. 2. To make a bargain or 
contract to do what is sinful, or do something 
which you are unable to do, to cheat in fulfilling 
a contract: for example, by using unsound mate- 
rials, or doing the work ill, or doing only part, 
and taking the whole price, to break an agree- 
ment without just reason. 3. To cheat in buy- 
ing or selling, to sell for more than a reasonable 
price, to lend or sell what is hurtful to the buyer: 
for example, bad books, to sell what is in itself 
bad and useless to the buyer, to sell what is 
imperfect for the same price as if it were perfect, 
except in some cases where there is a common 
understanding that a thing is to be sold for what 
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it will fetch. He who sells must be content with 
a reasonable profit, and when custom has fixed 
the price, then no more should be charged; 
about not paying wages to servants or others, 
St. James says, that the wages due to the la- 
borer and not paid, cry to God for vengeance 
against him who withholds them.‘ Behold the 
hire of the laborers which by fraud has been kept 
back by you, crieth, and the cry of them has en- 
tered into the ears of the Lord.”—-James v. 4. 
It is a sin to sell to those who have no right to 
buy: for example, to children who buy in the 
name and without the leave of their parents. 
4. To take too much interest for lending money, 
or to sell provisions, meal, etc., to the poor on 
credit, and charge them an excessive price.— 
5. Also to imitate any writing for some bad 
purpose, to pass false money, to beg pretending 
to be poor, or under a false pretext. 6. Unjust 
lawsuits. 7. It is commonly a mortal sin to 
break a promise of marriage without just reason. 
8. To break asimple promise to give something 
to another is commonly not more than a venial 
sin, and many promises are no more than the 
expressions of one’s intention. A promise to 
give does not oblige at all, if it is about any- 
thing hurtful, unlawful or useless, or when things 
change so much afterwards that if you had fore- 
seen it you would not have made the promise. 





CoMMANDMENTS. 337 


9. To get into debt, not meaning to pay, or to 
pay at proper time, when you are able, or not to 
lessen your expenses in order to pay. 

III. Restitution. 1. If you have stolen any- 
thing you must give it back; if you have injured 
any one in his person, character, honor or goods, 
you must make amends. You are not obliged 
to restore, if the injury you did was by accident 
and you did not mean to do it. You may delay 
restitution, if you cannot do it at present without 
very great difficulty ; for example, if a workman 
would have to sell his tools, or if a person would 
lose his character, but you must have the will 
and intention to do it as soon as possible; at 
least, by little and little. If you do not know 
how to restore, ask the priest. 

2. To whom. You must make amends to the 
person injured, or his heirs, and if you cannot, 

then to the poor. 


EIGHTH COMMANDMENT, 


I. A Lie is a sin—a lie which does a grievous 
injury to another is a mortal sin, it is of such lies 
that the holy scripture speaks when it says, “the 
mouth that lieth killeth the soul.” Wisdom, i, 11. 

II. Calumny. To injure much or take away 
any one’s character by a lie is a mortal sin, and 
you must recall the lie. You might say you were 
mistaken, or the like.

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III. Detraction. 1. To injure much or take 
away any one’s character by making known to 
others something very bad about him, which is 
true, but which was not known before you made 
it known. It is a mortal sin, unless, you have 
some good reason for it, such as to ask advice, 
or tell his superiors that he may amend. 2. It 
is sinful to encourage others who detract; for 
example, by asking them questions—it is wrong 
to be pleased with hearing the detraction through 
curiosity, but worse if you are pleased at the in- 
jury done to a person’s character. 3. Superiors 
must not let their inferiors detract—parents must 
hinder their children from detracting, and mas- 
ters their servants. 4. If you commit the sin of 
detraction, you must repair it as well as you can. 
IV. Rash judgment is a sin, and it would be 
very bad, if, for little or no reason, you firmly be- 
lieve or say something very bad about a person. 
V. Unjust suspicions are wrong, but they 
are seldom great sins, except they are quite ‘ 
wilful, and about some very bad thing indeed, 
such as murder. If there is some foundation 
for a suspicion, it is not a sin. : 
VI. Telling a secret is wrong, and is very 
bad if it is a great secret, and telling it does 
great harm or gives great sorrow. It would 
not be wrong to tell it to some one for a good 
reason, such as to ask advice. 
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VII. To read letters or private papers is 
wrong, and would be very bad if you think per- 
haps there is something in them the owner would . 
be very sorry for you to know. 

VIII. Yo dishonor or insult any one by 
striking him or calling him bad names, or the 
like, or to scoff and laugh at people because. 
they are pious and good, is sinful. 

IX. Talebearing and whispering is bad, 
especially if you do some great harm by it, such 
as making friends into enemies. 


‘NINTH AND TENTH COMMANDMENTS. 


Thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s wife, 
thou shalt not covet thy neighbor’s goods— 
these commandments are examined in the sixth 
and seventh. 


COMMANDMENTS OF THE CHURCH. 


When you are seven years old, you must go 
to Confession every year, receive the Blessed 
Sacrament at least every Easter after your first 
Communion; you must not eat flesh-meat on 
days of abstinence unless you are ill, or can get 
nothing else, when you are twenty-one years old, 
and until you are sixty years of age, you must 
fast on fasting days, except you are weak, or 
have hard labor, or cannot get a full meal in 
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the day. To break these Commandments of 
the Church is a mortal sin, unless you do it 
by mistake or forgetfulness, or have some law- 
ful reason.* 

Holidays of Obligation. New Years Day, 
the Epiphany, the Annunciation of the blessed 
Virgin, the Ascension, Corpus Christi, SS. Peter 
and Paul, the Assumption, All Saints, Christmas 
Day.} 

Fasting Days. Lent. All Fridays in Ad- 
vent. Ember Days, that is, Wednesdays, Fri- 
days and Saturdays in the first week of Lent, in 
Whitsun week, in the third week of September, 
and the third week of Advent. The eves of 
Whit-Sunday, of the Assumption, of All Saints, 
and of Christmas. | 

Days of abstinence from flesh-meat. Fri- 
days and fasting days. 





* It is a venial sin to break the fast by eating two ounces of 
food, or the abstinence by eating one-eighth of an ounce of 
flesh-meat. 

71. In the dioceses of New Orleans, St. Louis, Mobile, Dubuque, 
Little Rock, and Chicago, the Circumcision, Epiphany, Annun- 
ciation, and Corpus Christi are not festivals of obligation. 

2. In Lower Canada, all the above-mentioned festivals, to. 
gether with the Feasts of SS. Peter and Paul, and the Immacu- 
late Conception of the B. V. Mary, are holidays of obligation. 

3. In Upper Canada, the Annunciation, Corpus Christi, and 
Assumption, are excepted. In the diocese of Halifax, the 
Feast of St. Peter and St. Paul is of obligation.

Duties of Particular States. 


I, FATHERS AND MOTHERS. 


1. Love to Children. Hatred, cruelty, beat- 
ing them too much, or without cause, or in a 
passion, cursing them, too much love and fond- 
ness for any of them, letting them have their 
own way. 2. Education in temporal things. 
Care before and after their birth. It is a great 
sin to put brothers and sisters in the same bed; 
parents must send their children to good schools, 
and it is a great sin to send children to schools 
forbidden by bishops or parish priests, such as 
soupers’ schools and Protestant schools. It is 
wrong to send children to beg instead of bring- 
ing them up to some trade or employment, it 
is a great sin to go away and leave children. 
Parents must not unjustly deprive some of their 
children of what they leave at their death. — 
3. Education in religion. Care about their 
baptism in the Catholic church, and not delay- 
ing it, teaching them when very little, and mak- 
ing them say their prayers, when they are seven 
years old making them go to Confession, to 
Mass and Catechisms, or questions or class on 
Sundays and Holidays, not letting them say bad 
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words, or go into bad company, or keeping dan- 
gerous company with persons of the other sex, 
or play about the streets, correcting them for 
their faults, and not keeping in the house bad 
or irreligious books. It is a mortal sin for 
parents to hinder their children from following 
the call which God gives them to become nuns, 
etc., or without just reason to hinder their mar- 
riage, or force them to marry. 


II. HUSBANDS AND WIVES. 


People must take great care not to receive the 
sacrament of marriage with bad dispositions, for 
this is often the reason why many things happen 
afterwards to make them unhappy. Invalid mar- 
riages. Married persons cannot marry again 
unless they are quite sure their former wife or 
husband is dead. ‘There can be no marriage 
betwixt blood relations as far as third cousins 
included, nor betwixt a man and the relations 
of his wife, as far as third cousins included, and 
the wife the same, the child baptized, and its 
parents cannot marry either the person who 
‘gave the baptism or the godfather and god- 
mother. There can be no true marriage in Ire- 
land and some other places, except the marriage 
is before the parish priest and two witnesses. — 
There can be no marriage betwixt a Catholic 
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and a person not baptized. In all these and 
some other cases, there can be no true marriage 
without a dispensation. The church disap- 
proves of marriages betwixt Catholics and those 
who are not Catholics. But if such a marriage 
takes place, it is necessary that the children 
should be baptized in the Catholic church, and 
brought up in the Catholic religion. It is a 
mortal sin to agree or consent that children 
shall be brought up in a false religion. Love. 
Hatred, cruelty, beating, giving their affections 
to another person. Living together. Leaving 
one another without just cause, the husband 
spending his evenings and his time in idle or | 
bad company. Family duties. The husband — 
must work for the support of his family, and not 
spend his wages in drinking, gambling and the 
like, or spend unjustly what belongs to the wife 
or children. The wife must take care of the 
household, and not spend too much money, and 
she must obey her husband. Particular duties 
of marriage. 1. A wrong or improper use of 
marriage. 2. The wife must obey her husband 
in the lawful duties of marriage. 38. Anything 
done before children which may scandalize them. 
Observe, it is a mortal sin to do anything for the 
purpose of destroying an infant unborn, even to 
save the mother’s life.

III. MASTERS. 


Ill treatment of ser- 
vants, over working them, not giving them food 
enough, or paying their wages, breaking the 
agreement.

The Arch-Confraternity

THE RELIEF OF THE SOULS IN PURGATORY. 


In order to give a satisfactory idea of the ob- 
ject of this Arch-Confraternity, and to induce 
as many of the clergy and laity as possible, to 
become active promoters and members of the 
same, it will suffice to explain in simple Jan- 
guage those truths of our holy Religion, upon 
which the Arch-Confraternity is based, and the 
practical exercise of which it professes to pro- 
mote, together with a short statement of the 
spiritual advantages and privileges which it 
enjoys. 

As to the truths of our holy Religion upon 
which the Arch-Confraternity is based, the | 
Catholic Church teaches, that, after this life 
there is a middle state of suffering, to which the 
souls of those are doomed for a time, who, 
though in the state of grace and in friendship 
with God, yet have not fully satisfied the divine 
justice for the debt of temporal punishment due 
for their smaller sins, or for their more grievous 
sins, whose guilt has been pardoned in the sac- 
rament of penance, or who die under the guilt 
of smaller sins or imperfections. 
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The Church further teaches that the living, 
by the offering of the Holy Sacrifice of the 
Mass, through prayers, alms-deeds, indulgences 
and other good works offered for the departed, 
can shorten their sufferings, ameliorate their con- 
dition and deliver their souls from their place of 
torment, and finally, that to assist these suffering 
souls is an act of charity most holy, most salu- 
tary and most pleasing to Almighty God. 


THE BELIEF IN THIS DOCTRINE 


Is much more ancient than Christianity itself. 
We have a most decisive proof of it from Scrip- 
ture, among the people of God under the Old 
Law, in the time of Judas Machabeus, about 
two hundred years before Christ. For, upon 
the occasion of a great victory gained by that 
valiant general over the enemies of their reli- 
gion, after the battle, in which many of his 
people had been slain. ‘Judas making a 
gathering, he sent twelve thousand drachms of 
silver to Jerusalem for a Sacrifice to be offered 
for the sins of the dead, thinking well and reli- 
giously concerning the resurrection, and because 
he considered that they who had fallen asleep 
in godliness, had great grace laid up for them. 
It is, therefore, a holy and wholesome thought 
to pray for the dead, that they may be loosed 
from sins.”—(2 Macca. 12, 43.) 
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In this passage of Holy Writ, we have the 
following particulars established: 1. That the. 
whole people of God, long before Christ, did 
hold it holy and laudable to pray for the dead. 
2. That they believed this to be a means of 
benefitting the souls of the departed, by free- 
ing them from their sins. 3. That the word of 
God declares this to be holy and wholesome. 
If, therefore, the souls of the faithful departed 
are benefitted by the prayers of those on earth, 
this establishes a Purgatory beyond all contra- 
diction, since those in heaven are in need of no 
help, and those in hell can receive none. 

Now, were this not sound doctrine our Saviour 


would certainly have reprehended the Jews for 


this practice, as upon all occasions He censured 


the Pharisees for the corruptions they had intro- 


duced, some of which were even of much less 
consequence than this. Nothing is more rea- 
sonable than this doctrine. The word of God 
assures us that none “but the clean of heart 
shall see God.” (Matt. 5, 8.) When, there- 
fore, a soul leaves this world in perfect charity 
with God, undefiled by the smallest stain of sin, 
coubtless that soul will immediately be admitted 
into the presence and enjoyment of God. If on 
the contrary, a soul leaves this world in disgrace | 
with God and dead to Him by the guilt of mor- 
tal sin, that soul will undoubtedly be condemned 
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to the eternal torments of hell. But when a soul 
leaves this world in the friendship of God, yet 
sullied with the stains of venial sins and imper- 
fections, it is plain that such a soul cannot in 
that state go to heaven where “nothing defiled 
can enter” (Apoc. 21, 27;) neither can it be 
condemned to hell, because it is in friendship 
with God and a living member of Jesus Christ. 
Therefore, there must be some middle state, 
where such a soul is confined for a time, till, 
by suffering, it is cleansed and purged from all 
these defilements of venial sins and rendered fit 
to be admitted to the presence and enjoyment 
of God. In this view our blessed Saviour says: 
“ He that shall speak against the Holy Ghost it 
shall not be forgiven him, neither in this world 
nor in the world to come,” (Matt. 12, 32,) in 
which words He plainly insinuates that some 
sins shall be forgiven in the world to come, 
otherwise it would be superfluous and trifling 
to say of the sin against the Holy Ghost, in 
particular, that it shall never be forgiven, either 
in this would or in the next. Now this truth 
necessarily establishes a middle state where some 
sins shall be forgiven. This place cannot be 
heaven, for no sin can enter there to be for- 
given; it cannot be hell, for in hell there is 
no forgiveness ; therefore, it must be in a mid- 
dle place distinct from both. Neither can these 
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sins which are forgiven in the next life be mortal 
sins, for a soul that dies in mortal sin is imme- 
diately condemned to hell, like the rich glutton 
‘in the gospel. Therefore, it is only venial sins 
from which the soul is purged in Purgatory. 
The true reason for this doctrine is found in 
God's infinite sanctity, justice and love. 

His sanctity requires such an expiatory pun- 
ishment, because every thing that is not good 
and perfect, is essentially opposed to His divine 
nature; hence He cannot admit into heaven to 
the contemplation of His divine essence, a soul 
that is still defiled with the least stain of sin. 

His justice requires no less severity than His — 
sanctity, because every sin is an offence and out- 
rage to His divine majesty; for this reason He . 
cannot help defending His divine right and ab- 
solute dominion over all creatures, by requiring 
full satisfaction from every soul that offends 
against His divine majesty. 

Neither can His infinite love be less severe, 
because He wishes to see His elect quite pure, 
quite beautiful, quite perfect; for this reason 
He purifies them from every stain, as gold is 
refined in a furnace, until they are His true 
image and likeness, according to which He 
created the first man in sanctity and righteous- 
ness. He takes no pleasure in seeing these 
souls suffer, but wishes to render them capable 
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and worthy of being united to Him as to their 
supreme happiness. 

We may then, fairly conclude with St. Thomas 
Aquinas, that those who speak against this doc- 
| trine, “speak against God’s justice,” (in IV Sent. 
dist. LXV qu. 1,) Sanctity and love. 

The holy fathers and doctors of the Church i in

THE PAINS 0F PURGATORY, 


Could not find comparisons strong enough to 
describe the same. 
The greatest of all is 


THE PAIN OF LOSS, 


Or the pain of the privation of the beatific vision 
of God. Love, says St. Thomas, is not satisfied 
with the mere feelings thereof; it longs for the 
possession of and union with the object beloved. 
Even in this world the greater part of men are . 
not satisfied with the mere sentiments of their 
mutual charity and benevolence, but wish to see 
and converse with one another. Jacob, the aged 
Patriarch, would have died of grief, had his well 
beloved son Benjamin never returned from Egypt 
and so deprived him of his presence for ever.— 
When Joseph, to try his brothers, pretended to re- 
. tain the youngest with him, Judas said: “ There- 
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fore, if I shall go to thy servant, our father, and 
the boy be wanting (whereas his life dependeth 
upon the life of him,) and he shall see that he is 
not with us, he will die, and thy servants shall 
bring down his grey hairs with sorrow into hell.” 
(Gen. 44, 30 ) 

If such be the grief of men, how great must 
be the longing of the souls departed to see and 
possess God, their supreme good and happiness. 
How great soever our natural or supernatural 
love for a human creature may be, it will never 
be free from imperfection, or able to satisfy the 
heart; nay, should it withdraw us from God, it 
will turn into a source of many troubles, so much 
so as even to lead us to hell. But God being the 
source of everything good, holy, sweet, and ami- 
able, souls, by possessing Him, enjoy an ever- 
lasting happiness to the extent they are capable 
of. ‘Our heart,” says St. Augustine, ‘is not 
at rest, O Lord, until it rests in Thee for Whom 
it was created.” How much, then, must the 
souls in Purgatory yearn for this eternal rest in © 
God, especially since they can no longer have 


the least desire for anything terrestrial! When 


in this life, they knew, to a certain degree, by the 
light of reason and of faith, how great God was 
in His divine attributes. How perfect soever 
this knowledge may have been, at all events, it 
was defective like everything else in this world. 
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But no sooner had they departed this life and 
appeared before Jesus Christ their eternal judge, 
than they knew Him in an incomparably more 
perfect manner, and this knowledge of God was 
at once so deeply and vividly impressed upon 
them, that from that very moment they were 
incapable of being occupied with anything else, 
their will being so violently impelled and drawn 
by this knowledge, as to find it utterly impossi- 
ble to wish, to seek, and to love anything but 
God, the supreme Lord of all things visible and 
invisible. Being, however, at the same time, 
excluded from the enjoyment of their supreme 
good for the period of their expiation, they were 
at once enkindled with the consuming fire of an 
insatiable longing, which torments them more 
than the flames of Purgatory and which will not 
be quenched until they will have obtained the 
object of their longing. With the royal prophet 
they are unceasingly exclaiming: “As the heart 
panteth after the fountains of waters, so my 
soul panteth after Thee, O God. My soul hath 
thirsted after the strong living God; when shall 
I come and appear before the face of God? My 
tears have been my bread day and night, whilst 
it is said to me daily: Where is thy God.” (Ps. 
41; 1.) 

After Anthony Corso, a Capuchin brother, a 
man of great piety and perfection, had departed 
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this life, he appeared to one of his brethren in 
religion, asking him to recommend him to the 
charitable prayers of the community in order 
that he might receive relief in his pains, “for I 
do not know,” said he, “how I can stand any 
longer the pain of being deprived of the sight 
of my God. I shall be the most unhappy of 
creatures as long as I must live in this state. 
Would to God all men would understand well 
what it is to be without God, in order that they 
might firmly resolve to suffer everything during 
their life on earth, rather than to expose them- 
selves to the danger of being damned forever.” 
(Annal. P. P. Capuc. ad 1548.) 

Besides this pain of the privation of the sight 
of the divine essence, the souls in Purgatory 
have also to endure 


THE PAINS OF THE SENSES, 


The greatest of which is that of fire. According 
to the apostle St. Paul, ‘the fire shall try every 
man’s work, of what sort it is. If any man’s 
work burn, he shall suffer loss, but he himself 
shall be saved, yet so as by fire.” (I. Cor. 3, 
15.) ‘Stains of sin being taken away by fire,” 
says St. Gregory of Nyssa, commenting on this 
passage, “ a soul defiled by them, must of neces- 
sity enter into this fire and stay therein until it | 
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is cleansed from everything unjust, unclean and 
unholy.” In what manner this is done we know 
not; but this matters little. “We know,” says 

St. Gregory the Great, “that the rebellious 
angels are tormented in hell by a corporeal fire; 
in the same manner such a fire can torment the 
souls of the damned as well as those in Purga- 
tory. It is just as easy for the justice of God to 
punish a spirit by means of corporeal substances, 
as it is for His omnipotence to vivify a body by 
means of a spirit.” We may, then, easily imag- 
ine what these pains of the senses are, if we but 
think of the pains caused by our fire on earth 
whenever we come in contact with it. This, 
however, will give us but a faint idea of it, be- 
cause the burning quality of the fire in Purga- 
tory is far more intense and penetrating; for 
our terrestrial fire, as theologians say, was not 
created by God to torment men, but rather to 
benefit them, whilst the fire in Purgatory was 
created by God for no other purpose than to be 
an instrument of His justice. 

St. Severinus, Archbishop of Cologne, was a 
prelate of great sanctity, so much so that God 
wrought through him many remarkable miracles. 
One day after his death, he was seen by a canon 
of the Cathedral, deeply plunged into‘the waters 
of the Rhine. Upon being asked why he was 
standing there so deep in the water, he who, on 
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account of his sanctity ought to be reigning glo- 
riously in heaven: “If you wish to know,” he 
replied, ‘give me your hand that you may have 
an experimental proof of the pains which I have 
to suffer in Purgatory.” Whereupon he took 
the canon by his hand and dipped it gently into 
the water, but so intense was its heat, that the 
flesh of the hand was immediately scalded as far 
as it had been dipped in. After this the saint 
went on to say: “This pain I suffer merely for 
having recited the canonical hours hurriedly and 
with wilful distraction.” Then begging the canon — 
to join with him in prayer for the cure of the 
hand and also for his own liberation from so 
great pains, he disappeared suddenly, leaving 
his friend miraculously cured and full of the fear 
of God’s judgment. (Si. Pet. Dam. Epist. 14, 
ed. Desid. c. VII.) 

One day, when a certain man declared in the 
presence of St. Augustine, that he was not in 
the least afraid of Purgatory, provided he would 
escape hell, he was at once reprimanded by the 
saint for his inconsiderate language. ‘The fire 
of Purgatory,” said the saint, “is but too often 
made light of, because, according to St. Paul, 
we are saved by fire, but this fire is more fright- 
ful than anything we can endure in this life.” — 
St. Gregory the Great, St. Anselm, St. Bernard, 
and St. Thomas, teach the same, saying that no 
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pain of this life can be compared to that of this 
fire. ‘ Although this fire is not everlasting,” 
says St. Augustine, (Ps. 37.) “yet it is of the 
most intense heat, and the agony from it sur- 
passes in degree all that any one on this earth 
has ever suffered. Such pains have never been 
endured by the flesh of man although the holy 
martyrs suffered extraordinary tortures.” St. 
Cyril, patriarch of Alexandria, (cit. ab Horn 
conc. 27,) says: “ Every living soul should pre- 
fer to be tormented with all possible tortures 
even to the end of the world, rather than endure 
the pains of Purgatory for a single day.” ‘The 
smallest spark of the Purgatorial fire,” says St. 
Thomas Aquinas, ‘produces a suffering more 
intense than the most severe pains endured 
in this life.” St. Bernard, (tom. 2. serm. 15,) 
comparing the fire of Purgatory to the fire of 
this world says: ‘The difference is as great as 
between natural and painted fire.” ‘Nay, a 
soul in Purgatory,” says St. Mary Magdalene 
de Pazzi, “if the transition were possible, would 
consider the hottest earthly fire, compared with 
that of Purgatory, a pleasure garden.” 

A religious of the Order of St. Dominic, when 
about to depart this life, most earnestly begged 
a priest to say Mass for the repose of his soul 
immediately after his death. The good religi- 
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ous had scarcely expired when the priest went 
to say mass for him with great fervor and devo- 
tion. He had hardly taken off the sacred vest- 
ments after mass, when the soul of his deceased 
friend appeared, rebuking him severely for the 
hardness of his heart in leaving him in the tor- 
ments of Purgatory for thirty years. Quite 
astonished, the good priest exclaimed: “ What! 
thirty years! an hour ago you were still alive!” 
“Learn then from this,” said the deceased, “ how 
excruciating are the pains of Purgatory, since 
one hour’s stay therein appears as long as thirty 
years; and learn also how to sympathize with 
us and to obtain relief for us by your charitable 
prayers and other good works.” (Da Fusign. 
dom. 1V..) 

The souls in Purgatory, however, do not all 
experience the intensity of this fire in the same 
degree. Its expiating and purifying flames are 
proportioned to Ged’s justice. The souls in 
Purgatory suffer in proportion to their indebt- 
edness, and those powers of the soul which 
rendered themselves most guilty, suffer most 
the intensity of this fire; for “the Lord,” says 
St. Paul, “renders to every man according to 
his works,” (Rom. 2, 6,) and before this the 
Prophet had already declared: “O most Mighty, 
Great and Powerful, the Lord of Hosts is Thy 
name, great in counsel and incomprehensible in 
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thought; Whose eyes are upon all the ways of 
the children of Abraham, to render unto every 
one according to his ways, and according to the 


fruit of his devices.” (Jerem. 32, 18.) For | 


this reason St. Bonaventure said: ‘ They are 
tormented in proportion to the stains with which 
they departed this life, and which are to be can- 
celled by the flames of this fire.” O how much 
grieved are these souls for the unlawful, misera- 
ble and transitory pleasures of this world, for the 
neglect of the mortification of their senses, and 
for the little fear they had of the judgments of 
God! Now they know what it is: “One fault 
more or less;” now they know that this is as 
much as one pain more or less in Purgatory. 

In the life of Blessed Margaret Mary Alaco- 
que, it is related that the soul of one of her de- 
parted sisters appeared to her and said: “There 
you are, lying comfortably in your bed; but 
think of the bed on which I am lying and suf- 
fering the most excruciating pains.” ‘I saw 
this bed,” says the saint, “and I still tremble 
in all my limbs at the mere thought of it. The 
upper and lower part of it was full of red-hot 
sharp iron points, penetrating into the flesh. 
She told me that she had to endure this pain 
for her carelessness in the observance of her 
rules. ‘My heart is lacerated,’ she added, ‘and 


this is the hardest of my pains. 1 suffer it for | 
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those fault-finding and murmuring thoughts 
which I entertained in my heart against my 


superiors. My tongue is eaten up by moths, 


and tormented, on account of uncharitable 
words, and for having unnecessarily spoken in 


the time of silence. Would to God, that all , 


souls consecrated to the service of the Lord, 
could see me in these frightful pains! Would 
to God I could show them what punishments 
are inflicted upon those who live negligently 
in their vocation! They would indeed, change 
their manner of living, observing most punc- 
tually the smallest point of their rules, and 
guarding against those faults for which I am 
now so much tormented.’ ” 

“No defiled thing shall enter the heavenly 
city of Jerusalem,” says St. John in the Apota- 
lypse. How could it be possible that a soul 
spotted with the least stain of sin, could be 
united with God, Who is sanctity itself! Now, 
even the least venial sin, not duly expiated by 
penance, every little disorderly affection, every 
attachment to creatures, is such a spot or stain; 
hence, the soul cannot be admitted into heaven 


before it is cleansed from these faults by passing. 


through the ordeal of the purgatorial fire. But 
it is indescribable how severe God is in purify- 
ing them from these stains. It is beyond all 
human conception, because we are never able to 
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to comprehend the attributes of God, especially 
His sanctity and His justice. The judgments 
of God are very different from those of men. 
‘My thoughts are not your thoughts,” says the 
Lord through the Prophet Isaias, (55, 8,) “nor 
your ways My ways. For as the heavens are 
exalted above the earth, so are My ways ex- 
alted above your ways, and My thoughts above 
your thoughts.” 

We know that souls of great perfection were 
deprived of the beatific vision of God, for hav- 
ing committed little faults. We know this from 
many apparitions of the souls of the faithful 
departed, who have been saved and who praised 
the mercy of God, declaring, at the same time, 
that. the judgments of the Lord were strict and | 
terrible beyond description, and that mortals 
could never reflect upon and penetrate them- 
selves enough with this truth. Although the 
judgments of God are so very strict, yet they 
are, at the same time, very just. ‘ Unto whom- 
soever much is given, of him much shall be 
required.” (Luke 12, 48.) The Lord requires 
a greater faithfulness in His service from such 
souls as have received His gifts in a larger 
measure. If they are careless in corresponding 
to them, the least unfaithfulness of theirs will be 
so much the more severely punished. Besides 
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they must be purified in proportion to the 
degree of glory to be occupied by them in 
heaven. 

It is related in the life of St. Mary Magdalene 
de Pazzi, that one day she saw the soul of one of 
her deceased sisters kneeling in adoration before 
the Blessed Sacrament in the Church, all wrap- 
ped up in a mantle of fire, in expiation of her 
neglecting to go to Hply Communion on one 
day, when she had her confessor’s permission to 
communicate. 

In a Convent of the Dominicans at Cologne, 
two brothers died on the same day. One of 
them was a priest and a professed member of 
the Order; the other was still a novice. On 
the third day after their death, the latter ap- 
peared to a brother of the Convent, telling him 
that be was already in heaven on account of the 
sincerity of his conversion and the zeal with 
which he had commenced the spiritual life. <A 
few months after, the soul of the priest, also all 
radiant with heavenly glory, appeared to the 
same brother. On being asked by the brother 
why he had not been delivered from Purgatory 
with his brother, and what was the meaning of 
the insignia which he wore, he answered: “ My 
too great familiarity with seculars, and my use- 
less conversations with them, were the cause of 
my long stay in Purgatory. My glory in heaven 
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however, is greater than that of my brother.— 
The sun on my breast signifies the purity of my 
intentions and of my zeal in working for the 
glory of God; the precious gems on my habit 
represent the souls which I have saved from 
eternal destruction, and the crown of gold on 
my head signifies the reward for my labor in 
the vineyard of the Lord.” (Vite P. P. Ord. 
Pred. P. V.c. 5.) 

It is a great relief for us in the sufferings of 
this life to know for certain that after a certain 
lapse of time they will be over. A sick person 
is easily resigned to his pains and readily takes 
bitter medicines, when he is told by the physician 
that in a few weeks his sickness will have left 
him. A prisoner will find the state of his cap- 
tivity so much the more supportable, the more 
he is assured of his speedy deliverance. It is a 
consolation for him to count the days to the time 
of his delivery. But the uncertainty of the dura- 
tion of our sufferings adds to their weight. In 
this state of uncertainty are the souls in Purga- 
tory, at least, many of them. They are, it.is 
true, sure of their salvation; but they are igno- 
rant of the duration of their sufferings, unless it 
be revealed to them by God. Many, therefore, 
besides their other tortures are greatly tormented 
by the thought that the time of their deliverance 
may be still far off. 
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After St. Vincent Ferrer had learned the death 
of his sister Frances, he at once commenced to 
offer up many fervent prayers and works of pen- 
ance for the repose of her soul. He also said 
thirty Masses for her, at the last of which it was 
revealed to him, that, had it not been for his 
prayers and good works, the soul of his sister 
would have suffered in Purgatory to the end of 
the world. (Marches. Diar. Dom. 5. Apr.) 

The venerable Bede relates that it was re- 
vealed to Drithelm, a great servant of God, that 
the souls of those who spend their whole lives in 
the state of mortal sin and are converted only on 
their death-bed, are doomed to suffer the pains 
of Purgatory to the day of the last judgment. 
(Hist.. Anglic. L. Vi.e. 13.) 

In the life and revelations of St. Gertrude we 
read, that those who have committed many griev- 
ous sins and die without having done due pen- 
ance, are not assisted by the ordinary suffrages 
of the Church until they are partly purified by 
divine justice. (Chap. XIV.) 

Could the souls in Purgatory derive any spi- 
ritual advantage from their sufferings they would 
find them less difficult to bear. How great 
soever our pains and sufferings may be in this 
world, yet there is always in them a great con- 
solation for us, knowing, as we do, that by bear- 
ing them patiently we gain new graces, accumu- 
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late greater merits, and advance in the love of 
God. For this reason many saints, instead of | 
shrinking from sufferings, embraced them joy- 
fully, and ardently wished for more. But what 
pains soever the souls in Purgatory may endure, 
they can no longer increase either in grace or in 
merit, for the time of merit has passed away with 
that of their trial. They can only suffer in expi- 
ation of their faults to satisfy the divine justice. 
Upon these souls is come that night of which 
Jesus Christ said: “The night cometh when no 
man can work,” (John 9,4;) that is to say when 
no one can merit any longer, every one remain- 
ing in that state of merit in which he left this 
world. : 

Moreover, in the sufferings of this life, we may 
derive consolation, relief, strength and courage, 
from fervent prayer to our Lord and to the 
Blessed Virgin Mary and other saints of heaven, 
as well as from the meditation of the passion of 
our Lord Jesus Christ and the reception of the 
sacraments. How often does not the Lord favor 
pious souls, in reward for their patience, faith, 
and confidence, with so abundant interior conso- 
lations, as make them forget all their sufferings. 
The souls in Purgatory, however, are altogether 
unable to do anything that might give them any 
relief in their sufferings. It might seem that 
they do not feel their pains so sharply on ac- 
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count of their resignation to God’s holy will. 
But however great this resignation may be, it 
lessons not the pain of loss, or of their privation 
of the beatific vision of God. They know, it 
is true, that they are unfit to be admitted into 
heaven, not being sufficiently cleansed and puri- 
fied; but, at the same time, they are aware 
that it is through their own fault they are con- 
demned to this state of suffering ; they see clear- 
ly how many admonitions, exhortations, inspira- 
tions and divine lights they have rejected, how 
many prayers, opportunities to receive the sac- 
raments, and to profit by the other means of 
grace they have neglected through mere caprice, 
carelessness and indolence; they see their in- 
gratitude towards God, and the deep wounds 
which they made in the Sacred Heart of Jesus 
Christ, and their grief and sorrow for this is a 
worm, never ceasing to gnaw them. The more 
they are penetrated with a sense of their unwor- 
thiness, the more painful for them is the thought 
of being themselves the cause of it. Now, these 
suffering souls are utterly unable to help them- 
selves in their torments, and from many of the 
faithful in this world they have but little relief 
to expect, for the greater part of Christians will 
think of every thing else rather than of relieving 
the sonls of their departed brethren by their 
prayers and charitable works. Hence, they ex- 
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claim day and night with the Prophet: “ Woe 
is me that my sojourning is prolonged.” (Ps. 
119, 5.) “Woe to us that our stay in this 
country of exile, of sorrow and of torments is 
prolonged, and that we cannot see the end of 
our pains and sufferings. Lamenting, sobbing 
and sighing, shedding torrents of tears and cry- 
ing aloud, we stretch out our hands for one to 
help and console us, and there is none to be 
found.” A sick man weeps on his bed, and his 
friend consoles him. A baby cries in his cradle, 


and his mother at once caresses him; a beggar | 


knocks at the door for an alms and receives it ; 
a malefactor laments in his prison, and comfort 
is given him; a dog whines at the door, and is 
taken in; but we poor suffering souls cry day 
and night from the depths of the fire in Purga- 
tory: ‘ Have pity on me, have pity on me, at 
least vou my friends, because the hand of the 
Lord hath touched me,” (Job 19, 21,) and there 
is none to listen! O what great cruelty, my 
brethren ! 

But it seems to me that I hear these poor 
souls exclaim: “Priest of the Lord, speak no 
longer upon our sufferings and pitiable state. 
Let your description be ever so touching, it 
will not afford us the least relief. When a 
man has fallen into a fire you do not long 
consider his pains, but try to draw him out or 
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quench the fire with water. This is a true 
compassion. Tell the people to do the same 
for us. Explain to them the second truth 
mentioned in the beginning of your discourse. 
Show them how 


BY THE OFFERING OF THE HOLY SACRIFICE OF 
MASS, THROUGH PRAYERS,, ALMS-DEEDS, INDULG- 
ENCES AND OTHER GOOD WORKS OFFERED UP FOR

Indeed, dear reader, it seems to be a kind of 
folly to reflect long upon the pains of the souls 
in Purgatory, in order to be induced to assist 
them. To know that they are tormented by 
fire, should be enough for us to come to their 
relief at once, especially as we can do it so 
easliy without much inconvenience to ourselves. 

In the Catholic Church, or in the spiritual 
body of Christ, there exists a most intimate 
spiritual union of all the members of the mili- 
tant, suffering and triumphant Church. The 
Lord has disposed all things in a manner most 
wise and most admirable. The severity of His 
judgments He has reserved to Himself, whilst 
He has left a portion of His mercy to His 
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creatures, in order that thus the severity of 
His justice might yield again to the commis- 
erations of His infinite charity. The members 
of the triumphant Church, or the blessed in 
heaven pray both for us and for the souls in 
Purgatory, no longer with sobs and tears, but 
with most fervent affections, proceeding from 
love most pure and most perfect 

We on earth, as members of the militant 
Church, implore the saints in heaven to inter- 
cede for us, we pray for one another to be 
enabled to fight valiantly for the recovery of 
the heavenly Kingdom, and we can ana we 
should also pray most fervently for the mem- 
bers of the suffering Church, that is to say, 
for the souls in Purgatory, especially for those - 
to whom we are under greater obligations.— 
Although these souls cannot do anything for 
their own relief, yet they can pray to God for 
their benefactors, that He may reward them 
for their charity; and the Lord is pleased with 
their prayers, because He loves these souls, 
being, as they are, forever confirmed in His 
grace and love. 

All this charity exercised by the members of 
this threefold church towards one another is a 
fruit of the Redemption, and is exercised in the 
name of Jesus Christ, their common head; and 
all the mercy which the Lord bestows on account

of this charity, is bestowed in the name and by 
virtue of the infinite merits of His well-beloved 
Son. ‘For there is no other name under heaven 

_ given to men whereby we must be saved than the 
name of Jesus Christ,” says St. Peter, the Apos- 
tle. (Acts 4, 12.) 

Our holy mother, the Church, unceasingly im- 
plores the divine mercy for the suffering souls in 
Purgatory. She isa good, faithful and tender 
mother; she does not forget her children, though © 
they have already departed this life; she desires 
nothing more earnestly than that they may soon 
be admitted into the presence of God. It is, 
above all, the holy sacrifice of Mass which she 
offers up for them, and which affords them great 
assistance, because in holy Mass, our Saviour 
Jesus Christ offers Himself to His. heavenly 
Father in atonement for the sins of the world. 
This great and most holy sacrifice has of itself an 
infinite value, and, considered in itself, a single 
Mass would be sufficient to free all the poor souls 
from Purgatory; yet the distribution of its fruits 
is limited because this depends on the acceptance 
of God, and on the dispositions and the condi- 
tion in which the souls in Purgatory are found. 
It is for this very reason that the holy sacrifice 
of Mass may be repeatedly offered for the poor 

souls in general, as well as for particular indivi- 
duals. In those Masses which are offered for 
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the living, the Church, in the canon of the Mass, 
likewise commemorates the souls of the faithful 
departed, and also in the divine office which each 
priest is obliged to recite daily, she closes the 
different portions of it with the words: “Fide- 
lium anime per misericordiam Dei requies- 
cant in pace.” ‘ May the souls of the faithful 
departed, through the mercy of God, rest in 
peace.” 

The Church has, furthermore, a i of- 
fice for the dead, which is recited in choir every 
month. She has also set aside one day of the 
year for the commemoration of all the faithful 
departed. Finally, she has granted numerous 
indulgences which may be applied to the poor 
souls, and she exhorts all the faithful to make | 
use of these treasures of grace for the benefit of 
the suffering souls. | 

We read in the Acts of the Apostles that the 
faithful prayed unceasingly when St. Peter was 
imprisoned, and that an angel appeared, who 
broke his chains and released him. In like | 
manner, the angels at the prayers of the Church, 
descend into Purgatory in order to liberate the . 
poor souls from their captivity. O how good, 
how beautiful, how consoling it is to be a child | 
of our holy Church. 

However, the most efficacious of all means © 
which the Church has in her power to obtain | 
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relief for the souls in Purgatory, is undoubtedly 
the holy sacrifice of Mass. This is the common 
. doctrine of the Fathers. St. Jerome says, that 
by every Mass, not one only, but several souls, 
are delivered from Purgatory, and (Apud Bern. 
de Busto, Serm. 3 de missa,) he is of opinion 
that the soul for which the priest says Mass, 
suffers no pain at all while the holy sacrifice 
lasts. The Fathers of the Council of Trent de- 
clare, that by the sacrifice of the Mass the souls 
in Purgatory are most efficaciously relieved, — 
This was clearly the belief of St. Moniea, the 
mother of St. Augustine, when she replied, on 
her death-bed, to her son’s enquiries concerning 
her place of burial. ‘Bury me,” said she, 
“wherever you please; all that I ask of you, 
is to remember me at the altar of the Lord.” 

In the time of St. Bernard, a monk of Clair- 
vaux appeared after his death to his brethren 
in religion, to thank them for having delivered 
him from Purgatory. On being asked what had 
most contributed to free him from his torments, 
he led the enquirer to the Church, where a 
priest was saying Mass.‘ Look,” said he, 
“this is the means by which my deliverance 
has been effected; this is the power of God’s 
mercy ; this is the salutary sacrifice which takes 
away the sins of the world.” Indeed, so great 
is the efficacy of this sacrifice to obtain relief for 
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the souls in Purgatory, that the application of 
all the good works which have been performed 
from the beginning of the world, would not 
afford so much assistance to one of these souls, 
as would be imparted by a single Mass. I will 
illustrate this by an example drawn from the life 
of St. Dominic. The blessed Henry Suso made 
an agreement with one of his brethren in reli- 
gion, that as soon as either of them died, the 
survivor should say two Masses every week for 
one year, for the repose of his soul. It came to 
pass that the religious with whom Henry had 
made this contract, died first. Henry prayed 
every day for his deliverance from Purgatory, © 
but forgot to say the Masses which he had 
promised. Whereupon the deceased religious 
appeared to him with a sad countenance, and 
sharply rebuked him for his unfaithfulness to his 
engagement. Henry excused himself by saying 
that he had often prayed for him with great 
fervor and had even offered up for him many 
penitential works. ‘O brother,” exclaimed the 
soul, “blood, blood is necessary to give me some 
relief and refreshment in my excruciating tor- 
ments. Your penitential works, severe as they 
are, cannot deliver me. Nothing can co this 
but the blood of Jesus Christ, which is offered 
up in the sacrifice of the Mass. Masses, Masses, _ 
these are what I need!” 
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We read of St. Gregory, the Great, that he 
had Mass said for thirty days in succession for 
a deceased monk named Justin, who, according 
to a revelation, was detained in Purgatory for 
having kept some money without permission. 
On the last day Justin appeared to his brother 
telling him that he now was released from Pur- 
gatory, after enduring intense torments.—(Life 
of St. Gertrude, chap. XVI.) ; 

“ My children,” said the Curé of d’Ars one 
day, ‘‘you remember the story I have told you 
of that holy priest who was praying for his. 
friend; God had, it appears, made known to 
him, that he was in Purgatory; it came into 
his mind that he could do nothing better than 
to offer the holy sacrifice of Mass for his soul. 
When he came to the moment of consecration, 


he took the sacred host in his hands and said: 


‘O holy and eternal Father, let us make an ex- 
change. Thou hast the soul of my friend who 
is in Purgatory, and I have the body of Thy 
Son, Who is in my hands; well, do Thou deliver 
my friend, and I offer Thee Thy Son, with all 
the merits of His death and passioni’ In fact, 
at the moment of the elevation, he saw the soul 


of his friend rising to heaven, all radiant with 


glory. Well, my children, when we want to 

obtain anything from the good God, let us do ‘ 

the same, after consecration, let us offer Him 
32 
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His well beloved Son, with all the merits of His 
death and His passion. . He will not be able to 
refuse us anything.”—(Spirit of Curé d’Ars.) 

A remarkable example of the efficacy of the 
public prayers of the Church for the relief of the 
souls in Purgatory is also related by Genandius. 
(Def. Conc. Flor. L. III.) i 

The Greek Emperor Theophilus, was, after 
his death condemned to the pains of Purgatory, 
because he had been unable to perform the pen- 
ances which towards the end of his life he had 
wished to perform. His wife, the pious Empress 
Theodora, was not satisfied with pouring forth 
fervent prayers and sighs for the repose of his 
soul, but she also had prayers and Masses said 
in all the convents of the city of Constantino- 
ple. Besides this she besought the Patriarch, 
St. Methodius, that, for this end he would order . 
prayers to be said by both ‘the clergy and the 
people of the city! Divine mercy could not re- 
sist so many fervent prayers. On a certain day 
when public prayers were again offered up in the 
church of St. Sophia, an angel appeared to St. 

Methodius and said to him: “Thy prayers, O 
Bishop, have been heard, and Theophilus has 

obtained pardon.” Theodora, the Empress, had 

at the same time, a vision in which our Lord 
“Himself announced to her that her husband had 
been delivered from Purgatory. ‘For your 
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sake,” He said, “and on account of the prayers ‘ 
of the priests, I pardon your husband.” 

But not only the holy sacrifice of Mass and 
other public prayers of the Church, but also the 
‘| prayers and pious exercises performed by the 
faithful in private are of great benefit to the 
suffering souls, because they are performed by 
the faithful as living members of the Church 
according to her doctrines and exhortations and 


in her spirit. It is, however, to be observed © ‘ 


that this efficacy of private prayers and devo- 
tions is proportioned to the zeal, fervor and 
charity with which they are performed. This 
was one day expressly declared by our Lord to 
St. Gertrude when asking Him: “How many 
souls were delivered from Purgatory by her and 
her sisters’ prayers.” “The number,” replied 
our Lord, “is proportioned to the zeal and fer- 
vor of those who pray for them.” He added: 
‘My love urges me to release a great number 
of souls for the prayers of each religious and at 
each verse of the psalms which they recite, I 
release many.”—-(Chap. XVI) Praying one 
day for a lay brother lately deceased, St. Ger- 
«trude saw his soul under a hideous form as if 
consuming by a devouring fire, full of excessive ~ 
anguish and bent down by an overpowering 
weight in punishment for having failed in holy 
obedience, in elevating his soul to heavenly 
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things and in acquiring temporal goods with- 
out the permission of his superiors and even 
concealing what he thus acquired. When read- 
ing the psalms and keeping vigil, she asked our 
Lord what remedy could be applied to this soul, 
He replied: ‘Although the sonls of the de- 
parted are much benefitted by these vigils and 
other prayers, nevertheless a few words, said 
with affection and devotion, are of far more 
value to them.” And this may be easily ex- 
plained by a familiar comparison; for it is 
much easier to wash away the stains of mud or 
dirt from the hands. by rubbing them quickly 
in a little warm water, than by pouring a quan- 
tity of cold water on them without using any 
friction; thus, a single word, said with fervor 
and devotion, for the souls of the departed, is 
of far more efficacy than many vigils and. pray- 
ers offered coldly and performed negligently. 
After St. Gertrude had prayed for a long time 
for a certain deceased person who had led a sin- 
ful life for a considerable time, he appeared to 
her under a horrible form, as if blackened by fire 
and contorted with pain, each member suffering 
for the sins to which it had been accessory. St. 
Gertrude was given to understand that a soul like 
this cannot avail itself of the prayers of the faith- 
ful until it has been partly purified by divine jus- 
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tice. She then inquired of our Lord what work 
or prayers would most easily obtain mercy from 
Him for those sinners who have died in a state 
of grace, so that they might be delivered from 
this terrible impediment which prevents them 
from obtaining the benefit of the Church’s 
prayers. Our Lord replied: “The only way 
to obtain such a favor is divine love; neither 
prayers nor any other labors will avail without 
this, and it must be such a love as you now have 
for me; and as no one can have this grace un- 
less I bestow it, so also no one can obtain these 
advantages after death unless I have prepared 
him for it by some special grace during life. — 
Know, however, that the prayers and labors of 
the faithful relieve these souls gradually from 
this heavy burden and that they are delivered 
sooner or later according to the fervor and pure 
intentions of those who thus serve them, and 
according to the merit which they have acquired 
for themselves when in this life.” Life, chap. 
XIV. 

When Mass was offered for the deceased 
Brother Hermann, his soul appeared to Saint 
Gertrude, all radiant with light and transported 
with joy. Then Gertrude said to our Lord: 
‘Is this soul now entirely freed from its suffer- 
ings?” Our Lord answered: “He is already 
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free from much suffering, and no human being 
can form an idea of his glory; but he is not yet 
so perfectly purified as to be worthy to enjoy My 
presence, though he is approaching nearer and 
nearer to this purity by the prayers which are 
offered for him and is more and more consoled 
and relieved:” Life, chap. X. 

The merits of our Lord and Saviour Jesus 
Christ are an infinite tréasure, by which the con- 
trite sinner obtains not only the remission of his 
sins, but also of the temporal punishment which 
he has deserved for them. To this treasure we 
must add all the merits of the most pure and 
most holy Virgin, the mother of our Saviour, 
which, though not infinite as those of her divine 
Son, still surpass the reach of the human under- 
standing. Besides these, there are the merits of 
the holy apostles and martyrs, and of so many 
other saints, who, during their lives, have done 
more penance and performed more meritorious 
works, than was necessary for the atonement of 
their own transgressions. Now all this treas- 
ure has by our Lord been confided to His holy 
Church, and the Church, under certain condi- 
tions, opens this treasure to all the faithful, that 
thereby they may obtain the remission of the 
temporal punishment, both for themselves and 
for the souls of the faithful departed. 
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Still there is an essential difference between 
indulgences for the living and indulgences for 
the dead. The former are granted by the 
Church in virtue of. the power and jurisdiction 
which she holds over all faithful living on this 
earth. These, therefore, surely have their effect 
in the manner expressed by the - Church, if the 
faithful punctually fulfil the prescribed condi- 
tions. The latter, on the contrary, rest on inter- 
cession, because the Church has no jurisdiction 
over the dead. She can, therefore, only beg 
Almighty God that He would deign to accept 
these indulgences and apply them to the poor 
souls for whom they have been offered. But we 
cannot know to what extent they are received 
by Almighty God. This depends not only on 
the dispositions of the souls, but also on secret 
circumstances and causes, known to God alone; 
for His decrees are inscrutable, and human rea- 
son will never discover the manner in which 
God’s mercy and justice are reconciled. This 
should, however, not deter us from gaining in-. 
dulgences for tae poor souls, for it is certain 
that no indulgence will be lost if it is duly ap- 
plied, and that by them they obtain, if not entire 
deliverance, at least consolation and relief, or an 
abbreviation of their suffering. 

A very pious nun had just died in the Con- 
vent in which St. Mary Magdalene de Pazzi 
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lived. Whilst her corpse was exposed in the 
Church, the saint lovingly looked npon it and 
| prayed fervently that the soul of her sister might 
goon enter eternal rest. Whilst she was thus 
rapt in prayer, her sister appeared to her, sur- 
rounded with great splendor and radiance, in 
‘the act of ascending into heaven. The saint, 
on seeing this, could not refrain from calling 
out ta her: “Farewell, dear sister! When you 
meet your heavenly Spouse, remember us who 
are still sighing for Him in this vale of tears!” 
At these words our Lord Himself appeared'and 
revealed to her that this sister had entered 
heaven so soon, on account of the indulgences 
gained for her. Vita S. Magd. de Pazzi, L I, 
c. 39. 

The blessed Mary Lataste delivered from 
Purgatory the soul of a pious woman, named 
Jane, who had died a short time previous, 
merely by saying for her, after holy Commu- 
nion, the prayer, “Look down upon me, good 
and gentle Jesus,” (p. 32;) together with the 
prayers for the wants of the Holy Church. She 
offered up for her also the plenary indulgence 
attached to these prayers; whereupon the soul 
of the deceased appeared to her and thanked her 
for her charity.—(C/. La vie et les @uvres de . 
Marie Lataste.) — 
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Among the many good works, which, besides 
prayer and other acts of devotion, we can offer 
‘up for the poor souls, we may especially reckon 
alms-deeds ; for, since this is a work of mercy, 
it is more especially apt to obtain mercy for the 
poor souls. But not the rich alone can give 
alms, but the poor also, since it does not so 
much depend on the greatness of the gift. Of 
the poor widow who gave but one penny, our 
Lord said, that she had given more than all the 
rich who had offered gold and silver, because 
these offered only of their abundance, whilst the 
poor widow who gave what she saved from her 
daily sustenance. The poor are in general more 
charitable than the rich. It is true, there are 
many wealthy persons who distribute, with a 
generous heart, many and great alms; yet the 
poor are in general more inclined to mercy, 
because from their own experience they know 
what it is to be in want, and also because’ 
they need less and are not so much attached 
to temporal goods. Even if one is so poor 
as to be obliged to live on alms, still he will 
always find an opportunity to perform chari- 
table services to his neighbor; and we know 
from the Gospel, that even a drink of cold 
water given for God’s sake, will not remain 
unrewarded. | 


382 MANNER OF RELIEVING 


We, too, shall one day belong to the number 
of those souls who are justly called poor, because | 
no one is poorer than they. In this life, the 
poorest beggar can, at least, expose his wants to 
others, and beg them for an alms; but in gene- 
ral, the poor souls cannot even do this, and those 
cases in which they were permitted to come and 
-ask assistance from the living, are but exceptions. 
What great consolation will it not afford us, if 
the poor, whom in this world we have supported 
by our alms, and the poor souls for whom we 
have offered up these works of mercy, will assist 
us by their prayers. It is for this reason that 
the book of Ecclesiasticus says: “Do good to 
thy friend before thou die: and according to 
thy ability, stretching out thy hand give to the 
poor.” —(Eccl. 14, 18.) 

A pious priest, attending the Church of St. 
Cecilia, in Rome, had the following vision. He 
saw the Queen of heaven sitting on a splendid 
throne surrounded by the holy virgins, St. Ceci- 
lia, St. Agnes and St. Agatha, together with a 
great number of angels. He was quite enrap- 
tured by the charms and the majesty of the most 
holy virgin and the splendor of the vision; when 
suddenly, he beheld a poor woman wearing a 
very rich fur, approaching the throne of the 
blessed Virgin and asking mercy for a certain 
deceased patrician, whose name was John, and 
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whose soul was suffering great torments in Pur- 
gatory. Thrice did she thus repeat her petition 
without receiving a reply. Finally, she added: 
“Remember, O glorious Virgin and mother of 
my Lord, that I was standing at the door of a 
Church dedicated to thy name, shivering with 
cold; and when I asked this John for an alms 
for the love of thee, he took off this fur with 
which he was clothed, and presented it to me 
out of devotion and love for thee.” The mother 
of mercy, moved by these words, and seeing the 
saints also join their prayers to those of the poor 
woman, ordered John to come forth. He came, 
laden with heavy chains; but Mary, with a kind 
and tender look, ordered the chains to be re- 
moved. The priest then saw how his soul, freed 
from all sufferings ascended into heaven with the 
other saints. He understood from this vision, 
that the grateful and persevering prayers of the 
poor woman, had obtained the deliverance of the 
patrician from Purgatory. 

The venerable servant of God, Father Cle- 
ment Hoffbauer, of the Congregation of the 
Most Holy Redeemer, who died in Vienna in 
the year 1820, and whose cause of beatification 
has already been introduced, once assisted a man 
of distinction for death. A short time after- 
wards, the same man appeared to his wife in a 
dream, in a very pitable condition, his clothes 
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in rags, and quite haggard and shivering with 
cold. He begged her to have pity on him, be- 
cause he could scarcely endure the extreme hun- 
ger and cold which he suffered. His wife went 
without delay to Father Hoffbauer, related her 
dream and asked his advice on this point. The 
confessor, enlightened by God, immediately un- 
derstood what this dream meant, and what kind 
of assistance was especially needed and asked 
for by this poor soul. He accordingly advised 
her to clothe a poor beggar. The woman fol- 
lowed the advice, and, soon after, her husband 
again appeared to her, dressed in a white gar- 
ment and his countenance beaming with joy, 
thanking her for the help which she had afforded 
him. 

We can assist the poor souls not only by 
prayers, devotions, exterior works of penance, 
alms-deeds, and other works of charity, but we. 
can also aid them by interior mortifications.— 
Everything which appears to us difficult and 
which costs us a sacrifice, the pains of sickness, 
and all the sufferings and troubles of this Jife, 
may be offered up for these poor souls. We 
may, indeed, pray to God that He would deign 
to receive these mortifications and sufferings, 
first and above all as a penance and in atone- 
ment for our own sins; but this in no way pre- 
vents us from uniting with this, the intention of 
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applying all the merit which we may gain, to the 
poor souls. The only coin which is of value 
before God, and which is received in payment 
for our own debts and for the debts of others, is 
charity and good intention. How brilliant so- 
ever some works may appear in the eyes of the 
world, if this stamp of charity and good inten- 
tion is wanting to them, they are before God 
nothing more than a valueless counterfeit. But, 
on the contrary, wheresoever this stamp is found 
the smallest action becomes precious and meri- 
torious in the eyes of God. Consequently, all 
without exception, learned and unlearned, rich 
and poor, sick and healthy, can aid the poor 
souls with this coin. And how many oppor- 
tunities do we not find in the course of each 
day! If, in order to aid the poor souls we were 
obliged to make a pilgrimage to the Holy Land, 
to fast on bread and water, to perform severe 
and extraordinary penances, the greater part of 
the faithful would have reason for excuse. They 
might justly object that these things surpasses 
their strength, and that they are unable to per- 
form them. But since it is so very easy to 
afford help to the poor souls, who will be able 
to find an excuse? . Nothing more is required 
than a lively faith and an ardent charity, a fre- 
quent remembrance of the four last things, and 
of the unspeakable sufferings of the poor souls, 
33 
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together with a heartfelt compassion for them. 
With these sentiments in our hearts, we shall 
soon discover many means and ways of assisting 
them. Those, of course, who want one or the 
other of these sentiments, will never find out any 
means, because they do not find time even for 
seriously providing for the salvation of their own 
soul, much less for those of others. 

As St. Gertrude prayed for the repose of the 
soul of brother Hermann, a lay brother lately 
deceased, he appeared to her in a state of great 
suffering. “This soul,” said our Lord to the 
saint, “ has been prevented from being relieved 
‘by your prayers as speedily as he would other- 
wise have been, on account of his obstinacy in 
following his own will, and his disinclination to 
submit to the will of others.” 

When St. Gertrude asked this soul for what 
fault he had to suffer most, he replied: “ For 
self-will and self-opiniatedness ; for when I did 
any kindness for others, I would not do as they 
wished, but as I wished myself; and so much do 
I suffer for this, that if the mental agonies of all 
mankind were united in one person, he would 
not endure more than I do at present.” And 
when St. Gertrude recited the Our Father for 
this soul, she observed, to her extreme surprise, 
that his sufferings appeared greatly increased 
when she repeated the words: “Forgive us 
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our trespasses, as we forgive those who tres- 


pass against us.” As she inquired the reason 
of this suffering, he replied: ‘When I was in 
the world, I offended God frequently by my 
unwillingness to forgive those who injured me 
in any way; and even when I had forgiven 
them, I showed my resentment .by a grave 
manner when I met them, and I suffer for this 
whenever these words are repeated for me.” | 
“And what remedy,” asked St. Gertrude, “will 
be most efficacious for you?” He answered: 
“To perform acts of the contrary virtue, and 
to avoid committing the same fault.” — (Life, © 
chap. X.) 

The only son of a rich widow of Bologna had 
been murdered by a stranger. The culprit fell 
into her hands, but the pious widow was far 
from taking revenge by delivering him up to 
the hands of justice. She thought of the infinite 
love of our Saviour when He died for us upon 
the cross, and how He prayed for His execu- 
tioners when dying. She, therefore, thought that 
she could in no way honor the memory of her 
dear son better, and that she could do nothing 


more efficient, for the repose of his soul, than by 


granting pardon to the culprit, by protecting 
him and by even adopting him as her son and 
heir to all her riches. This heroic self-denial, 
and the sacrifice which she thereby offered to 
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our Lord in memory of His bitter passion, was: 
so pleasing to God, that in reward thereof, He 
remitted to her son all the pains of Purgatory.. 
The happy son then appeared to his mother in 
a glorified state, at the very moment when he 
was entering heaven. He thanked her for hav- 
ing thus delivered him from the sufferings of 
Purgatory much sooner than any other good 
work could have effected it. 

The relief which we afford the poor souls of 
Purgatory, is reckoned among the works of 
mercy. Now, it can easily be proved that in 
many respects it is far superior to other similar 
works. To feed the hungry, clothe the indi- 
gent, visit and attend the sick, are all very 
good, praiseworthy and meritorious acts, still 
they are but corporal, works of mercy, and con- 
sequently, mercy shown to the dead is superior 
to them, because it is shown to the soul and not 
to the body. Besides this, our natural feelings 
are always moved to compassion at the sight of 
human misery; but the sufferings of the poor 
souls we cannot see with the eyes of the body, 
but we must look at them with the eyes of faith, 
and consequently, our compassion is purer, more 
spiritual and more meritorious. Finally, well- 
ordered charity looks upon those sufferers in 
preference to others, who endure most and who 
are most in want of assistance: now, who suffers 
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more and is in greater need of assistance, than 
the poor souls in Purgatory? There are many 
spiritual works of mercy, such as converting . 
sinners, instructing the ignorant, removing an 
occasion of sin, &e., which are undoubtedly very 
good, and the best of the kind; still, we may 
say, that in many cases the spiritual want of the 
living is entirely voluntary, because they have 
sufficient means to free themselves from this» 
want. But the poor souls are, on the contrary, 
thrown entirely upon the. merey of others, be- 
cause their condition is purely passive, excluding 
all action. We should then relieve the wants 
both of the living and the dead. Whenever we 
have an opportunity, we should perform both spi- 
ritual and corporal acts of mercy for the living; 
but we should also at all times practise charity 
towards the dead, and in case we wish to unite 
both, we need only make the intention of apply- 
ing the merit of our good works to the suffering 
souls in Purgatory. The holy apostle St. James 
says: ‘My brethern, if any one of you shall err 
from the truth, and any one convert him: he 
must know that he who causetli a sinner to con- 
vert from the error of his way, shall save his 
soul from death, and shall cover a multitude of 
sins.” (St. James, 5, 19, 20.) Whosoever, 
therefore, converts a sinner and offers up the 
merit of his exertions for the poor souls, at the 
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same time saves a soul froî eternal death and 
procures, or at least hastens the admission of 
one or more poor souls into eternal life. 

Two brothers of the Order of Friars-Preachers 
were one day conversing on the question—which 
act of charity was the greater, to labor for the 
conversion of sinners, or to aid the poor souls in 
Purgatory. The one whose name was Bertrand, 

‘obstinately maintained the former opinion, and 
that in a manner which proved that he cared 
little for charity towards the poor souls. The 
other brother, whose name was Benedict, en- 
deavored by all possible reasons to overcome © 
this obstinacy by urging that the poor souls 
loved God and were loved by Him; whilst, on 
the contrary, sinners hate God and are hated by 
Him; that they remain voluntarily in this un- 
happy state, whilst the poor souls are powerless 
to free themselves; that, further, our endeavors 
to help them never remain fruitless, and that 
this act of charity could be performed at all 
times and in all circumstances, &e., &e. Still, 
in spite of all his endeavors to change the mind | 
of the brother, he did not succeed, because Ber- 
trand’s heart lacked all compassion for the poor 
souls. A short time afterwards a soul from 
Purgatory appeared to this brother during the 
night, covered with an enormous weight, which 
it placed for an instant upon his shoulders, in 
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order that he might learn from experience what 
sufferings the poor souls endure in Purgatory 
and how much they deserve our compassion.— 
The good brother now saw his error, and from 
that moment that zealous laborer for the salva- 
tion of souls became also a fervent intercessor 
for the poor souls in Purgatory, thus gaining a 
two-fold measure of graces and merits. 

There are, perhaps, few barbarous nations in 
such a savage state as not to honor their dead. 
The pagans of old erected to their dead splendid 
mausoleums, statutes and pyramids, at. an enor- 
mous expense; nay, they even went so far in 
their folly as sometimes to place them among 
their gods. We Christians, enlightened by the 
light of faith, know better in what manner we 
should honor the memory of the dead, and show 
them our love. We may, and even should, 
besides the celebration of their obsequies ac- 
cording to their rank in life, raise to them 
Christian monuments and tombstones: still the 
main point always is the allevation of their suf- 
ferings and their deliverance from Purgatory.— 
For, of what use to a soul are all the marks of 
honor shown it on earth, while it is meanwhile 
languishing in the consuming flames of Purga- 
tory ? 

How painful will it not be to many a soul 
honored and distinguished on earth, to see its

surviving friends concerned about the exterior 
display alone, and not even thinking of reciting 
one Our Father for its repose ! 

Friends may, besides the customary suffrages, 
render a departed soul a great act of charity by 
fulfilling obligations which it neglected to fulfil 
in life and failed to discharge at the hour of 
death, either for want of time or opportunity: 
| viz., by cancelling an act of injustice which ‘the 
deceased person had committed, by making res- 
titution for damages caused by him, by removing 
a scandal to which he had given rise, and by 
instantly paying the debts left unpaid. Although 
by this supplementary satisfaction the indebted- 
ness as well as the well-deserved punishment of 
such a soul, cannot be removed, as the Venerable 
Cardinal Bellarmine teaches, the pains which its 
friends undergo, or the sacrifices which they offer 
are accepted by the Divine onset in expiation 
of its faults. 

Pope Benedict XIII. relates in one of his 
works the following occurrence, which he had 
heard from a lay-brother of the Dominican 
Order. The father of this brother had been 
accustomed to have his horses shod by a cer- 
tain blacksmith for several years; he failed, how- 
ever, from culpable neglect to remunerate him 
for his services. After his death, he appeared 
to a faithful servant, charging him to go to his 
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wife and beg her to discharge this debt, on 
account of which he was suffering great pains 
in Purgatory. His wife immediately hastened 
to discharge not only this, but all other debts 
of her husband; after which he appeared to 
her surrounded with flames and bound from 
head to foot with strong cords: “For God’s 
sake,” he exctaimed, “loosen these ropes.”— 
Having done so instantly, her husband thanked 
her for having complied with his request, and 
told her that he had been obliged to suffer this 
torment until the debts were paid. 

If it be an obligation for us to assist the 
poor. souls, especially those who were closely 
connected with us by the ties of blood, or for 
other reasons, this duty is doubly binding upon 
. those to whom the departed bequeathed their 
earthly possessions. They ought then, from a 
sense of gratitude, to assist their deceased bene- 
factors. But, if the deceased in their last will 
have left legacies for Holy Masses, or other 
pious works to be offered for the repose of their 
souls, then it is not only a duty of charity, but 
an obligation of the strictest justice for their 
heirs and executors to execute their last will 
most punctually and without delay. Whoever 
neglects this duty is guilty of a sacrilegious in- 
justice, and incurs excommunication, according 
to the dcerees of the Church; and although he 
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may afterwards comply with his duty, yet he will 
be severely punished by God for his neglect. 
Every practical and conscientious Christian, 
bearing love towards the poor souls in Purga- 
tory, will not only abhor and detest such a 
crime, but even, if the deceased have left no 
pious legacies, will at least, have Masses said 
for the repose of their souls, because by merely 
mourning for them, from which they draw no 
profit, he will not fulfil the duty of gratitude. 

Those who give themselves up to immoderate 
grief at the loss of beloved friends, should bear 
this in mind also. Instead of injuring their 
health by a grief which is of no avail to the 
deceased, they should endeavor to deliver their 
souls from Purgatory by Masses, prayers and 
good works; nay, the very thought that they 
thus render to the souls of their beloved friends 
the greatest possible act of charity, will console 
them and mitigate their sorrow. For this rea- 
son St. Paul exhorts the Thessalonians not to 
be afflicted on account of the departed after 
the manner of heathens who have no hope — 
(Thess. 4, 12.) | 

Thomas Cantipratensis relates that a cele- 
brated warrior of the army of Charlemagne, 
left, on his death-bed, his charger, together 
with saddle and harness, to a nephew, charging 
him to sell it and apply the proceeds for Masses 
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and pious works, to be offered up for the repose 
of his soul. His nephew, however, kept the 
horse for his own use for a long time. But 
how great was his fright when, one night, the 
voice of his deceased uncle aroused him from 
sleep, reproaching him most bitterly for his 
impiety. ‘ Why,” said he, “did you not exe- 
cute my order? Why ‘did you break your, 
word? You are the cause of my having had 
to suffer great and severe pains in Purgatory, 
and which I should still be suffering, had not 
the mercy of God remitted part of my temporal 
punishments. I am now going to enjoy the 
delights of Paradise. But you must know that 
in punishment for your faithlessness, a prema- 
ture death is awaiting you, and after death, a 
peculiar chastisement, for you will have to dis- 
charge in Purgatory both your own indebted- 
ness to the Divine Justice, and that part of 
mine which it was pleased to remit.” The 
youth was horror-struck at these words. He 
repented of his sin, confessed it, and hastily 
made all possible amends for it; by this means 
he escaped the eternal, but not the temporal 
punishment, for he was soon after carried off by 
a sudden death. (LZ. II. Apum 53, 25.) 

The same Thomas Cantipratensis relates also 
of a certain mother, that she wept day and night 
over the death of her darling son, so much so 
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that she forgot to assist his soul in Purgatory. 
To convince her of her folly, God one day per- 
mitted her to be rapt in spirit and see a long 
procession of youths hastening towards a city of 
indescribable beauty. Having looked for her 
son in vain for some time, she at last discovered 
him walking slowly along at the end of the pro- 
cession. At once her son turned towards her 
and said: “Ah, mother, put an end to your use- 
less tears, and if you truly love me, offer up for 
my soul, Masses, prayers, almsdeeds, and such 
like good works.” Then he disappeared, and 
his mother, instead of any longer wasting her 
strength by foolish grief, began henceforth to 
give her son proofs of a true Christian and 
motherly love, by complying with his request. 
(LZ. II. Appar. 5, 17.) 

Having thus far shown how we should aid 
the souls in Purgatory, I will now proceed to 
the explanation of the third truth, namely, 


THAT TO COME TO THE ASSISTANCE OF THE SUF- 
FERING SOULS IN PURGATORY IS A WORK MOST 
HOLY, MOST PLEASING TO THE ALMIGHTY AND 
HIS SAINTS, AND MOST SALUTARY TO OURSELVES. 


First, it is a most holy work, for it is the fruit 
of great faith, firm hope, and ardent charity. 
Although each prayer and good work of ours 
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may be considered a fruit of these three theo- 
logical virtues, if practised with a good inten- 
tion and in the spirit of the Church, yet they 
are so in a more special manner if performed 
for the relief of the souls in Purgatory. Above 
all, they are the fruit of faith, because by these 
good works offered up for the faithful departed, 
we profess, in a more than common manner, our 
faith in God’s sanctity, justice, and mercy, show- 
ing as we do by deed, our heartfelt sympathy for 
these souls, though we do not see their suffer- 
ings. Moreover, these good works are the fruit 
of a firm hope, because we would not perform 
them were it not for the great confidence which 
we place in the infinite merits of our Saviour 
Jesus Christ and in His promises that we trust 
our prayers and good works will be accepted 
by God in behalf of the souls in purgatory.— 
Finally, our prayers and good works for these 
souls are also the fruit of charity towards God 
and our neighbor, because we accelerate their 
deliverance out of Purgatory and their admission 
to the beatific vision of God, in order that thus 
they may be enabled to love, bless and glorify 
Him in a most perfect manner. i 

Besides these three theological virtues, we also 
practise many other moral virtues by assisting 
the souls in Purgatory. Hence, should we not 
be moved by natural compassion to aid them, 
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the great spiritual profit derived from such char- 
itable assistance, should be a strong inducement 
for us to give it. Indeed, experience teaches 
that those who are in the habit of practising 
great charity towards the souls in Purgatory, 
always live in the holy fear and love of God, 
are addicted to prayer to the frequent recep- 
tion of the sacraments, and to all kinds of good 
works. A tree is known by its fruit, says our 

Lord in the gospel. Charity shown to the souls 
in Purgatory must then be something very holy, 
since it produces such good and holy fruits. 

It is related in the life of the Venerable Mary 
of Antigua that a deceased sister of her convent 
appeared to her and said: “Why do you not 
make the Stations of the Way of the Cross for 
me?” Whilst the servant of the Lord felt sur- 
prised and astonished at these words, Jesus 
Christ Himself spoke to her thus: ‘The exer- 
cise of the Stations is of the greatest advantage 
to the souls in Purgatory, so much so that this 
soul has been permitted by Me to ask of you its 
performance in behalf of them all. Your fre- 
quent performance of this exercise to procure 
relief for these souls, has induced them to hold 
intercourse with you, and you shall have them 
for so many intercessors and protectors before 
My justice. Tell your sisters to rejoice at these 
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treasures and the splendid capital which they 
have in them, that they may grow rich upon it.” 

The holy fruits growing on the tree of charity 
towards the souls in Purgatory, will appear still 
more precious by the consideration of the great 
pleasure which they cause to our Lord, to the 
Blessed Virgin, His glorious mother, and to all 
the saints of heaven. 

It must be a thought no less sublime than 
consoling for us, that by our prayers for these 
suffering souls we imitate, nay in some manner 
complete the work of redemption. By His 
death on the cross, Jesus Christ delivered us 
from eternal damnation and restored to us our 
right to life everlasting ; but by offering up our 
prayers and good works for the souls in Purga- 
tory we free them from the temporal punishment 
still due for their indebtedness to the divine jus- 
tice, thus enabling them to enter into the poses- 
sion of their heavenly inheritance. Jesus Christ 
stands not in need of our co-operation, it is true 
to complete the redemption of His elect; ‘but 
He wishes us to co-operate towards it for our 
own spiritual good and that of these suffering 
souls; He wishes that by our charity and holy 
fervor, His justice may be sooner appeased, and 
that He may be enabled to display greater 
mercy towards His captive spouses, and that 
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we may have an opportunity to increase in 
_ grace and merits. In His farewell discourse 
to His disciples He said: “Greater love than 
this no man hath, that a man lay down his life 
for his friends.” (John 15, 13.) What He 
taught in these words, He soon afterwards ac- 
complished by dying for us on the cross in 
order to deliver us from eternal death. He 
desires that His followers should imitate Him, 
in some degree; if not by the sacrifice of their 
lives, at least, by liberating the souls of their 
deceased brethern from the pains of Purgatory, 
through pious aspirations, fervent prayers, and 
other good works. 

After the Venerable Sister Catherine Paluzzi, 
had for a long time, and with the utmost fervor 
offered up prayers and pious works for the soul 
of her father, she, at last, gave herself up to the 
firm hope that he was already enjoying Paradise. 
But how great was her consternation and grief, 
when our Lord, in company with St. Catherine, 
her patroness, led her one day in spirit to Pur- 
gatory, where she beheld her father in an abyss of 
torments imploring her assistance. Melting into 
tears, she cast herself at the feet of her heavenly 
spouse, begging Him, through His precious 
blood, to free her father from His excruciating 
sufferings, and having begged St. Catherine to 
intercede for Him too, she continued: ‘ Lord, 
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charge me with my father’s indebtedness to Thy 
justice. In expiation of it, I am ready to take 
upon myself all the afflictions Thou art pleased 
to impose upon me.” Our Lord graciously ac- 
cepted this act of heroic charity, releasing at 


once her father’s soul from Purgatory. But 


how heavy the crosses were which she hence- 
forth had to suffer, may more easily be imag- 
ined than described. 

The souls in Purgatory are holy souls. They 
are confirmed in grace and no longer in a con- 
dition to offend God or to forfeit heaven. They 
love God above everything; all their disorderly 
affections and passions have died away, and as 
they love God, so are they loved by Him in an 
unutterable manner. For this reason, our Lord 
wishes that they should be united to Him as soon 
as possible, but as he is a God most holy and 
most just, His holiness and justice forbid Him to 
admit them into the city of the heavenly Jerusa- 
lem before their indebtedness to His divine jus- 


tice has been fully discharged, either by their 


own sufferings or by the prayers and good works 
of their brethren on earth. To remove then, by 
our charity this bar to the divine goodness, and 
to assist these souls in being sooner united to the 
angelic choirs and the number of the blessed in 
heaven, there to love, praise and glorify God ina 
most perfect manner, cannot but be a work most 
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pleasing and most acceptable to the Almighty. 
“I was hungry,” He will say to the elect on the 
day of judgment, “and you gave me to eat; I 
was thirsty, and you gave me to drink; I was a 
stranger, and you took me in; naked, and you 
clothed me; sick, and you visited me; I was 
in prison, and you came to me.” And when 
the just will ask the Lord upon what occasion 
they acted thus toward Him, He will answer: 
“Amen, I say to you: so long as you did it to 
one of these, my least brethren, you did it to 
Me,” (Matt. 25, 34-40.) Truly, if our Lord 
so highly values the least act of charity, what 
value will He not set on that charity which freed 
from their expiatory place such souls as were 
already espoused to Him for all eternity. 

We read in the life and revelations of St. 
Gertrude, that she one day inquired of our Lord 
why the recital of the Psalter for the soul of the 
departed was so agreeable to Him, and why it 
obtained such great relief for them, since the 
immense number of psalms and the long prayers 
after each, caused more weariness than devo- 
tion. Our Lord replied: “ The desire which I 
have for the deliverance of the souls of the de- 
parted, makes it acceptable to me; even as a 
prince who had been obliged to imprison one of 
his nobles, to whom he was much attached, and 
was compelled by his justice to refuse him par- 
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don, would most thankfully avail himself of the 
intercession and satisfaction of others to release 
his friend. Thus do I act towards those whom 
I have redeemed by My death and precious 
blood, rejoicing in the opportunity of releasing 
them from their pains and bringing them to 
eternal joy.” “But,” continued the Saint, ‘is 
the labor of those who recite this Psalter accept- 
able to Thee?” He replied: “ My love makes 
it most agreeable to Me; and if a soul is re- 
leased thereby, I accept it as if I had been 
Myself delivered from captivity and I will as- 
suredly reward it at a fitting time, according to 
the adundance of My mercy.” (Chap. XVI.) 
When we reflect on the superabundant merits 
of the blessed Virgin and consider for a moment 
the unspeakable love which the Most August 
Trinity bears her, we cannot doubt that she is 
able to free the suffering souls, —nay, to empty 
at once that abode of torments, Purgatory, pro- 
vided such were the will of God. But God has 
other designs in His ineffable wisdom, justice 
and mercy, as was placed before us in the pre- 
vious corsideration. If even the precious blood 
and the copious merits of Jesus Christ do not 
effect the immediate deliverance of the poor 
souls, how much less can the prayers and tears 
of the blessed Virgin, together with her incon- 
ceivably great merits, bring it about. Mary 
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does not pray God to free all the suffering souls 
at once, she rather asks that the will of God be 
done. For, although she is occupied incessantly 
in interceding for them, above all for such as. 
honored her especially during life, and though 
she assuages their torments in a great’ degree 
and extends her hand to them the moment their 
term of punishment has expired, yet she does not 
overstep certain limits in affording them assist- 
ance. It remains for the faithful of the Church 
Militant to offer good works in behalf of the 
poor souls, which works can, according to the 
plan of God, satisfy his rigorous justice. The 
blessed Virgin Mary is, on the other hand, 
greatly delighted when the faithful extend aid 
to the suffering souls —indeed she looks upon 
such acts of charity as done to herself. She is 
our common mother. Our dear Lord, before 
expiring on the cross, addressed the disciple 
thus: ‘Son, behold thy mother.” Hence she 
loves us all as children, and if her love for us 
whilst we are yet in this vale of tears is so in- 
tense, who shall attempt to describe it when we 
have run our earthly career and are confirmed 
in the favor of her Son forever ? 7 
It is the pious belief of Catholics, a belief 
resting on the evidence of numerous unobjec- 
tionable revelations, and founded on the author- 
ity of many holy anthors, that Mary liberates 
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each year a host of poor souls on the Feast of 
her glorious Assumption into heaven. The 
reason is simple. If kings are wont to dis- 
pense special favors on the day of their acces- 
sion to the throne, if they throw open dungeons, 
remit the punishment of eriminals—how much 
more becoming is it in the blessed Virgin to 
remember the poor souls in Purgatory and let 
them experience the mercy and compassion of 
her mother’s heart on the day of her coronation 
in heaven. The “Privilege of Saturday,” at- 
tached to the scapular of our Lady of Mount 
Carmel, is equally celebrated. Of the almost 
innumerable instances of the signal intercession 
of the blessed Virgin in favor of the poor souls, 
we cannot refrain from mentioning the following 
example. 

It is related in the biography of the vener- 
. able Sister Catherine of St. Augustine, that 
there once lived a woman, Mary by name, in a 
grotto in the neighborhood of a city in Italy. 
This woman had been banished from the city 
for misdemeanor. She was attacked by a fatal 
. disease and hurried to an untimely death with- 
out receiving the sacraments. When dead, she 
was denied Christian burial because of her pub- 
. lie scandal. Sister Catherine, hearing of her 
sudden and wretched death, thought it useless 
to pray for this unhappy soul, though she had 
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made it a rule to pray for all the departed.— 
After the lapse of four years, a poor suffering 
soul appeared to her saying: ‘O, sister Cath- 
erine, how wretched am I! You pray for all 
the poor souls, but for me you have no prayers.” 
“Who are you?” enquired the servant of God. 
“I am Mary who died four years ago in the 
lonely grotto.” ‘Are you then saved?” «I 
am, thanks to the mother of God.” ‘‘ But 
how?” “As I lay in my agony and reflected - 
on the multitude and the heinousness of my sins, — 
I recollected that Mary is the refuge of sinners, 
the mother of mercy. Then arose within me the 
- firm conviction that no one need despair who 
invokes her succor. I at once had recourse to 
her merciful intercession with these words: ‘O, 
Queen of heaven, here I am abandoned by God 
and man by reason of my enormous sins. Thou 
art my sole refuge! Have mercy on me!’ The 
mother of mercy listened to my repentant sigh 
and obtained for me perfect contrition for my sins. 
But not satisfied at seeing me rescued from 
eternal torments, she obtained, in addition, the 
abridgment of my temporary punishment in Pur- 
gatory, and now only a few prayers and several 
Masses are required to effect my entire deliver- 
ance. Pray, do not refuse me this slight ran- 
som.” Catherine consented—did as she was 
requested, and after a few days the soul of Mary 
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reappeared to her, beaming with loveliness and 
spoke as follows: “I thauk you, sister, for your, 
kind service. Iam now on my way to heaven, 
there to praise the mercies of God and Mary, 
there to pray for you;”—whereupon she disap- 
peared. 

The angels of God are our constant compa- 
nions. We learn from Holy Writ that they offer 
our prayers before the throne of God. The 
arch-angel Raphael said to Tobias: ‘“ When 
thou didst pray with tears, and didst bury the 
dead, and didst leave thy dinner and hide the 
dead by day in thy house and bury them by 
night, I offered thy prayers to the Lord.”— 
(Tob. 12, 12.) Moreover, in the revelations 
of St. John, it is said that “an angel with a 
golden censer stood before the throne of God 
and offered the incense, which is the prayers of 
the saints, on the golden altar which is before 
the Most High; and the fragrance thereof as- 
-eended before the Almighty ” (Apocal. 8, 3.) 
We know likewise that God has accorded each 
one of us at the moment of our birth an angel 
whose duty it is to accompany us through life, 
«to succor us in bodily and spiritual necessities 
and dangers, to spur us on to good, to advise 
and counsel us, that we may gain our final des- 
tiny. Even after his client has come off victo- 
rious and ended his earthly career happily, the 
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guardian angel considers his task but half done 
and rests not till he beholds him safe in heaven 
in the never-ending enjoyment of bliss. Suppos- 
ing the soul to be detained in the flames of Pur- 
gatory, even here the angel guardian is solicitous 
about its welfare, exerts his utmost to afford re- 
lief, and intercedes for the abridgment of the 
term of suffering, because he cherishes this soul 
as a trust confided to his care by God. Hence, 
the holy angel guardians are very grateful toward 
those who extend aid to their respective clients 
and never cease praying for the benefactors of 
their poor and suffering souls. It has certainly 
happened more than once to one or the other of 
us that he has felt himself suddenly impelled to 
pray for a certain departed soul, and it is very 
probable that its guardian angel excited and 
urged him to offer up a prayer for his client. 
Not a few theologians maintain that it is the 
office of the angel guardians to bring to the 
poor souls the tidings of all the good works 
done in their behalf by the faithful on earth. 
These theologians appeal to the words of the 
apostle speaking of the angels: “Are they not 
all ministering spirits sent to minister for them 
who shall receive the inheritance of salvation.” 
(Heb. 1, 14.) 

The following incident took place at Dole, in 
France. One day, in the year 1629, long after 
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her death, Leonarda Colin, niece to Hugueta 
Roy, appeared to her and spoke as follows: “I 
am saved by the mercy of God. It is now seven- 
teen years since I was struck down by a sudden 
death. My poor soul was in mortal sin, but 
thanks to Mary whose devoted servant I had 
ever striven to be, I obtained grace in the last 
extremity to make an act of perfect contrition, 
and thus I was rescued from hell-fire, but by no 
means from Purgatory. My ‘sufferings in those 
purifying flames are beyond description. At 
last, Almighty God has permitted my guardian 
angel to conduct me to you in order that you 
may make three pilgrimages to three churches 
of our Blessed Lady in Burgundy. Upon the 
fulfilment of said condition my deliverance from 
Purgatory is promised.” Hugueta did as she 
was requested, whereupon the same soul ap- 
peared in a glorified state, and thanking her 
benefactress, and promising to pray for her, 
and admonishing her always to remember a 
four last things. 

The saints of the Church Triumphant imitate 
their glorious queen, Mary. Although they are 
safely lodged in the heavenly mansions, they can- 
not look down from their exalted thrones upon 
our combats with indifference. Nay, they are 
filled with compassion at the sight of us tempest- 
tossed voyagers. Their most intense desire is to 
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see us one day safely anchored in the unruffled 
harbor of eternal bliss; and to this end they 
leave no means untried to fly to our assistance 
at the moment they hear our cry of misery, and 
support us vigorously in every necessity of body 
and of soul. Innumerable examples go to prove 
this most clearly. The saints are by no means 
satisfied with aiding us whilst yet in the flesh; 
their solicitude reaches its perfection when we 
have departed this life. Then the saints, espe- 
cially our patron saints, endeavor as far as the 
will of God allows, to abridge the term of our 
banishment, or, at least, to assuage our torments. 
They, too, are grateful for the services rendered 
their poor clients by the faithful, and never fail 
to repay such acts of charity both here and here- 
after, by their most effectual intercession with 
God. Almighty God warns us, by the parable 
of the unjust steward, to gain advocates by means 
of our wealth, gifts, and the faculties which we 
enjoy from Him. Devotion to the poor souls in 
Purgatory is the means best calculated to gain 
for ourselves the friendship of the saints in hea- 
ven, because, by being devout to the souls of 
the departed and by offering up good works for 
them, we move the saints to intercede with God 
for our own salvation. Happy we, if we are so 
fortunate as to secure the patronage of one saint. 
The words of the son of Sirach will be fulfilled 
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in our regard. ‘A faithful friend is a strong 
defence, and he that hath found him has found a 
treasure. Nothing can be compared to a faith- 
ful friend, and no weight of gold and silver is 
able to countervail the goodness of his fidelity. 
A faithfal friend is the medicine of life and im- 
mortality, and they that fear the Lord shall find 
him.” (ZEccl. 6, 14.) 
Cardinal Baronius relates in his annals of the 
year 647, that King Dagobert I. cherished a 
tender devotion to the glorious saints and mar- 
tyrs Maurice and Dionysius, and made it his spe- 
cial study to propagate devotion to them. He 
died a holy death, but not being found spotless 
in the sight of God, he was necessarily detained 
in Purgatory. It so happened, that as a certain 
person was praying for the soul of Dagobert, it 
was shown to him in a vision, that the king had 
gone to rest, his two patrons, having obtained for 
him, the abridgment of his banishment from God, 
had themselves gone to Purgatory to escort him 
thence with great rejoicings. 
We have had the consolation to see in the 
foregoing reflections, how, by good works done 
in behalf of the suffering souls in Purgatory, we 
ean secure for ourselves the protection of the 
queen of heaven, of the angels and of the saints 
of God. In addition to all this, the poor souls 
‘themselves pray for their benefactors; although

they are unable to merit anything for themselves, 
says St. Alphonsus, yet their prayers in favor of 
others find mercy before God. The reason is 
simple. They are friends of God, and gratitude 
is as agreeable to Him as the contrary vice is 
hateful in His eyes; how then could God turn a 
deaf ear to the prayers of gratitude sent up by 
the suffering souls? God hears.such interces- 
sions willingly, nay, He not unfrequently allows 
the poor souls to assist their benefactors in a 
most striking manner, not merely in trifling mat- 
ters but in great necessities of body and soul. 
St. Gregory the Great relates in his dialogues 
several miracles wrought at the intercession of 
the poor souls. 

Whenever St. Catherine of Bologna, wished 
to obtain a certain favor, she had recourse to 
the souls in Purgatory, and her prayers were 
immediately heard. She declared that by pray- 
ing to these holy souls she obtained many favors, 
which she had sought through the intercession 
of the saints, but had not obtained. 

It is a well-known fact that, to awaken at a 
fixed hour of the night, it is only necessary to 
say a prayer to the poor souls. Experience has 
shown this in numerous cases, although persons 
were buried in the deepest sleep. Above all, 
the devotion to the poor souls is a sure means of 
obtaining help in spiritual wants and dangers, it 
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being their earnest desire to see their benefac- 
tors saved forever. The holy ties by which the 
Church Suffering and the Church Militant are 
united, consist in their mutual endeavors to help 
each other on to the destiny of both—God and 
the enjoyment of everlasting bliss. The Trium- 
phant Church alone needs no assistance, whilst 
she is continually occupied in affording aid.— 
More effectual however are the intercessory 
prayers of the poor souls after they have en- 
tered the kingdom of heaven. In this world 
favors are soon forgotten, and even the most 
grateful are, in the lapse of time, brought 
to disregard their former benefactors. The 
angels and saints, on the other hand, exer- 
cise the virtue of gratitude in its entire per- 
fection. 

A certain knight, not less pious than valiant, 
was in the habit of stopping for awhile to pray 
for the souls of the departed whenever he passed 
a graveyard. One day, as he went out without 
his usual weapons of defence, he was suddenly 
attacked by his enemies. The knight tried to 
save his life by running off as fast as he could, 
and in his flight arrived at a graveyard. Here 
he knelt down to recommend himself to the Lord 
and to the souls in Purgatory for protection. 
Wonderful to relate, when his enemies were quite 
near, they saw the knight surrounded by a host 
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of armed men to defend him. Being frightened 
at this sight, they took to flight themselves in 
the greatest confusion. We may most piously 
believe that these armed men were the souls 
of those faithful departed, for whom the good 
knight had prayed, and whom our Lord had 
permitted to assume those forms to protect 
their benefactor in his danger. (Segola tri- 
umph. anim. c. 22, Rossignoli Marav.) 

A certain servant of the Lord was, on his 
death-bed, most violently assailed by the evil 
spirits. Such was the fury of the demons who 
assailed him, that the dying man was well-nigh 
beside himself, not knowing what means to adopt 
against the attacks of his enemies. But having 
been in the habit of praying for the souls in Pur- 
gatory, he beheld at the moment his distress was 
greatest, a multitude of celestial spirits who put 
the infernal spirits to flight, and told the dying 
man that they were those souls whose deliver- 
ance from Purgatory had been accelerated by 
his prayers and good works, and that they had 
come to reward him for his charity by assisting 
him in his passage to a happy eternity. At 
these words the dying man felt unspeakably con- 
soled; all his fear had disappeared and in great 
peace he breathed forth his last. (Binet de 
Statu. Anim.c. 1.) : 
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From what has been said, it follows that our 
charity towards the souls in Purgatory 


IS MOST SALUTARY TO OURSELVES. 


It will, however, not be amiss to add a few 
reflections to make this truth still more evident. 
The better we understand the spiritual fruits 
which grow on this tree of charity the more 
carefully shall we cultivate it, that it may bear 
still greater fruits. 

Heaven allures us, it is true, with eternal and 
precious rewards and admonishes us to avoid 
neither labors, conflicts, nor sacrifices to merit 
an imperishable crown, and hell threatens us 
with everlasting and unendurable punishments, 
and reminds us of ‘ what does it profit a man to 
gain the whole world and lose his own soul; ” 
but Purgatory, between these two eternities of 
the blessed and the miserable, with its tempo- 
rary yet terrific sufferings is equally salutary, to 
make us flee from sin in order to escape being 
consigned to its punishments. The thought of 
Purgatory is a powerful motive to induce us to 
do penance for the sins of our past life, that we 
may not have to undergo sufferings in the next 
world, far surpassing’ those of which we read in 
the lives of the most severe penitents. 

Purgatory reminds us how in this world we 
should long and seek for nothing but God, Who 
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alone is able to satisfy the cravings of the heart, 
and earnestly endeavor to become more and more 
united to our Lord, to the supreme and only 
source of all happiness here below and in the 
world to come. In Purgatory, this ardent long- 
ing for God is a source of unspeakable pain, but 
here below it proves to be a source of unspeak- 
able graces and blessings in all the troubles and 
struggles of this life. 

. Purgatory tells us to be patient and resigned 
to God’s holy will in all our crosses and suffer- 
ings in this vale of tears, since the least degree 
of the pains of Purgatory far surpasses the most 
excruciating torments of this world. 

Purgatory tells us to profit well by our time, 
to apply to the frequent reception of the sacra- 
ments, to assiduous prayer and other good works, 
as death may overtake us and deprive us of every 
opportunity to do good to ourselves, and that it 
is great folly to depend on the charity of our 
friends, since they too easily forget the departed, 
for whom the proverb “out of sight, out of 
mind,” proves to be but too true. - 

Purgatory tells us to be careful always to keep 
ourselves in the grace of God, as otherwise all 
our good works would be neither of any merit to 
ourselves, nor of any profit to the suuls in Pur- 
gatory if offered for them. 
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A certain father begged his son to pray much 
for him after his death. The son did so most 
earnestly. Thirty years after, his father ap- 
| peared to him, all surrounded with fire, and 
suffering most intensely. ‘Cruel son,” said he, 
“why have you not procured any comfort for 
me in the space of thirty years.” ‘How is 
that,” said the son quite surprised and amazed, 
“have I not offered up for you so many prayers, 
alms, fasts and the like? Did so many pious 
works not avail you anything?” “Know, my 
son,” replied the father, “that all the good 
which you have done and are still doing, as it 
has availed you nothing, so it has not profited 
me anything either, because you have done it 
in the state of mortal sin, all your confessions 
being bad for want of true sorrow. God, in his 
mercy, has permitted me to tell you this hoth for 
my and your advantage.” After this, the father 
suddenly disappeared leaving his son salutarily 
touched and frightened, so much so that he went 
to make a good general confession, and com- 
menced to lead a truly Christian life, and by the 
practice of many good works he soon freed the 
soul of his father from Purgatory, and his own 
from eternal perdition. (Campadelli, disc. sacr. 
191.) 

What can be more wholesome for us than all 
these reflections ? Are they not a most powerful 
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incentive to make us embrace a holy life? Is not 
charity toward the souls in Purgatory an admoni- 
tor that makes us remember these truths? Is it 
not a kind of an alarm-clock, awakening in us so 
many wholesome thoughts? How salutary, then, 
to ourselves. is not this charity towards the souls 
in Purgatory ? Would to God we were faithful 
in its daily, nay hourly practice! How pure and 
how holy would our lives soon be! 

But where shall we find this faithful admoni- 
tor, this alarm-clock, reminding us regularly of 
our charity toward the faithful departed? This 
-admonitor has been provided in 


THE ESTABLISHMENT OF THE ARCH-CONFRATER- 
NITY FOR THE RELIEF OF THE SOULS IN PURGA- 
TORY. 


To become an active member of it, is to have 
at once several faithful admonitors to call to our 
mind our duty toward the departed in connection 
with so many salutary reflections. 

Believe me, dear, dear reader, I tell you a | 
great truth. Give it a fair trial by being regu- | 
larly enrolled in this Arch-Confraternity, and | 
the poor souls will daily put you in mind of — 
your duty both toward them and toward your- — 
self. q 
As our mother, the Holy Catholic Church, | 
harbors within her bosom various religious Or- — 
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ders to supply her different wants, temporal as 
well as spiritual, so in like manner has she estab- 
lished different confraternities to preserve among 
the faithful a lively faith in certain mysterious 
truths of her holy religion, such as the Confra- 
ternity of the Blessed Sacrament and of the Pre- 
cious Blood, for the preservation of faith in the 
mystery of love, the blessed Eucharist and in the 
mystery of our holy Redemption. 

The Arch-Confraternity for the relief of the 
souls in Purgatory, has been established for a 
similar purpose, viz: to keep up among the 
faithful, a lively faith in those three truths. which 
have just been explained and which proceed 
from the ninth article of the Creed, namely: “I 
believe in the communion of saints.”. The pro- 
motion of practical faith in these truths, is the 
particuiar object of the Arch-Confraternity. A 
simple statement of its history and special spi- 
ritual advantages and privileges together with 
those already mentioned, will not fail, it is con- 
fidently hoped, to induce pastors to establish 
it in their respective churches, and the faith- 
ful to become active members of it. After it 
had been established in the year 1840, by the 
Redemptorist Fathers in Rome, in their Church 
of S. Maria Monterone, as a pious society, for 
the object just mentioned, the Holy Father Gre- 
gory XVI, not only approved the design, but 
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extended to it his special patronage, and in a 
Papal Brief, dated August 8, 1841, raised the 
society to the rank of an Arch-Confraternity with 
all the rights and privileges belonging thereto. 
Moreover, in order to show how highly they 
valued and esteemed this. Arch-Confraternity, 
and, in order to stimulate the zeal and piety of 
its members, and to induce the faithful in gene- 
ral to become members of it, the sovereign Pon- 
tiffs Gregory XVI, and Pius IX, have most 
generously and most munificently enriched them

Granting them no less than thirty-five plenary 
and over two-hundred partial indulgences to be 
gained in the course of the year, on the follow- 
ing occasions :

8. An Indulgence of one hundred days as often as a member 
of the Confraternity performs some work of piety or fraternal 
charity: for example, assists at the holy sacrifice of the mass 
or sermon; prays for the living or dead, gives alms, instructs 
the ignorant, reconciles enemies, restrains any one from sin, 
either by advice or example. 


9. The Indulgences attached to the devout visits to the. 
Churches of the Stations in Rome. 

The practice of visiting the Churches of the Stations, where 
are preserved the most striking religious memorials of the 
saints, and of the Martyrs especially, dates its institution from 
the first ages of Christianity, and on certain days in the year, 
the people, clergy and even Popes, used to go there in pro- 
cession, to pray. To maintain this pious and time-honored 
devotion, Pope Gregory the Great, granted several Indulg- 
ences to those who, on certain days, would visit the assigned 
churches. To these Indulgences others were added in the 
course of time by the Roman Pontiffs. According toa Brief 
of Pope Pius IX., dated Jan. 22, 1861, all the members of the 
Arch-Confraternity, living out of Rome, may gain all the In- 
dulgences of the Stations in Rome, if they visit, on the ap- 
pointed days, a church or oratory, and pray for the intention 
ofthe Holy Father.

reciting the psalm: “ Out of the depths,” or one Our Father, 


Hail Mary, and the versicle, “ Eternal rest, etc..” for the repose 


of the souls departed, By complying with the above condi- 
tions, the members of the Arch-Confraternity may gain an In- 
dulgence of forty years and forty quarantines on every day of 
Lent, and by complying with the same on three different days, 
they may gain a Plenary Indulgence on any day at option, 
after having confessed, received holy communion, visited a 
church or oratory, and prayed for the intention of the Holy 
Father. Sick people or prisoners may gain these Indulgences 
by performing such good works as may be prescribed for them 
by their confessor. 


10. The Indulgence attached to the Devotions in the month 
of November. 


According to the Brief of Pius IX., dated Jan. 22, 1861, the 
members of the Arch-Confraternity, as well as the rest of the 
faithful, may gain an Indulgence of seven years and seven 
quarantines every time they assist at a public devotion per- 
formed in the month of November for the relief of the souls 
in Purgatory, ina church in which the Arch-Confraternity has 
been established, and pray, with contrite hearts, for the exal- 
tation of tae Church. Those who have assisted at these devo- 
tions twelve times, may gain a Plenary Indulgence on the 
usual conditions. The sick may gain these Indulgences, if 
they recite three times the 129th Psalm: “ Out of the depths,” 
instead of each devotion. 

According to a Brief of the same Pontiff, dated March 27, 
1862, the members of the Arch-Confraternity may gain the 
above Indulgence of seven years and seven quarantines for 
each visit to a grave-yard, praying there for the repose of the 
departed, and a Plenary Indulgence, on the usual conditions, 
for four such visits made within a month. 


Great though these favors and treasures of 
the Church are in themselves, yet experience 
teaches that they are sought for only in pro- 
portion as they are appreciated, and they are 
appreciated by the generality of the faithful in 
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proportion to the knowledge which they have of 
the nature and conditions of these treasures. — 
This knowledge being in many too superfieial, 
too deficient and too incorrect, it will not be 
amiss to explain, in a few words, the 


TRUE NATURE AND CONDITIONS OF INDULGENCES. 


Sin produces in the soul two bitter fruits: 
First, guilt, which deprives us of the grace and 
friendship of God; and secondly, its penalty, 
which forbids us the enjoyment of God in para- 
dise. The penalty of sin is twofold, being partly 
eternal, partly temporal. Guilt, together with 
the eternal penalty of sin, is entirely remitted to 
us by means of the infinite merits of Jesus Christ 
in the sacrament of penance, provided we ap- 
proach that sacrament with fitting disposition. 
The temporal penalty of sin is, however, not 
always remitted to us by this sacrament. This 
is removed by penance, or by works of satisfac- 
tion, that is to say, prayers, alms, fasting, etc; 
or by the patient endurance of troubles and 
adversities sent us by God; or by the. satisfac- 
tion of our Lord Jesus Christ and the saints, 
applied to us by the Church, under certain con- 
ditions, which application we call an Jndulg- 
ence. Those who do not pay the debt of tem- 
poral punishment in this world, in any of the 
above ways, will have to discharge it in Purga- 
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tory, as we have seen above, in that prison from 
which they shall not go out, ‘‘till they have paid 
the last farthing.” (Matt. V. 25, 26.) 

An indulgence, then, is not a pardon for sin, 
because sin must be remitted before an indulg- 
ence can be gained. Much less is it a permis- 
sion to commit sin, as so many malicious or 
ignorant persons assert it to be; for even God 
Himself could not give such a permission. It is 
simply an act by which the Church applies to us 
the superabundant satisfactions of Jesus Christ 
and His saints, to satisfy for the temporal pun- 
ishment due to those sins which we trust God 
has already pardoned, as to the guilt and eternal 
punishment. 

Indulgences are distinguished into two classes. 
Some are called plenary, or, as it is sometimes 
technically said, “in form of Jubilee.” Plenary 
indulgences, or indulgences in form of Jubilee, 
are one and the same thing in their effect, the 
only difference being, that where the indulgences 
are granted in form of Jubilee, confessors have 
power of jurisdiction conferred on them to ab- 
solve in reserved cases, to dispense from or 
commute all simple vows, ete. By all such in- 
dulgences that temporal punishment is remitted, 
which we owe to God for all those sins for 
which, though pardoned, we were still debtors, 
so that were we to die immediately after gaining 
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a plenary indulgence, we would go straight to 
heaven. The same may be said of the holy souls 
in Purgatory, whenever in suffrage for them, we 
gain a plenary indulgence, provided the divine 
justice deign to accept it in their behalf. 

Other indulgences are called partial, because 
they remit part only of the punishment. These 
are given for days, or periods of forty days, 
called ‘“‘quarantines,” or for a year, or some 
years. An indulgence of three hundred days, 
however, does not mean that it remits a pain 
of three hundred days to be otherwise endured 
in Purgatory, but remits only as much of the 
punishment due to sin as God would have re- 
mitted for the sake of a canonical penance faith- 
fully performed for the same length of time. 

In order to gain an indulgence, several condi- 
| tions are requisite : 

First, it is necessary that we should be in the 
state of grace. For whosoever, before God, is 
living in his guilt of unremitted sin, and liable 
to its eternal penalty, is not and cannot be, 
whilst continuing in that state, in a capacity to 
receive the remission of the temporal punish- 
ment. No better advice can then, be given, 
than, before performing the works enjoined for 
gaining an indulgence, if we cannot go to con- 
fession, to make, at least, an act of true contri- 
tion, accompanying it with a firm resolution to 
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go to confession, in order that by so doing we 
may regain the grace of God, should it happen 
to have been lost. 

Secondly, all the works enjoined by the church, 
both as to time, manner and object, according to 
the precise letter of the grant, by which the in- 
dulgence has been conceded, must be fulfilled : 
as for instance, if it be there said that the work 
ought to be done kneeling, or standing, or at 
the sound of the bell, or at such an hour, such a 
day, or contrite, or having confessed and com- 
municated, ete; so that, should any of the works 
enjoined be omitted, either wholly or in some 
notable portion of them, be it through ignorance, 
or negligence, or inability; or should any one 
of the conditions of time, place, ete., prescribed, 
fail to have been observed for any reason what- 
soever, then the indulgence in question is not 
gained. 

For a Plenary Indulgence, the ordinary con- 
ditions are to go to confession and communion, 
and to pray for the intention of the Pope. No 
particular prayer is prescribed. It would suffice 
to say for the intention of the Holy Father, six 
Our Fathers and six Hail Marys, or the Litany 
of the Blessed Virgin. ‘The communion may be 
made on the eve of the Feast to which the In- 
dulgence is attached. Those who are accus- 
tomed to confess every week, can gain all the 
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indulgences that occur in the course of the week, 
without again confessing, provided they remain 
in a state of grace. Indulgences, however, 
granted in the form of a Jubilee, are excepted 
from this rule, inasmuch as in order to gain 
such indulgences, besides the works enjoined, 
the confession ought to be made within the 
time appointed in the grant of such indulg- 
ences. — 

Thirdly, in order to gain a Plenary Indulg- 
ence, it is required that we detest even all 
venial sins, and, moreover, lay aside every af- 
fection to all such sins, in general, as well as 
to each in particular. 

‘Fourthly, in order to gain an indulgence, we 
must also have the intention to gain it, so that, 
if we perform an act to which an indulgence is 
attached, without having had the intention, we 
do not gain it. If we make an intention in the 
morning to gain all the indulgences that we can 
possibly gain that day, the intention is supposed 
to continue, even if inadvertently lost sight of. It 
would be well to add to this intention another, 
2. e. that of applying these indulgences to the 
souls in Purgatory, as far as they are applicable 
to them. . 

It is well to determine which of the suffering 
souls we wish to assist; for example, we may 
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propose to ourselves the deliverance of that soul 
for which we are most bound to pray, by an 
obligation of justice, charity or gratitude. 
Partial Indulgences may be gained as often 
as we repeat the act to which they are annexed, 
unless the contrary is specified in the grant. 


The Arch-Confraternity based upon the au- 
thority of the Holy See being now firmly estab- 
lished, has chosen

Partly because the Church of 8. Maria Monte- 
rone, the central point of the association, was 
consecrated under this title, and partly from a 
pious belief supported by many revelations, not 
to be lightly rejected, that the glorious queen of 
all the saints, on the Feast of her Assumption, 
comes in an especial manner to the relief of the 
suffering souls who were her devout clients on 
earth. | 

The Heads of several Religious Orders have 
also concurred in favoring the Arch-Confrater- 
nity by granting to the Directors thereof, power 
to bless and indulgence the Rosary of Saint 
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Dominic, the Chaptets of the Most Holy Trin- 
uy, of Our Lord, of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion of the Blessed Virgin Mary, the Cord and 
Chaplet of St. Augustine and St. Monica, as 
well as to bless the Scapulars of the Most Holy 
Trinity, of the Passion of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, of our Lady of Mount Carmel, and of | 
our Lady of Mercy, and to invest therewith 
the faithful, together with all the privileges pn; 
rights annexed thereto. 

Moreover, the Superiors Generals of the 
Carmelites, of the Augustinians, of the Trin- » 
itarians, of the Franciscans, and of the Capu- 
_chins have affiliated all the members of the 
Arch-Confraternity, as Oblates of their re- 
spective Orders, and they grant them the priv- 
ilege of sharing in all the good works Lease 
are performed in these Orders. 

The Arch-Confraternity being under the di- 
rection of the Redemptorist Fathers in Rome, 
all the members of it share also, in a particular 
manner, in all the good works which are per- 
formed in the congregation of the Most Holy 
Redeemer. 

The Arch-Confraternity being thus favored 
in a most extraordinary manner, a quarter of 
a century had not elapsed since its foundation, 
when four hundred confraternities were already 
incorporated with the mother association at 
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Rome; and the number of its members scat- 
tered throughout Europe, Asia, and America, 
exceeded one million. 

According to a Brief of his Holiness, Pope 
Pius IX., dated August 23, 1861, 


THE ARCH-CONFRATERNITY MAY BE ESTABLISHED 


With the consent of the Bishop, in any church 
or station whatsoever of the diocese. Branches 
of the Arch-Confraternity may also be estab- 
lished in the chapel of Conventual Houses of . 
Religious Ladies living cloistered, for them- 
selves, their out-sisters and pupils. 

Moreover, by virtue of the aforesaid Brief of 
Gregory XVI., and a Decree of Pius IX., dated 
August 23, 1861, plenary power is imparted 
not only to all other societies having the same 
title, but also to associations of different names, 
established for the same purpose, to aggregate 
or embody themselves with this Arch-Confra- 
ternity, and to partake of all the indulgences, 
graces, and privileges set forth in this book, if 
they will add to or incorporate in their original 
title the words: “And for the relief of suffer- 
ing souls.” 

_ If the pastor or members of any congregation 

desire to establish a branch of the confraternity in 

the parish, or if any similar association, already 

organized, wishes to affiliate with the Arch-Con- 
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fraternity for the relief of suffering souls, they 
can address for this purpose the Procurator- 
General of the Congregation of the Most Holy 
Redeemer at Rome, or the Very Rev. Provin- 
cial of the same Congregation at St. Alphon- 
sus’ church, Baltimore, Md. 

The names of those who wish to be enrolled 
in the Arch-Confraternity should be recorded 
in a book made for the purpose, either by the 
director of the Arch-Confraternity himself, or 
by a sub-delegated priest, which sub-delegation 
may be obtained from the Very Rev. Father 
Provincial of the Redemptorists, to whom the 
number of those thus enrolled should be for- 
warded every five years. No pecuniary dues 
are required of the members either on admission 
or afterwards.

The Director of each affiliated Confraternity 
is required, if possible, to have Mass said on 
an altar of the association on all Mondays, or, 
at least, on the first Monday of every month, for 
all suffering souls, especially for those who have 
been members of the Arch-Confraternity, for the 
neglected, and for those most in need of help. 

Let it be remembered here, that each altar of 
the association is privileged for each Mass and 
for every priest, regular or secular, no matter 
whether he be a member or not of the Arch- 
Confraternity. This favor has been granted by 
the Holy See in behalf of the faithful departed, 
aud its meaning is, that for each holy Mass said 

on such an altar, a plenary indulgence is granted 
by the Holy See for any specified departed soul 
that may be detained in Purgatory, that ky its 
application the same may be delivered from its 
sufferings. 

On the second of November all the Masses 
enjoy this privilege, no matter at what altar 
they are said. On this day, that is to say on 
All Souls’ day, which is the chief solemnity 
of the Brotherhood, and during the octave, if 
practicable, some devotions shall be performed 
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both morning and evening, with tapers lighted. 
The several confraternities are also advised to 
observe and use during the whole month of No- 
vember, such prayers as they will find composed 
for this purpose in this book, and as are used in 
the Church of S. Maria Monterone. Beyond 
this the rules of each association need not neces- 
sarily be the same; but they must be approved 
by the Bishop of the diocese. 

Each member should induce others to be en- 
rolled in the association, and to form new socie- 
ties, which should be aggregated to the Arch- 
Confraternity of S. Maria Monterone.. Hach 
member of the Confraternity should also some- 
time during the year perform some acts of 
devotion for the relief of the suffering souls; if 
a layman, he might have a Mass said for them, 
or make the Stations of the Cross, or say the 
Rosary, or assist at Mass with this intention, or 
offer up a Communion; if he is a priest, he 
should offer the Holy Sacrifice. This is not 
obligatory upon the members under the pain 
of sin, but it is requisite to gain the indulg- 
ences. All further suffrages, works, &c., are 
left to the discretion of the members, but all 
should consider it a pious duty to assist the suf- 
fering souls as much as possible, by prayers, 
devotions, or other good works. The most fer- 
vent might even make the following 
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HEROIC ACT OF CHARITY ; 


oR, 


Offering of all works of satisfaction and suffrages in 
behalf of the souls in Purgatory. 


This heroic act of charity in behalf of the 
souls in Purgatory consists in a voluntary offer- 
ing made to them by any one of the faithful of 
all works of satisfaction done by him in this life, 
as well -as of all suffrages which shall be offered 
for him after his death; he thereby depositing 
them into the hands of the Blessed Virgin, that 
she may distribute them in behalf of those holy 
souls whom it is her good pleasure to deliver 
from the pains of Purgatory, declaring at the 
same time that by this offering he only foregoes 
in their behalf that special fruit of the Mass 
which belongs to himself; so that if, being a 
priest, he make this offering, he is not hindered 
from applying the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass 
according to the intention of those who give 
him alms to that end. 

This heroic act of charity, called also a VOW 
or oblation, was instituted by F. Gaspar Oliden, 
a Theatine; for although it was not unknown 
in former ages, it was he who propagated it, 
and it was at his prayer that it was enriched 
with many indulgences: first by Pope Benedict 
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XIII., in a decree of August 23, 1728; and 
then by Pope Pius VI., in a decree of Dec. 12, 
1788; and lastly, these indulgences were speci- 
fied by the Sovereign Pontiff Pius IX., in a 
decree of the S. Congr. of indulgences of Sept. 
30, 1852. They are as follows: 


I. The Indult of a privileged altar, personally, every day in 

the year, to all priests who have made this offering. 
IH. The Plenary Indulgence, applicable only to the departed, 
to all the faithful who have made this offering, whenever they 
go to holy communion, provided they visit a church or public 
oratory, and pray there for a time according to the mind of his 
Holiness, 

III. The Plenary Indulgence, every Monday, to all who hear 
Mass in suffrage for the souls in Purgatory, provided they 
visit, &c., and pray as above. 

IV. All Indulgences granted or to be granted, even though 
not applicable to the dead, which are gained by the faithful 
who have made this offering, may be applied to the holy souls 
in Purgatory. : 
| V. Lastly, our Holy Father and Lord, Pope Pius IX., having 
regard to the young who are not yet communicants, as well as 
to the poor sick, to those who are afflicted with chronic disor- 
ders, to the aged, to farm-laborers, prisoners, and others who 
are debarred from communicating and unable to hear Mass on 
Mondays, vouchsafed by another decree of the S. Congr. of In- 
dulgences, of November 20, 1854, to declare, that for all the 
faithful who cannot hear Mass on Monday, the Mass heard on 
Sundays should be available for gaining the Indulgence, No. 
IIL; and that in favor of those who are not yet communicants, 
or who are hindered from communicating, he has also left it 
to the will of their respective ordinaries to authorize confes- 
sors to commute the works there enjoined. 

And note, 1. That although this act of charity is denomi- 
nated a vow in some printed tracts, in which also is given a 
formula for making the offering, no inference is to be drawn 
therefrom that this offering binds under sin. 

2. That to make this vow, it is not necessary to pronounce 
the words: it-suffices to wish it, and to make it with the heart; 
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nor is it any frequent repetition of it prescribed, although such 
a practice might be very useful to excite the fervor of charity, 
and to cause more diligence in gaining spiritual assistance for 
the relief of the blessed souls in Purgatory. 

3. That this vow is not at all opposed to the rule of charity, 
which obliges us to pray first for deceased relations, for our 
brethren in the congregation of which we may be members, 
&e. For itis to be borne in mind, that the prayer to which 
the fruit of impetration corresponds (with which this vow has 
nothing to do,) is quite different from the suffrages to which 
corresponds the fruit of satisfaction; and although in this duty 
of offering suffrages, charity obliges us first towards our rela- 
tives, still the most blessed Virgin knows better than we, what 
are our wants, and therefore she will take care that our good 
works may be useful, first, to our relatives and brethren, and 
afterwards, to others, as in the sight of God they may deserve 
them. 

Thus we may practise without donbt all our accustomed de- 
votions for obtaining any grace of God, of the blessed Virgin, 
or the saints, since this is not opposed to the vow by which the 
satisfactory part alone of our good works is applied to those 
holy souls; the meritorious, propitiatory, and impetratory 
parts, which, being personal, cannot be communicated, being 
reserved for ourselves. 


FORMULA OF THE PIOUS AND CHARITABLE vow, 
TO CO-OPERATE IN THE LIBERATION OF THE 
SOULS IN PURGATORY FROM THEIR TORMENTS. 


For Thy greater glory, O my God, one in 
essence and three in person! and in order to 
imitate more closely my dear Redeemer, Jesus: 
Christ, as also to show my sincere love for the 
most holy Virgin Mary, mother of mercy, and 
of the poor souls in Purgatory, I, N. N., resolve 
to co-operate in the redemption and deliverance 
of those imprisoned souls, still debtors to the

divine justice, on account, of the punishment due 
to their sins; and in the manner I lawfully can, 
without obliging myself under pain of any sin, I 
sincerely promise and I here offer to Thee my 
own free vow, to wish the liberation from Pur- 
gatory of all those souls whose deliverance the 
blessed Virgin may wish; and to that effect I 
place in the hands of this most pious mother all 
my satisfactory works, and those of others ap- 
plied to me,-in life or death, and after my pas- 
sage to eternity. 

I pray Thee, O my God! deign to accept and — 

confirm this my offering, as I here renew and 
confirm it, to Thy honor and the good of my 
soul. 
- And if perhaps my works of satisfaction be 
not sufficient to pay the debts both of those 
souls which the blessed Virgin wishes to liberate 
and also my own for my sins, which I heartily 
detest and abhor, I offer myself, O Lord, if it 
please Thee, to make up by my sufferings in 
Purgatory, what is wanting for their release, 
committing myself into the arms of Thy mercy, 
and those of my most sweet mother. ’ This my 
oblation and protest I call the blessed in hea- 
ven to witness, and the whole Church Militant, 
on earth and suffering in Purgatory. Amen. 

On day of the year 18 
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_ This act is called heroic because it is very 
contrary to our selfishness. The greater part 
of Christians little understand the words of St. 
Paul, “charity seeketh not her own.” (I. Cor. 
13, 5.) Were they do practise better this great 
truth, they would say with St. Sidonius, Bishop 
of Clermont: “In my opinion, that man sees best 
to his own interest who lives for the interest of 
others, showing his sympathy for his fellow-men 
by the performance of charitable works.” — 
(Rohrbacher’s Hist. Univ.) But it is not 
given to all to understand this truth; for this 
reason, very many hesitate to make the above 
act of charity for the benefit of the souls in Pur- 
gatory. However, to make this act, is not to 
lose, but gain. By it, you enhance considerably 
the merit of all your actions, which are, in the 
sight of God, so much the more meritorious, the 
greater the charity is with which they are per- 
formed; nav, to make this act, is to increase all 
your good works and their merit a hundred-fold. 
What man would hesitate to loan one hundred 
dollars to his neighbor to free a poor man from 
his painful captivity, if he knew for certain ‘that 
a hundred times more money would be returned? 
“This is indeed a rich bargain,” he would say, 
“by which I become wealthy at once.” Now, 
has not Jesus Christ promised a hundred-fold 
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for the least act of charity? Would it not, then, 
be blasphemy for you to believe for a moment, 
that, after making the above act of charity, 
Jesus Christ would not make good His promise 
and return to you a hundred-fold whatever you 
may have given in charity to His captive spouses 
for His sake ? 

And has not our holy mother, the Catholic 
Church, guided as she is by the Holy. Ghost, 
sufficiently intimated this great gain by attach- 
ing to this act, such unusual privileges and spi- 
ritual advantages, to induce her children to 
make it? Would she grant and hold out such 
favors to her children in order to throw them 
into a state of spiritual poverty? Must you not 
then firmly believe, that by making this act at 
the intimation of your mother, you will be a 
great gainer? The saints understood this but 
too well. Hence they found no difficulty in 
practising great charity towards the souls in 
Purgatory. In his famous work “ Christliche 
Mystik,” 3 B., J. Goerres says: 

“Among so many saints who excelled in 
charity towards the souls in Purgatory, the dis- 
calced nun, Frances of the Blessed Sacrament, 
is very remarkable. She had inherited from 
her father a tender love and affection for these 
poor suffering souls. Her feelings of compas- 
sion were considerably increased by repeated 
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apparitions of her deceased mother and sister, 
whose pitiable state had impressed itself on her 
soul in indelible characters. From that time, 
she sympathized most extraordinarily with all 
those souls that were in the same condition.— 
Many of them seemed to know her great com- 
passion for them;, for, daily, nay even, hourly, 
by day and by night, these souls would come 
to her cell in crowds, asking her charitable 
prayers. Departed souls of every condition of 
life, those of popes, archbishops, priests, monks, 
nuns, nobles and beggars, would surround her 
and tell her of their excruciating pains and of 
the faults for which they had. to endure them, 
asking her to offer up fervent prayers to the 
Almighty for their deliverance. . Sometimes 
they appeared to her all. surrounded with fire; 
at other times, in forms as black as coal, from 
which sparks of fire were issuing, or in forms 
too hideous to behold, resembling more a wild 
beast than a human being; at other times, she 
would see only one of their limbs black.” 

“As Frances, in such cases, often fainted away 
from fright, these souls would not again appear 
to her in their true shape, but would assume the 
form of a shadow, until she became more used 
to behold them in different forms. The different 
states of life in which they had lived .on earth, 
were represented to her by the respective signs 
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of these conditions ; for instance, the soul of a 
notary-public would appear to her with writing 
materials; that of a lock-smith, with a red-hot 
hammer; that of a vain lady, in old ragged 
clothes.” 

“Whilst Frances was assisting at the divine 
office in the choir, these souls would wait for 
her at the entrance near the holy water font, to 
accompany her, to. her cell, where they would 
speak to her about their great distress and 
affliction. When she was in company with any 
of her sisters or in a place of recreation, they 
would give her a sign to draw nearer to them. 
By the different looks of their eyes and the ex- 
pression of their countenances, she could easily 
tell in what condition they were. It was espe- 
cially in the night of All Soul’s day that they 
would surround her in great number, particu- 
larly such as were to be delivered on that day. 
These would converse with her quite familiarly 
and communicate to her many secret things.” 

“Whilst she was asleep, they would stay 
around her bed until she awoke by herself, that 
she might, not be frightened. She could -how- 
ever, never conquer her fear; for this reason, 
she always felt sad toward night. Many of. 
these souls begged her to tell certain things to 
their friends, which she did for some time; but 
as several annoyances to the convent arose from 
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it, her superiors forbade her to continue doing 
so. At this, these souls felt much grieved; but 
they praised her for her obedience. Many souls 
came to bring her tidings from such as were not 
allowed to approach her.” 

“Thus her sympathy for them was very great. 
She did all in her power to give them comfort. 
For this purpose she prayed for them almost un- 
ceasingly, had Masses said, fasted on bread and 
water almost throughout the whole year, took 
the discipline for hours, offered up her commu- 
nions, pains, privation of sleep, her fears, labors, 
troubles, anxieties, and all her steps, not reserv- 
ing for herself as much as one breath.” 

“Johanna of Jesu Maria, Gertrude of St. Do- 
menica, Bernardire of the Cross, and Benedicta 
of Brescia, are also known to have been such 

Sisters of Charity to the souls in Purgatory.” 
‘Itis beyond human conception what the won- 
derful virgin Christina, who lived at St. Trond, 
in Belgium, did for the relief of the souls in Pur- 
gatory. No human strength could have endured 
what she underwent for their sakes; no one can 
read her life without shuddering at the suffer- 
ings through which she passed in order to obtain 
comfort for these souls She was induced to go 
through so many tortures by the vision God had 
once given her of the frightful torments of Pur- 
gatory. Being left by Him at liberty to choose 
either immediate admittance into heaven or a 
longer stay on earth for the sake of procuring 
relief for the departed souls, she preferred the 
latter, and upon being asked why she performed 
sO many extraordinary penances and treated her 

38 
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body so cruelly, she answered: “You speak in 
this way, because you know not what they suffer 
in Purgatory. Did you but know this as well 
as I do, you would do for the relief of the 
blessed souls what you see me do.” (Benedict 
XII., Sacer Triges, I. Serm. 25.) 

We read in the life of St. Gertrude, that, after 
having offered all her merits for the dead, she 
said to our Lord: “I hope, O Lord, that Thou 
wilt frequently cast the eyes of Thy mercy on my 
indigence.” He replied: “What can I do more 
for one who has thus deprived herself of all things 
through charity, than to cover her immediately 
with charity?” She answered: ‘ Whatever 
Thou mayest do, I shall always appear before 
Thee destitute of all merit, for I have renounced 
all I have gained or may gain.” Our Lord re- 
plied: “ Do you not know that a mother would 
allow a child who was well clothed to sit at her 
feet, whilst she would take one barely clad into 
her arms and cover her with her own garment?” 
He added: “And now what advantage have 
you, who are seated on the shore of an ocean, 
over those who sit by a little rivulet?” That is 
to say, those who keep their good works for 
themselves, have the rivulet; but those who re- 
nounce them in charity, possess God, Who is an 
inexhaustible ocean of beatitude. On another 
occasion, when she reflected upon what she had 
done, she commenced to be frightened at the 
thought that she would have to appear with 
empty hands before the tribunal of God. But 
Jesus Christ, her Spouse, appeared to her and 
said: ‘‘My daughter, why do you feel so much 
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alarmed ?” “ My Lord,” she replied, “it is be- 
cause I have given every thing in suffrage for 
the souls in Purgatory, reserving nothing for 
myself, as a necessary satisfaction for my sins.” 
“My daughter,” replied our Lord, “your charity 
towards the souls in Purgatory has pleased Me 
so much, that, in reward for it, I have forgiven 
all the temporal punishment due to your sins.— 
Moreover, I, Who have promised a hundredfold 
for every good action, intend to reward you 
more liberally than you can conceive, by in- 
creasing your glory and happiness in heaven.— 
Finally, I will order all those souls whom you 
have delivered from Purgatory to come and be 
present at vour death, and to accompany your 
soul with hymns of praise and thanksgiving to 
paradise.” Were you favored with such a re- 
velation, would you still hesitate for a moment 
to imitate St. Gertrude and other saints? Would 
you not feel too glad to make this heroic act, 
and thus exchange, as it were, your beggar’s 
dress, 7. e. your poverty of soul, for the nuptial 
robe of charity, in which you must appear at 
the gate of heaven to obtain admittance. Alas! 
shall a revelation have with you more weight 
and persuasive power than the pious wish and 
intimation of the Church and especially the in- 
fallible promise of Jesus Christ, to reward a 
hundredfold the least good action? Why should 
you then hesitate any longer to make this act, 
both to aid the poor souls more effectually, and 
to benefit yourself more abundantly ? One hesi- 
tates when a great loss is to be apprehended, 
but not when a hundredfold gain is certain. 
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Having considered Purgatory, its pains, the manner 
of relieving its sufferers, the merit of this relief and 
charitable aid, the privileges of the members of the 
Arch-Confraternity, I will conelude with a brief enu- 
meration of the principal advantages which you, asa 
member of the Arch- Confraternity, derive from your 
charity toward the souls in Purgatory. 

1. As an active member of this Confraternity, you 
are, as it were, in the ark of Noah, in which you will 
find refuge from the deluge of temptations and sins.— 
‘** We see in the course of our missions,” says St. Al- 
phonsus, in his ‘Glories of Mary,” ‘the utility of 
Confraternitics. Generally speaking, one person who 
does not belong to any. is under the quilt of more sins, 
than twenty persons are, who are members of one or 
more confraternities.’ 

You will feel anxious to avoid venial sin and sub- 
di your pussions. 

8. You will carefully practise works of | penance to 
cancel the punishments due to your sins. 

4. You will experience a great desire to sanctify 
yourself. 

5. You will always be filled with a holy fear of 
God's judgments. 

6. You will feel solicitous to profit by your time 
to make up for time lost. 

. You will be watchful to preserve yourself in the 
de of God. 
_ 8 You will be induced to do more good to the poor 
and indigent, in order to apply the merit of your works 
to the souls in Purgatory, thus earning: a double re- 
ward for this twofold charity. 

9. You will feel more and more conbriied and 
strengthened in faith, hope and charity. 

10. You will practise more perfectly holy patience 
and resignation to the will of God, in all your trou- 
bles and ‘sufferings. 

11. You will be more assiduous in praying, in hear- 
ing Mass with devotion, in gaining indulgences, and 
in preparing for confession and communion, so as to 
secure these indulgences, 
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12. You will be more punctual in complying with 
all your obligations towards your neighbor. 

13. You assist, as it were, Jesus Christ to complete 
the work of Redemption in those souls of His elect, 
who are detained in Purgatory, and you are instru- 
mental to His justice giving way to His mercy. 

14. You give particular pleasure to Jesus Christ, to the 
Blessed Virgin Mary, and to the whole heavenly court. 

15. You put the souls delivered from Purgatory by 
your prayers, under perpetual obligations to yourself. 

16. The Blessed Virgin and all the saints of heaven, 
especially the patron saints of those souls, as well as 
their guardian angels, will become intercessors for you 
before the throne of God in a most special manner. 

17. Those souls themselves will, from a sense of grat- 
itude, take a particular interest in your welfare, both 
temporal and spiritual, and promote the same by their 
prayers to the best of their power, even whilst detained 
in Purgatory; and we read of St. Catherine of Bolog- 
na, that she had recourse to these souls whenever she 
wished to obtain a grace and her prayers were heard 
immediately. 

18. You shall not have to pass through Purgatory, 
or, at least, you will not stay there very long. 

19. Can there be a greater or a purer joy for you 
than to deliver a captive soul from its prison of fire 
and open the gates of heaven for it? 

20. You are aggregated to the Oblates of five, and 
partake in all the good works of six Religious Orders. 
Who can count all their good works in which you 
share in so special a manner? 

21. Count, if you can, how many thousands of 
Masses are offered up for the deceased members of the: 
Arch-Confraternity. How many millions of prayers, 
of good works, of indulgences, especially those attached 
to the privileged altars and to the heroic act of charity 
above mentioned, which is certainly made by hundreds. 
of the members of the Confraternity. O, what great: 
consolation and comfort for you in the hour of death, 
and, far more, in Purgatory, to have been a member 
of this Arch-Confraternity! How soon must the souls. 


of ‘its deceased members be delivered from their place» 
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of torment! Ah! when millions of tongues cry every 
day to our Lord, ‘ Have mercy, O Lord, have mercy 
on the souls of our departed brethren.” His justice 
will be put to the blush, as it were, and give way to 
His mercy, either by rejeasing them at once from 
their prison of fire, or by shortening the duration and 
diminishing the intensity of their sufferings. 

22. Not to mention the special privilege granted to 
the Directors of the Arch-Confraternity, you will, as 
active member of the same, be also a good member of 
the Church Militant, always remaining in the com- 
-munion of the Saints. and, as such, be one day ad- 
mitted to the Church Triumphant, there to receive 
your inexpressible and everlasting reward. 

23. To secure all these blessings, so little is required, 
and no obligation contracted under pain of sin. 

Truly, he who is not as yet a member of the Arch- 
Confraternity, and knows all this, must be blind to 
his own spiritual welfare, if he feels not anxious to be 
admitted to membership and to assist the suffering 
souls in Purgatory, to the best of his ability. Their 
sufferings he would not willingly make his own, yet 
there is good reason for him to believe that they will 
be some day his portion ; for be who disregards charity 
for the poor souls, and remains as hard as stone to 
their pitiable condition, will one day—even supposing 
him to have saved his soul—cry in vain for the help he 
so sorely needs, but which he once refused. The words 
of the Gospel will ring in his ears when he begins to 
complain of his dereliction: ‘ With what measure 
you shall mete, it shall be measured to you again.” 
(Matt. 7: 12) Theaid and relief which he shall ex- 
perience in Purgatory, shall be in proportion to the 
‘assistance which he will have extended to the poor 
souls. It will be in vain for him to deplore his un- 
happy lot, if, whilst yet alive, he was sparing in his 
‘charity to the poor souls. ‘* He who soweth sparingly 
shall also reap sparingly.” (II Cor. 9: 6.) To avoid 
this, we should fly with all our might to the relief of 
‘these suffering souls; we should ponder over the in- 
spired words: ‘‘Stretch out thy hand to the poor, that > 
thy expiation and thy blessing may be perfected. A 
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gift hath grace in the sight of all the living. and re- 
strain not grace from the dead. Be not wanting in 
comforting them that weep. and walk with them that 
mourn Be not slow to visit the sick, for by these 
things thou shalt be confirmed in love.” (Eccles. vii, 
86.) To whom do these words refer better than to the 
souls in Purgatory who are here called the poor, the 
sick. the weeping. and the mourning 

‘* Blessed the man who fails not to succor the poor 
souls by his prayers.” These words were heard by 
St. Bridget, when in an eestacy in which she saw how 
the poor souls were purified like gold in a furnace. A 
little while after, she heard another voice, saying: 
‘+0, Jesus, our Lord, inspire religious souls on earth, 
Thv priests. Thy religious, all the pious laity, to cool 
our devouring flames by Masses, prayers, penances, 
and indulgences.” At another time, she heard voices, 
saying: ‘Reward, O, just Judge, those who afford 
us the relief we ourselves cannot obtain!’ Scarcely 
had these words died away, than she saw the dread pit 
lighted up with a brilliancy, like unto that of the 
aurora announcing the rising sun, and another deep 
and solemn strain, like the mingling notes of many 
singers, burst from the mouth of the pit: ‘0. God of 
mercies, award a hundred fold to all these by whose 
charity we are now ascending imperishable glory.” 
(St. Bridg* Revel. 4, 7.) 

With St. Bernard, then, every one should say: ‘I 
will forthwith come to the relief of the suffering souls 
in Purgatory ; with sobs and sighs, I will conjure the 
Lofd; with tears. I will entreat him, I will be their 
advocate by my prayers, I will especially offer up for 
them the holy sacrifice of Mass, that the Lord, with 
the eyes of His unspeakable mercy, may look down 
upon them, changing their desolation into peace, their 
misery into joy. and their pains into everlasting glory 
and bliss’? All this I will do, and that I may never 
forget to be faithful to this my solemn resolution, I 
will be a member of the Arch-Confraternity for- the 
relief of the souls in Purgatory, that the words of St. 
Paul may be verified in me: ‘He who soweth in 
blessings, shall reap in blessings.” (II Cor. 9: 6.)
